STATE-OF-THE-STATE ADDRESS 
TO JOINT SESSION OF THE LEGISLATURE 
BY GOVERNOR FOB JAMES 
SPECIAL SESSION 
AUGUST 4,1981 

Governor McMillan, Mr. Speaker, distinguished members of the 
House and Senate, ladies and gentleman. 

I welcome you to the first “special session” of my administration 
and your current term of office. However, special sessions of the Ala¬ 
bama Legislature have happened before in recent years — 1971, 1975, 
and 1978 to be exact — and in each case, like tonight, it was necessary 
to call a special session in order to pass a budget. The education 
budget was not passed in the 1981 regular session, even though the 
session consisted of 30 legislative days within 105 calendar days. 

We should ask ourselves why we failed to pass a budget. Surely 
we agree the appropriation of tax dollars is the most essential function 
of the Legislature and that using tax dollars to provide education for 
our children, Medicaid for our elderly, law enforcement for all, and 
other essential services, are the principal reasons the voters sent us 
to Montgomery in the first place. Why, then, should we accept failure 
in the budgetary process when it is within our power to improve the 
way we spend two billion dollars taken from the hard-earned pay- 
checks of over one million Alabamians? 

I believe most of you want to improve that process, and I know 
the folks back home want us to improve that process. I have talked 
with practically every member of the Legislature during the past 
ninety days and a large majority of you have told me you would 
support strong action to make the way we spend tax dollars more 
efficient and more open - strong action to make the budgets top 
priority. In government, the strongest action of all is a constitutional 
amendment. 

I have listened to your ideas as how to best design such an 
amendment, and some excellent recommendations have been offered. 
Some of your recommendations are incorporated into the proposal 
I am placing on your desks this evening. 

A proposal to allow the people of Alabama to vote in the next 
primary election on a constitutional amendment to change our 
present system—A system prone to budget failure, as happened in the 
last legislative session; and a system capable of budget mediocrity in 
most legislative sessions. A system that tolerates a budget of one 
billion three hundred million dollars popping up for a vote at 3:00 
a.m. on the last day of the regular session. There is a better way to 
spend one billion three hundred million tax dollars. 
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The constitutional amendment I propose strengthens our budge¬ 
tary process, thus improving the way we spend taxpayer dollars: 

First, it would get the budget before the Legislature early in the 
regular session by requiring the governor to submit his budget to the 
House and Senate no later than the second legislative day. 

Secondly, it would encourage the Legislature to immediately go 
to work on the budget by not allowing other bills, local or general, 
to be transmitted from one house to the other until the General Fund 
and ASETF budgets are passed by the House and Senate and signed 
by the Speaker and Lieutenant Governor. This forces top priority on 
the most essential of public business, the proper expenditure of tax 
dollars—and, most importantly, it isolates the budgets so the lawmak¬ 
ers, the media, and the taxpayers can focus fully on how the tax dollar 
is being spent, what those dollars buy, and who benefits. The priorities 
of state government are laid bare where all can see. For the first time 
in this state’s history, when it comes to spending tax dollars, all cards 
will be on the table, face up. 

There is some concern, and rightly so, that the isolation reform 
measure will create a condition whereby the Legislature will be ren¬ 
dered ineffective on all other work until the budgets are passed. This 
condition has been met as your committee work can proceed on a 
normal basis and all bills, local or general, can receive third reading 
in their respective houses. 

There is concern, and rightly so, that the isolation reform mea¬ 
sure will create a condition whereby the Legislature cannot address 
an emergency situation such as Hurricane Frederic. This condition 
has been met as any bill can be considered with consent of a four-fifths 
vote of the House and Senate. 

Therefore, with respect to spending tax dollars, let us stop putting 
Band-Aids on cancer by having special sessions to pass budgets, but, 
instead, cure the cancer. I believe that the constitutional amendment 
I have proposed will do exactly that, and I ask for your support in 
passing this reform measure. I deeply appreciate the support many 
of you have already expressed for this proposal and I especially want 
to thank Senator Richmond Pearson and Representative George 
Clark for their input into the proposal and for sponsorship in their 
respective houses. I welcome 100 percent co-sponsorship tonight from 
every member of the House and Senate. 

We need to pass an education budget as soon as possible. I am 
submitting my budget tonight. My recommendations are based on 
several key elements: 

FIRST Growth rate of the ASETF is at 5.7 percent for the ten- 
month period ending July 31. Therefore, Fm increasing my original 
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growth projection from 5 percent this year and 5 percent next year 
to 5.5 percent this year and 5.5 percent next year. This amounts to 
an additional 16 million dollars. I strongly urge you not to exceed 
these projections for fear of another proration year. 

TWO I have fully funded all of primary-secondary education as 
I did in my original budget and respectfully request that you not 
weaken the state’s contribution to our public school system. 

THREE I have fully funded the retirement systems according 
to law as I did in my original budget. 

FOUR I have used the additional money from an increased 
growth rate to raise all of postsecondary education to near level fund¬ 
ing, compared to the actual dollars received this year. 

FIVE I have included a conditional appropriation in the amount 
of three million seven hundred twenty thousand dollars, a twenty-five 
percent increase to the local boards for the sole purpose of compensat¬ 
ing teachers and support personnel for any increase in their insurance 
premiums. 

There is one thing I do not like about this budget. You and I 
do not have the hard facts to know if appropriations for all of post¬ 
secondary education are based totally on a principle that meets the 
vital interests of student and taxpayer alike. 

A principal demanding maximum efficiency to include lowered 
administrative costs, competitive wages and fringe benefits, consoli¬ 
dation of programs, courses, and administrative overheads; and a 
thorough and provable operating knowledge of each institution with 
a concise set of priorities taking into full account the singular institu¬ 
tion and the institution as part of a statewide system; and, above all, 
a total commitment to using the lion’s share of our higher-education 
dollar for instruction in the classroom, the laboratory, and the shop. 

Until we restructure our system to make these principles working 
realities, students and taxpayers together will suffer the consequences. 
But that restructuring is subject for another special session. 

Tonight, I hope the stage is set for your rapid passage of the 
isolation reform measure and for the education budget.

Basic Appropriations) shall be signed by either the presiding officer 
of the House or Senate and transmitted to the other house until 
bills making the Basic Appropriations for the then ensuing Budget 
Period shall have been signed by the presiding officer of each House 
of the Legislature in accordance with Section 66 of this Constitution 
and presented to the Governor in accordance with Section 125 of this

Relating to the City of Fort Payne, DeKalb County, Alabama; providing further 
for additional compensation for certain enforcement of state laws to certain municipal 
police officers for hazardous duty pay; excluding certain police officers who perform 
administrative or ministerial functions; providing that such compensation be paid from 
the municipality in the same manner as other compensation is paid to police officers. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. In addition to the compensation now paid by the 
municipality of Fort Payne, DeKalb County, Alabama, to any person 
employed on a full-time basis as a law enforcement officer, the munici¬ 
pality shall pay $150 per month to such person for enforcement of 
state laws in performance of regular duty as hazardous duty pay. 
Such additional compensation shall be paid from the same municipal 
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fund, and in the same manner as other compensation is paid to police 
officers, to such persons deemed qualified for such compensation. Such 
compensation shall in no way affect or restrict the regular cost-of- 
living, merit or longevity salary adjustments to which such persons 
may be entitled. Provided, however, that such qualified persons shall 
include fulltime jailers. 

Section 2. No person who is in law enforcement and performs 
only ministerial or administrative functions, or who is not subject 
in his or her day-to-day duties to life-threatening nor potentially 
severely injurious situations, hazardous to health or life, shall be 
deemed qualified for the supplemental compensation of Section 1 of 
this Act. 

Section 3. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 4. The provisions of this Act are cumulative and shall 
not be construed to repeal or supersede any laws not directly inconsis¬ 
tent herewith. 

Section 5. The provisions of this Act shall become effective on 
the first day of the month immediately following its passage and 
approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To amend Act No. 81-229, 1981 Regular Session, entitled, “Relating to Sumter 
County, levying a fee on all hazardous and non hazardous waste stored, deposited or 
dumped at a disposal site presently known as Chemical Waste Management, Inc., 
near Emelle, Sumter County, Alabama; providing for the collection of said fee; pro¬ 
viding for the disbursement of said fee; providing for the organizing of the North 
Sumter County Development Authority; and providing penalties for violations,” so as 
to provide further for the fees and disbursement thereof on private enterprises which 
make a profit burying or storing hazardous waste. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Sections 2, 3, 4, 8 and 10 of Act No. 81-229, 1981 
Regular Session, are hereby amended to read as follows: 

“Section 2. Any person or party who stores, deposits or dumps 
any hazardous waste or nonhazardous waste at any private enterprise 
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which makes a profit burying or storing hazardous waste, shall pay 
two dollars ($2.00) per drum or five dollars ($5.00) per ton bulk 
weight. It is the intent of this law to cover only material that is 
buried or stored permanently at any site. It shall exclude any material 
which is incinerated, recycled, or processed for other use. 

“Section 3. When any private enterprise which makes a profit 
burying or storing hazardous waste accepts hazardous or nonhazard- 
ous waste, it shall collect the fee referred to in the preceding section. 
Any private enterprise which makes a profit burying or storing hazard¬ 
ous waste shall remit to the Sumter County General Fund, no later 
then the thirtieth day of the following month, the previous month's 
collections. 

“Section 4. The net revenue generated by such fees shall be dis¬ 
bursed by Sumter County no later than the fifteenth day of each 
month as follows: 

“(A) Five percent (5%) shall be remitted to the state treasurer 
for deposit in the State Hazardous Waste Management Fund. The 
principal and interest accruing in said fund shall be used exclusively 
for the responsibility of State of Alabama under Title 22, Section 
22-30-1 through Section 22-30-24, Code of Alabama 1975. 

(B) Five percent (5%) shall be remitted to the state treasurer 
for deposit in a special account. These funds and any accrued interest 
shall be used exclusively for the perpetual care responsibility of the 
State of Alabama under the Hazardous Waste Act of 1978. Revenue 
collected for this purpose in Sumter County, Alabama, shall be depos¬ 
ited in the various financial institutions in Sumter County, Alabama. 

“(C) The remaining funds shall remain in Sumter County, Ala¬ 
bama. The Sumter County Board of Commissioners shall disburse 
said funds as follows: 

“The first $295,000 shall be remitted to the Sumter County

Authority created pursuant to this bill; 13% to the Sumter County 
Industrial Development Board; 7% to the Sumter County Water 
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Authority; 5% to the Sumter County Health Department (this 5%

said department by the county commissioners); 2 % to Sumter County 
Day Care Centers. If any additional local taxes are raised for public 
education, this 2% will go to the county general fund; 1% to the Sumter 
County Fine Arts Council; 1% to the Sumter County Soil and Water 
Conservation District; 3% to the Sumter County Landfill; 8% to the 
City of Livingston; 8 % to the City of York; 2 % to the Town of Epes* 
2 % to the Town of Gainesville; 2 % to the Town of Cuba; 2 % to the 
Town of Geiger; 2 % to the Town of Emelle; 1 % to the Sumter County 
Rescue Squad; 20% to the Sumter County Board of Education, one 
quarter of which shall be used for teacher salary supplements. These 
supplements are to be added to the local salary schedule and paid 
in whatever manner the Board of Education so desires. If at any time 
there is any increase of local taxes for public education in Sumter 
County, this 20% shall be discontinued and disbursed as follows: 
Equally between the City of York, City of Livingston, Sumter County 
General Fund and North Sumter County Development Authority; 
4% to Livingston University General Fund to be divided equally for 
academic and athletic scholarships; 8% to the Sumter County General 
Fund of which 1% shall be earmarked for fire protection of forest 
ands, 2% to be earmarked for the implementation and personnel 
necessary for implementation for the automation of the county re¬ 
cords in the tax collector, tax assessor, and probate judge offices; 
and 5% to the Sumter County General Fund for the administrating 
of this Act. 

“Section 8. On the signature of the Governor, a copy of this bill 
shall be sent to any private enterprise located in Sumter County 
which makes a profit burying or storing hazardous waste, and the 
Sumter County Board of Commissioners. Any private enterprise lo¬ 
cated in Sumter County which makes a profit burying or storing 
hazardous waste shall, from the date of mailing, have thirty (30) days 
within which to notify its customers and begin collecting said fees. 

Section 10. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law. After the effective date of this Act, future amend¬ 
ments to the law must be made by general law.”

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The members of the county commission in Choctaw 
County shall each receive an additional expense allowance in such 
an amount as will make their total salary, compensation and expense 
allowances equal the salary paid to the circuit clerk. 

The expense allowance provided for in this Act shall increase or 
decrease according to the salary paid the circuit clerk of Choctaw 
County and shall be paid out of the general fund of Choctaw County.

AN ACT 

To authorize the governing body of Lee County, Alabama, to levy and collect 
special county privilege and license taxes, generally paralleling the state sales taxes 
provided for in Division 1 of Article 1 of Chapter 23 of Title 40 of the Code of Alabama 
1975, as amended, and special county excise taxes generally paralleling the state use 
taxes provided for in Article 2 of Chapter 23 of Title 40 of the Code of Alabama 1975, 
as amended; to specify the rates at which such taxes may be levied; to provide for the 
ascertainment, collection, payment, and distribution and use of the proceeds of the said 
taxes if levied by the said governing body, and for the enforcement of this act by the 
State Department of Revenue; to specify the maximum duration for which any such 
taxes may be levied; to prescribe penalties and fix punishment for violations of this act, 
and to provide for the expiration of those taxes levied and imposed under authority 
of Act No. 81-553 which is to be repealed concurrently with the effective date of any 
levy of taxes authorized in this act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Definitions. The following words, terms and 
phrases as used in this Act shall have the following respective mean¬ 
ings except where the context clearly indicates a different meaning. 
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“Commissioner” means the Commissioner of Revenue of the State. 

“County” means Lee County in the State of Alabama. 

“Courthouse Complex” means those buildings and structures 
comprising the County courthouse in Opelika, Alabama, as said build¬ 
ings and structures may from time to time exist. 

Courthouse Improvements” means improvements, repairs and 
renovations to the Courthouse Complex. 

“Fiscal Year” means the period commencing on October 1 of each 
calendar year and ending on September 30 of the next succeeding 
calendar year. 

Justice Center means a new building or structure (or group 
thereof) designed for use by the County and its agencies as a jail, 
criminal justice center and place for holding court, or any thereof, 
with appurtenant office and other ancillary facilities. 

“Month” means a calendar month. 

Public Building Securities” means an issue of bonds, warrants 
or other securities hereafter issued by the County, or any agency or 
instrumentality of the County (such as a county public building 
authority), for the purpose of financing all or a portion of (a) the costs 
of acquiring, constructing and equipping a Justice Center (including 
land acquisition costs), or (b) the costs of making Courthouse Im¬ 
provements, or (c) both the costs referred to in the preceding clause 
(a) and those referred to in the preceding clause (b). 

Quarterly Period” means the period of three months ending on 
the last day of each March, June, September and December. 

“Registered Seller” means the person registered with the State 
Department of Revenue pursuant to the State Use Tax Statutes or 
licensed under the State Sales Tax Statutes. 

“State” means the State of Alabama. 

“State Department of Revenue” means the Department of Rev¬ 
enue of the State. 

“State Sales Tax” means the tax or taxes imposed by the State 
Sales Tax Statutes. 

“State Sales Tax Statutes” means Division 1 of Article 1 of 
Chapter 23 of Title 40 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, in¬ 
cluding all other statutes of the State which expressly set forth any 
exemptions from the computation of the taxes levied in said Division 
1 and all other statutes which expressly apply to, or purport to affect, 
the administration of said Division 1 and the incidence and collection 
of the taxes imposed therein.

“State Use Tax” means the tax or taxes imposed by the State 
Use Tax Statutes. 

“State Use Tax Statutes” means Article 2 of Chapter 23 of Title 
40 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, including all other 
statutes of the State which expressly set forth any exemptions from 
the computation of the tax levied in said Article 2 and all other stat¬ 
utes of the State which expressly apply to, or purport to affect, the 
administration of said Article 2 and the incidence and collection of the 
taxes imposed therein. 

Except where another meaning is clearly indicated by the context, 
all definitions set forth in the State Sales Tax Statutes and the State 
Use Tax Statutes shall be effective as definitions of the words, terms 
and phrases used in this Act. All words, terms and phrases used herein, 
other than those hereinabove specifically defined, shall have the re¬ 
spective meanings ascribed to them in the State Sales Tax Statutes 
and the State Use Tax Statutes and shall have the same scope and 
effect that the same words, terms and phrases have where used in the 
State Sales Tax Statutes and the State Use Tax Statutes. 

Section 2. Authorization of Levy of Sales Tax. The governing 
body of the County is hereby authorized to levy and impose in the 
County, in addition to all other taxes of every kind now imposed by 
law, and to collect as herein provided, a privilege or license tax on 
account of the business activities and in the amount to be determined 
by the application of rates against gross sales or gross receipts, as the 
case may be, as follows: 

(a) upon every person, firm or corporation (including the State 
of Alabama, the University of Alabama, Auburn University and all 
other institutions of higher learning in the state, whether such institu¬ 
tions be denominational, state, county or municipal institutions, any 
association or other agency or instrumentality of such institutions) 
engaged or continuing within the County in the business of selling 
at retail any tangible personal property whatsoever, including mer¬ 
chandise and commodities of every kind and character (not including, 
however, bonds or other evidences of debts or stocks, nor sales of 
materials and supplies to any person for use in fulfilling a contract 
for the painting, repair or reconditioning of vessels, barges, ships and 
other watercraft of over 50 tons burden) an amount not exceeding 
one percent of the gross proceeds of sales of the business, except where 
a different amount is expressly provided herein; provided, however, 
that any person engaging or continuing in business as a retailer and 
wholesaler or jobber shall pay the tax required on the gross proceeds 
of retail sales of such business at the rates specified when his books 
are kept so as to show separately the gross proceeds of sales of each 
business, and when his books are not so kept he shall pay the tax 
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as a retailer, on the gross sales of the business; and provided further, 
that where any used part of an automotive vehicle, or a truck trailer, 
semitrailer or house trailer is taken in trade, or in a series of trades, 
as a credit or part payment on the sale of a new or rebuilt part, the 
tax authorized to be levied herein shall be paid on the net difference, 
that is, the price of the new or used part sold less the credit for the 
used part taken in trade, provided, however, that this provision shall 
not be construed to include tires or batteries; 

(b) upon every person, firm or corporation engaged or continu¬ 
ing within the County in the business of conducting or operating 
places of amusement or entertainment, billiard and pool rooms, bowl¬ 
ing alleys, amusement devices, musical devices, theaters, opera houses, 
moving picture shows, vaudevilles, amusement parks, athletic con- 
tests, including wrestling matches, prize fights, boxing and wrestling 
exhibitions, football and baseball games (including athletic contests 
conducted by or under the auspices of any educational institution 
within this state, or any athletic association thereof, or other associa¬ 
tion whether such institution or association be denominational, a 
state, county, or a municipal institution or association or a state, 
county or city school, or other institution, association, or school), 
s ating rinks, race tracks, golf courses, or any other place at which any 
exhibition, display, amusement, or entertainment is offered to the 
public or place or places where an admission fee is charged, including 
public bathing places, public dance halls of every kind and description 
within the County, an amount not exceeding one percent of the gross 
receipts of any such business; 

(c) upon every person, firm or corporation engaged or continuing 
within the County in the business of selling at retail machines used 
in mining, quarrying, compounding, processing and manufacturing of 
tangible personal property an amount not exceeding three-eighths of 
0I \ e P ercent of the gross proceeds of the sale of such machines; pro- 
vided that the term “machines” as herein used shall include machinery 
which is used for mining, quarrying, compounding, processing or man¬ 
ufacturing tangible personal property and the parts of such machines, 
attachments and replacements therefor, which are made or manu¬ 
factured for use on or in the operation of such machines and which 
are necessary to the operation of such machines and are customarily 
so used; 

(d) upon every person, firm or corporation engaged or contin¬ 
uing within the County in the business of selling at retail any auto¬ 
motive vehicle, truck trailer, semitrailer, or house trailer, an amount 
not exceeding three-eighths of one percent of the gross proceeds of 
sale of said automotive vehicle, truck trailer, semitrailer, or house 
trailer; provided, however, where a person subject to the tax provided 
tor in this subsection withdraws from his stock in trade any automo- 
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tive vehicle or truck trailer, semitrailer, or house trailer for use by 
him or by his employee or agent in the operation of such business, 
there shall be paid, in lieu of the tax authorized to be levied herein, 
a fee of one dollar twenty five cents ($1.25) per year or part thereof 
during which such automotive vehicle, truck trailer, semitrailer, or 
house trailer shall remain the property of such person, provided that 
each year or part thereof shall be deemed to begin with the day or 
anniversary date, as the case may be, of such withdrawal and shall 
run for the twelve suceeding months or part thereof during which 
such automotive vehicle, truck trailer, semitrailer, or house trailer 
shall remain the property of such person; and provided further, that 
where any used automotive vehicle, truck trailer, semitrailer, or house 
trailer is taken in trade, or in a series of trades, as a credit or part 
payment on the sale of a new or used vehicle, the tax authorized 
to be levied herein shall be paid on the net difference, that is, the price 
of the new or used vehicle sold less the credit for the used vehicle 
taken in trade; and 

(e) upon every person, firm or corporation engaged or continuing 
within the County in the business of selling, through coin-operated 
dispensing machines, food and food products for human consumption, 
not including beverages other than coffee, milk, milk products and 
substitutes therefor, an amount not exceeding one percent of the cost 
of such food, food products and beverages sold through such machines, 
which cost for the purpose of this subsection (e) shall be the gross 
proceeds of sales of such business; and 

(f) upon every person, firm or corporation engaged or continuing 
within the County in the business of selling at retail any machine, 
machinery or equipment which is used in planting, cultivating and 
harvesting farm products, or used in connection with the production of 
agricultural produce or products, livestock or poultry of farms, and the 
parts of such machines, machinery or equipment, attachments and 
replacements therefor which are made or manufactured for use on or 
in the operation of such machine, machinery or equipment, and which 
are necessary to and customarily used in the operation of such ma¬ 
chine, machinery or equipment, an amount not exceeding three-eights 
of one percent of the gross proceeds of the sale thereof; provided, 
that the three-eights of one percent rate herein prescribed with respect 
to parts, attachments and replacements shall not apply to any auto¬ 
motive vehicle or trailer designed primarily for public highway use, 
except farm trailers used primarily in the production and harvesting 
of agricultural commodities; and provided further, that where any 
used machine, machinery or equipment which is used in planting, 
cultivating and harvesting farm products, or used in connection with 
the production of agricultural produce or products, livestock and 
poultry on farms is taken in trade or in a series of trades as a credit 
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or part payment on a sale of a new or used machine, machinery or 
equipment, the tax herein authorized to be levied shall be paid on the 
net difference, that is, the price of the new or used machine, machinery 
or equipment sold, less the credit for the used machine, machinery 
or equipment taken in trade. 

There are exempted, however, from the provisions of this section 
and trom the computation of the amount of the taxes authorized to 
be imposed m this section, the gross receipts of any business and the 
gross proceeds of all sales which are presently exempted under the 
btate bales Tax Statutes from the computation of the amount of 
the State Sales Tax. 

Section 3. Authorization of Levy of Use Tax. The governing 
body of the County is hereby authorized to levy and impose excise 
taxes on the storage, use or other consumption of property in the 
County as hereinafter provided in this section: 

(a) an excise tax is hereby authorized to be levied and imposed 
on the storage, use or other consumption in the County of tangible 
personal property (not including, however, materials and supplies 
bought for use in fulfilling a contract for the painting, repairing or 
reconditioning of vessels, barges, ships and other watercraft of more 
than 50 tons burden) purchased at retail on or after the effective date 
or such tax, for the storage, use or other consumption in the County 
on or after the effective date of such tax, at the rate of not exceeding 
one percent of the sales price of such property, except as provided in 
subsections (b), (c), (d), and (e) of this section; 

(b) an excise tax is hereby authorized to be levied and imposed 
on the storage, use or other consumption in the County of any 
machines used in mining, quarrying, compounding, processing and 
manufacturing of tangible personal property purchased at retail on 
or after the effective date of such tax for storage, use or other consump¬ 
tion in the County, at the rate of not exceeding three-eighths of one 
percent of the sales price of any such machine; provided, that the term 

machine, as used herein, shall include machinery which is used for 
mining, quarrying, compounding, processing or manufacturing tangi¬ 
ble personal property and the parts of such machines, attachments 
and replacements therefor, which are made or manufactured for use 
on or in the operation of such machines and which are necessary 
to the operation of such machines and are customarily so used; 

(c) an excise tax is hereby authorized to be levied and imposed 
on the storage, use or other consumption in the County of any auto¬ 
motive vehicle, or truck trailer, semitrailer or house trailer purchased 
at retail on or after the effective date of such tax for storage, use or 
other consumption in the County at the rate of not exceeding three- 
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eighths of one percent of the sales price of such automotive vehicle, 
truck trailer, semitrailer or house trailer; provided, that where any 
used automotive vehicle, or truck trailer, semitrailer or house trailer 
is taken in trade, or in a series of trades, as a credit or part payment 
on the sale of a new or used vehicle, the tax herein authorized to 
be levied shall be paid on the net difference, that is, the price of the 
new or used vehicle sold less the credit for the used vehicle taken in 
trade; 

(d) an excise tax is hereby authorized to be levied and imposed 
on the classes of tangible personal property, and at not exceeding the 
rate authorized to be imposed on such classes, specified in subsections 
(a), (b) and (c) of this section, on the storage, use or other consumption 
in the performance of a contract in the County of any such tangible 
personal property, new or used, the tax to be measured by the sales 
price or the fair and reasonable market value of such tangible personal 
property when put into use in the County, whichever is less; provided, 
however, the tax authorized to be imposed by this subsection shall 
not apply where the taxes imposed by subsections (a), (b), and (c) of 
this section apply; and 

(e) an excise tax is hereby authorized to be levied and imposed 
on the storage, use or other consumption in the County of any 
machine, machinery or equipment which is used in planting, cultiva¬ 
ting and harvesting farm products, or used in connection with the pro¬ 
duction of agricultural produce or products, livestock or poultry on 
farms, and the parts of such machines, machinery or equipment, at¬ 
tachments and replacements therefor which are made or manufac¬ 
tured for use on or in the operation of such machine, machinery or 
equipment, and which are necessary to and customarily used in the 
operation of such machine, machinery or equipment, which is pur¬ 
chased at retail on or after the effective date of such tax, for storage, 
use or other consumption in the County, at the rate of not exceeding 
three-eighths of one percent of the sales price of such property, regard¬ 
less of whether the retailer is or is not engaged in business in the 
County; provided, that the three-eighths of one percent rate 
prescribed with respect to parts, attachments and replacements shall 
not apply to any automotive vehicle or trailer designed primarily 
for public highway use except farm trailers used primarily in the pro¬ 
duction and harvesting of agricultural commodities. 

There are exempted from the provisions of this section, and from 
the taxes authorized to be imposed by this section, the storage, use 
or other consumption of property the storage, use or other consump¬ 
tion of which is presently exempted under the State Use Tax Statutes 
from the State Use Tax. Subject to those exemptions, every person 
storing or using or otherwise consuming in the County tangible per- 
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sonal property purchased at retail on or after the effective date of such 
taxes shall be liable for the taxes authorized to be imposed by this 
section, and the liability shall not be extinguished until the tax has 
been paid by such person; provided however, that a receipt from the 
Registered Seller given pursuant to Section 6 of this Act to the pur- 
chaser of any property to be used, stored or consumed in the County 
shall be sufficient to relieve the purchaser from further liability for 
a tax to which such receipt may refer. 

Section 4. Payment of Taxes Herein Levied; Report by Tax¬ 
payers. The sales taxes authorized to be levied in Section 2 hereof 
shall be due and payable in monthly installments on or before the 
twentieth day of the month next succeeding the month in which 
the tax accrues; and the use taxes authorized to be levied in Section 
3 hereof shall be due and payable quarterly on or before the twentieth 
day of the month next succeeding each quarterly period during which 
the storage, use or other consumption of the tangible personal pro¬ 
perty became taxable hereunder, each such quarterly period to end 
on the last day of each of the months of March, June, September, 
and December. The sales taxes authorized to be levied in Section 2 
of this act shall be paid to and collected by the State Department of 
Revenue at the same time as and along with the payment and collec¬ 
tion of the state sales tax; and the use taxes authorized to be levied 
in Section 3 of this act shall be paid to and collected by the State 
Department of Revenue at the same time as and along with the pay¬ 
ment and collection of the state use tax. On or prior to the due dates 
of the taxes herein authorized to be levied, each person subject to such 
taxes shall file with the State Department of Revenue a report or 
return in such form as may be prescribed by the said Department, 
setting forth, with respect to all sales and business that are required 
to be used as a measure of the sales taxes herein authorized to be 
levied, a correct statement of the gross proceeds of all such taxes 
and the gross receipts of all such business, and setting forth, with 
respect to the use taxes authorized to be levied herein, the total sales 
price of all property, the use, storage or other consumption of which 
ecame subject to the said taxes during the then preceding quarterly 
period. Such report shall include all such other items of information 
pertinent to the said taxes and the amount thereof as the State 
Department of Revenue may require. Any person subject to the sales 
taxes authorized to be levied herein may defer reporting credit sales 
until after their collection, and in the event he so defers reporting 
them, he shall thereafter include in each monthly report all credit 
collections made during the month preceding and shall pay the taxes 
due thereon at the time of filing such report. All reports or returns filed 
with the State Department of Revenue under this section shall be 
available for inspection by the governing body of the County or its 
designated agent at reasonable times during business hours. 
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Section 5. Sales Tax to be Added to Sales Price or Admission 
Fee. Each person engaging or continuing within the County in a 
business subject to the sale taxes authorized to be levied in Section 2 
hereof shall add to the sales price or admission fee and collect from the 
purchaser or the person paying the admission fee the amount due 
by the taxpayer on account of said taxes. It shall be unlawful for any 
person subject to the sales taxes authorized to be levied in the said 
Section to fail or refuse to add to the sales price or admission fee 
and to collect from the purchaser or the person paying the admission 
fee the amount herein required to be so added to the sales price or 
admission fee and collected from the purchaser, and it shall likewise 
be unlawful for any person subject to said taxes to refund or offer 
to refund all or any part of the amount so collected or to absorb or 
advertise directly or indirectly the absorption or refund of said taxes 
or any portion thereof. 

Section 6. Special Provisions Respecting Payment of Use Tax; 
Receipts and Returns by Registered Sellers. Every registered seller 
making sales of tangible personal property for storage, use or other 
consumption in the County (which storage, use or other consumption 
is not exempted from the use taxes herein authorized to be levied) 
shall at the time of making such sale, or if the storage, use or other 
consumption of such tangible personal property in the County is not 
then subject to the taxes herein authorized to be levied; at the time 
such storage, use or other consumption becomes subject to the taxes 
herein authorized to be levied, collect the tax from the purchaser, and 
shall give to the purchaser a receipt therefor in the manner and form 
prescribed by the State Department of Revenue. On the twentieth 
day of the month next succeeding each quarterly period, each regis¬ 
tered seller shall file with the State Department of Revenue a return 
for the then preceding quarterly period in such form as may be pre¬ 
scribed by the State Department of Revenue showing the total sales 
price of the tangible personal property sold by such registered seller, 
the storage, use or other consumption of which became subject to the 
use taxes herein authorized to be imposed, during the then preceding 
quarterly period; and each return shall be accompanied by a remit¬ 
tance of the amount of the use taxes required to be collected by such 
registered seller during the period covered by the return; provided 
that any registered seller may defer collecting the taxes with respect 
to credit sales until collection of the proceeds of such sales and may 
defer reporting credit sales until after their collection, but shall there¬ 
after collect the said taxes along with collection of said credit sales, 
shall include in each quarterly report all credit collections made 
during the preceding quarterly period and shall remit the taxes with 
respect thereto at the time of filing such report or return. Any person 
who has paid to a registered seller the tax with respect to the use, 
storage or other consumption of tangible personal property in the 
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County need not file a report or make any further payment of the said 
tax, but each person who purchases tangible personal property the 
storage, use or other consumption of which is subject to the use taxes 
authorized to be imposed herein, and who has not paid the said use 
taxes due with respect thereto to a registered seller, shall report 
and pay said use taxes as required by Section 4 hereof. It shall be 
unlawful for any registered seller to fail or refuse to add to the sales 
price and to collect from the purchaser the amount of the use taxes 
authorized to be imposed herein or to refund or offer to refund or 
absorb, or to advertise directly or indirectly, the absorption of said 
use taxes or any portion thereof. 

Section 7. Enforcement of This Act; Civil Suit; Taxes a Lien. 
The taxes authorized to be imposed by this Act shall constitute a debt 
due the County and may be collected by civil suit, in addition to all 
other methods provided by law and in this Act. The said taxes, 
together with interest and penalties with respect thereto, shall consti¬ 
tute and be secured by a lien upon the property of any person from 
whom said taxes are due or who is required to collect said taxes. All 
the provisions of the revenue laws of the State which apply to the 
enforcement of liens for license taxes due the State shall apply fully 
to the collection of the taxes herein authorized to be levied, and the 
State Department of Revenue, for the use and benefit of the County, 
shall collect such taxes and enforce this Act and shall have and exer¬ 
cise for such collection and enforcement all rights and remedies that 
the State Department of Revenue has for collection of the state sales 
tax and the state use tax. The State Department of Revenue shall 
have full authority to employ such special counsel as it deems neces¬ 
sary from time to time to enforce collection of the taxes authorized 
to be levied by this Act and otherwise to enforce the provisions of this 
Act, including the institution, prosecution and defense of any litiga¬ 
tion involving this Act; and the said Department shall pay such 
special counsel such fees as it deems necessary and proper from the 
proceeds of the taxes collected by it hereunder. 

Section 8 . Applicability of State Sales and Use Tax Statutes. 
All provisions of the State Sales Tax Statutes with respect to pay¬ 
ment, assessment and collection of the state sales tax, making of 
monthly reports and keeping and preserving records with respect 
thereto, interest after the due date of said tax, penalties for failure 
to pay the said tax, make reports or otherwise comply with the State 
Sales Tax Statutes, the promulgation of rules and regulations with 
respect to the state sales tax, and the administration and enforcement 
of the State Sales Tax Statutes, which are not inconsistent with the 
provisions of this Act, when applied to the sales taxes authorized to 
be levied in Section 2 hereof, shall apply to the sales taxes authorized 
to be levied in the said Section 2; and all provisions of the State Use 
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Tax Statutes with respect to payment, assessment and collection of 
the state use tax, making quarterly reports and keeping and preserving 
records with respect thereto, interest after the due date of the state 
use tax, penalties for failure to pay said tax, make reports or otherwise 
to comply with the State Use Tax Statutes, the promulgation of rules 
and regulations with respect to the state use tax and the administra¬ 
tion and enforcement of the State Use Tax Statutes, which are not 
inconsistent with the provisions of this Act, when applied to the use 
taxes authorized to be levied in Section 3 hereof, shall apply to the use 
taxes authorized to be levied in the said Section 3. The Commissioner 
and the State Department of Revenue shall have and exercise the 
same powers, duties and obligations, with respect to the taxes herein 
authorized to be levied, that are imposed on the Commissioner and the 
said Department by the State Sales Tax Statutes and the State Use 
Tax Statutes. All provisions of the State Sales Tax Statutes and the 
State Use Tax Statutes that are made applicable by this Act to the 
taxes herein authorized to be levied and to the administration of this 
Act are incorporated herein by reference and made a part hereof as 
if fully set forth herein. 

Section 9. Charge of State Department of Revenue; Its Dis¬ 
position of Tax Proceeds. The State Department of Revenue shall 
charge the County, for collecting the taxes authorized to be levied 
herein, the costs of the said Department in collecting the said taxes; 
provided such charge shall not, in any event, exceed ten percent of 
the total amount of the taxes collected hereunder. Such charge for 
collecting the said taxes for the County may be deducted each month 
from the tax proceeds collected before the amount of the said proceeds 
due the County for that month is certified as provided in this section. 
The Commissioner shall pay into the state treasury all taxes collected 
under this Act, as such taxes are received by the State Department 
of Revenue; and on or before the first day of each successive month 
(commencing with the month next succeeding the month in which the 
said Department makes the first collection of any of the taxes autho¬ 
rized to be levied hereunder) the Commissioner shall certify to the 
State Comptroller the amount of taxes collected under the provisions 
of this Act and paid by him into the state treasury for the benefit of 
the County during the month immediately preceding the making of 
such certificate; provided, however, that before certifying the amount 
of the taxes paid into the state treasury for the benefit of the County 
during each month, the Commissioner may deduct from the taxes 
collected hereunder in said month the charges due the said Depart¬ 
ment for collection of the said taxes. It shall be the duty of the State 
Comptroller to issue his warrant each month, payable to the County, 
in an amount equal to the amount so certified by the Commissioner 
as having been collected for the use of the County. 
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Section 10. Use of Proceeds. The entire proceeds derived by 
the County from the taxes herein authorized to be levied (including 
any income derived from the investment of such proceeds) shall, 
subject to the provisions of Section 11 of this Act, be applied and used 
as follows: 

(a) if no Public Building Securities have been issued and are 
then outstanding and if the acquisition, construction and equipment 
of the Courthouse Improvements and the Justice Center have not 
been completed, the entire proceeds shall be used for the purpose of 
paying costs of acquiring, constructing and equipping the Courthouse 
Improvements or a Justice Center (including land acquisition costs), 
or both, or accumulated for subsequent use therefor; 

(b) if no Public Building Securities have been issued and are 
then outstanding and if the acquisition, construction and equipment 
of the Courthouse Improvements and the Justice Center have been 
completed but the costs thereof have not been fully paid, the entire 
proceeds shall be used for the purpose of paying such costs; 

(c) if any Public Building Securities have been issued and are 
then outstanding but if the acquisition, construction and equipment 
of the Courthouse Improvements and the Justice Center have not 
been completed, the entire proceeds shall be used for payment of the 
principal of and the interest (and premium, if any) on such Public 
Building Securities (or, if such Public Building Securities were not 
issued by the County but rather by an agency or instrumentality of 
the County and are payable from revenues to be derived by such 
agency or instrumentality from the leasing of the Courthouse Com¬ 
plex or the Justice Center, or both, to the County, for payment of 
any rentals that may become due to such agency or instrumentality 
by the County); 

(d) if any Public Building Securities have been issued and are 
then outstanding and if the acquisition, construction and equipment 
of the Courthouse Improvements and the Justice Center have been 
completed, eighty percent (80%) of the said proceeds shall be used for 
payment of the principal of and the interest (and premium, if any) 
on the Public Building Securities (or, if such Public Building Securi¬ 
ties were not issued by the County but rather by an agency or instru¬ 
mentality of the County and are payable from revenues to be derived 
by such agency or instrumentality from the leasing of the Courthouse 
Complex or the Justice Center, or both, to the County, for payment 
of any rentals that may become due to such agency or instrumentality 
by the County), and the remaining twenty percent (20%) of said pro¬ 
ceeds shall be used for payment of the costs of operating and main¬ 
taining the Justice Center; and 
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(e) if any Public Building Securities have been issued but none 
thereof are then outstanding and unpaid, the entire proceeds shall be 
used for payment of the costs of operating and maintaining the Justice 
Center. 

If at any time the County is required by the provisions of this 
Section 10 to use all or a specified portion of the proceeds from the 
taxes herein authorized to be levied for the payment of debt service 
on Public Building Securities (including rentals related thereto) and 
if at such time the County has paid or made full provision for the 
payment of all debt service maturing during the then current fiscal 
year with respect to the Public Building Securities (including rentals 
related thereto), the County shall apply all or such specified portion 
of such tax proceeds received during the remainder of such fiscal year 
to prepayment of such Public Building Securities (including any ren¬ 
tals required therefor), it being the intention of this Act to provide 
for the retirement of such Public Building Securities as promptly 
as practicable. 

Section 11. Effective Date and Duration of Levy of Taxes. If 
the governing body of the County elects to levy or impose any of the 
taxes herein authorized to be levied and imposed, it shall specify, as 
the effective date of such levy, the first day of any calendar month 
following such levy; provided that such governing body may not levy 
or impose any such taxes unless the effective date of such levy is 
at least thirty (30) calendar days after the date of such levy. The 
maximum duration of the levy of any of the taxes herein authorized 
to be levied and imposed shall not be beyond July 31, 1987, subject 
to earlier termination as follows: 

(1) if any Public Building Securities are hereafter issued, none 
of such taxes may be levied after the expiration of the sixth calendar 
month next following the month during which the last of such securi¬ 
ties are paid and retired; or 

(2) if no Public Building Securities are hereafter issued and the 
governing body of the County instead elects to pay all the costs of 
the Courthouse Improvements and the Justice Center by accumula¬ 
ting moneys therefor, none of such taxes may be levied after (i) the 
last day of the calendar month during which moneys sufficient there¬ 
for have been accumulated, or (ii) the last day of the calendar month 
during which the last of such costs are paid, whichever of the foregoing 
(i) or (ii) occurs first. 

Any proceeds from the taxes herein authorized that are on hand 
at the time of the termination of the levy (or that are thereafter 
received) and that are not needed for payment of debt service on any 
Public Building Securities shall be used to pay the costs of operating 
and maintaining the Justice Center. 
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Nothing herein contained shall prohibit the governing body of the 
County, subject to constitutional limitations on the impairment of 
contracts, from reducing, at any time after the levy of any of the 
taxes herein authorized, the rate at which any of such taxes is levied 
or from ceasing to levy or impose any of such taxes. 

Section 12. Severability Clause. The provisions of this Act 
are severable. If any part of this Act is held invalid or unenforceable by 
a court of competent jurisdiction, such holding shall not invalidate 
or render unenforceable the remaining parts hereof. 

Section 13. If the governing body of the County elects to levy 
and impose any of the taxes herein authorized to be levied and im¬ 
posed, Act 81-553 will be repealed and the taxes levied and imposed 
under authority of Act 81-553 will expire upon the effective date of 
the levy authorized herein. 

Section 14. Effective Date of Act. This Act shall become 
effective upon its passage and approval by the Governor or upon its 
otherwise becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To authorize the Covington County governing body to provide protection against 
forest fires within the county and to assess the whole or a part of the cost thereof, 
within a prescribed limit, against forest lands in the county; to prescribe the procedure 
for levying and collecting such assessments; and to provide certain exceptions thereto. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . The county governing body of Covington County 
is authorized, when the need exists, to provide protection against 
forest fires in Covington County by participating in the Alabama 
Forestry Commission’s fire protection program in the manner herein¬ 
after specified. 

Section 2. After the Covington County governing body has 
determined that such a need exists in Covington County, the said 
county governing body may, in the manner hereinafter specified, pro¬ 
vide for a financial charge or tax to be paid by the owners of forest 
lands located in Covington County for the use of the land for timber 
growing purposes amounting to the whole or any part of the cost of 
such fire protection program, but not in excess of ten cents per acre, 
provided such financial charge or tax is not greater than the benefit 
accruing to such forest lands due to availability of such fire protection. 
“Forest lands” as used in this Act, shall mean any land which accord- 
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ing to the latest re-appraisal is appraised as timberland for Ad Va¬ 
lorem tax purposes. 

The finance charge or tax fixed as provided in the above section 
shall be payable at the same time and in the same manner as county 
taxes. Financial charges or taxes levied shall constitute a lien on the 
property against which they are charged or taxed in case of default 
in the payment of such financial charge or tax. 

Section 3. The tax herein imposed shall be due and payable 
to the Tax Collector of Covington County, and shall, when collected, 
be deposited to the Covington County Forestry Fund. All monies 
collected in accordance with this Act shall be spent in participating 
in the Alabama Forestry Commission’s forest protection program in 
Covington County. The tax shall attach to the property on October 
1,1981, and be payable to the Tax Collector on October 1,1982. 

Section 4. The county governing body of Covington County 
is authorized to remove such financial charge or tax after said county 
governing body has determined that the financial charge or tax is no 
longer needed. The county governing body shall hold public hearings 
to determine whether or not the financial charge or tax is still needed. 

Section 5. All persons 65 years of age or older or disabled shall 
be exempt from any tax or charge levied by the provisions of this Act, 
up to a maximum of 100 acres. Such person shall furnish proof of 
age or disability as prescribed by the county tax assessor. 

Section 6. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are hereby repealed.

AN ACT 


To authorize the Elmore County Commission to provide protection against forest 
fires within the county and to assess the whole or a part of the cost thereof, within 
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a prescribed limit, against forest lands in the county; and to prescribe the procedure 
for levying and collecting such assessments. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . The County Commission of Elmore County is 
authorized, when the need exists, to provide protection against forest 
fires in Elmore County by participating in the Alabama Forestry 
Commission’s fire protection program in the manner hereinafter spec¬ 
ified. 

Section 2. (a) After the Elmore County Commission has de¬ 

termined that such a need does exist in Elmore County, the County 
Commission may, in the manner hereinafter specified, provide for a 
financial charge or tax to be paid by the owners of forest lands located 
in Elmore County for the use of the land for timber growing purposes 
amounting to the whole or any part of the cost of such fire protection 
program, but not in excess of ten cents per acre, provided such finan¬ 
cial charge or tax is not greater than the benefit accruing to such 
forest lands due to availability of such fire protection. 

(b) “Forest lands” as used in this Act, shall mean any land 
which supports a forest growth, or which under prevailing natural and 
economic conditions may be expected to support such a growth in 
the future, or which is being used or reserved for any purpose. “Forest 
lands” as used in this Act, shall not include any lands primarily used 
for residential purposes nor shall it include any publicly owned lands. 

(c) The finance charge or tax fixed as provided in the above 
section shall be payable at the same time and in the same manner 
as county taxes, and the owners of the “Forest lands,” as herein de¬ 
fined, shall make report of the same to the Tax Assessor of Elmore 
County, Alabama, at the time fixed by law for making return of the 
property of such property owned. Financial charges or taxes levied 
shall constitute a lien on the property against which they are charged 
or taxed in case of default in the payment of such financial charge 
or tax. 

"Section 3. The County governing body of Elmore County is 
authorized to appoint agents and delegate authority to individuals 
to search out forest lands in Elmore County, to determine the area 
and owners thereof, and report the same to the Tax Assessor of

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bank located in Autauga County into a fund known and designated 
as the sheriffs fund. Such fund shall be drawn upon by the sheriff 
and used exclusively for purposes of law enforcement and in the dis¬ 
charge of the sheriffs office as he see fit.”

The tax assessor of Lowndes County may appoint 
two full-time clerks and the tax collector of such county may appoint 
one full-time clerk, such clerks to serve under the direction and at 
the pleasure of the tax assessor and tax collector, respectively. The 
Lowndes County Commission may appoint one additional full-time 
clerk for each the tax assessor and tax collector. The commission shall 
fix the salaries of any clerk, appointed by the tax assessor, tax collector 
or appointed by the commission at an amount not to exceed $600 per 
month. Such salaries shall be paid from the general fund of the county 
and shall be paid either according to an hourly rate or a monthly 
rate within the discretion of such county commission.”

HOUSE JOINT RESOLUTION 

EXPRESSING THE CONCERNS OF THE LEGISLATURE 
OVER THE RELEASE OF PRISONERS INTO SOCIETY. 

WHEREAS, the Citizens of Alabama are concerned about the 
deterioration of the moral standards of our society; and 

WHEREAS, the Citizens of Alabama are concerned about rising 
crime; and 

WHEREAS, the citizens of Alabama are interested in the protec¬ 
tion of each human life and property; and 

WHEREAS, the Citizens of Alabama are hopeful we can main¬ 
tain a peaceful and safe society for ourselves, our children and our 
children’s children; and 

WHEREAS, the Citizens of Alabama are God-fearing, hard¬ 
working and productive members of these great United States of 
America; and 

WHEREAS, the Citizens of Alabama are carrying a heavy tax 
burden to support the prison system of this state; and 

WHEREAS, the Citizens of Alabama and the Governor are 
making good faith efforts to improve the conditions of our prisons; 
and 

WHEREAS, the Citizens of Alabama agree that it may be cruel 
and unusual punishment to keep human beings in an unsanitary, 
crowded prison; and 

WHEREAS, we believe it is even more cruel and unusual punish¬ 
ment to society and our citizens to release criminals upon this society 
and its good citizens; and 

WHEREAS, we believe the Constitution addresses the aspect of 
cruel and unusual punishment of society in general as well as that 
of the criminal; now therefore 

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE ALABAMA LEGISLATURE, 
BOTH HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That U.S. District 
Judge Robert Varner be requested not to release any more prisoners 
from Alabama prisons into the public sector when they have commit¬ 
ted all types of crime and should serve their entire prison sentence. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That the Governor of Alabama 
negotiate a plan with the Federal Courts which would prevent any 
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further release of prisoners until the state can provide better facilities 
for those who are incarcerated.

hearings. 

The committee shall serve without pay. The committee shall have 
the full subpoena powers of a committee of the legislature. 

All agencies of state government shall give the committee their 
full cooperation and the South Central Bell Telephone System is 
respectfully requested to furnish any expert advice and technical as¬ 
sistance to the committee that the committee may deem necessary. 

The Clerk of the House shall furnish such clerical assistance as 
the committee shall require.

AN ACT 

Proposing an amendment to the Constitution of Alabama relating to the prohibition 
of legal action by employees covered under workmen’s compensation laws against 
co-employees; and defining co-employees. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . The following legislative history of this act is pro¬ 
vided: 

By the decision of the Alabama Supreme Court, in the case of 
Grantham V. Denke and other cases, the Alabama Supreme Court, 
permitted personal injury actions against fellow employees or co¬ 
employees for personal injury arising out of and in the course of em¬ 
ployment. It is the purpose of this bill to overrule those decisions and 
to forbid further and future actions by employees or their personal 
representatives or dependents against co-employees. 

Section 2. The following amendment to the Constitution of 
Alabama is proposed, and shall become valid as a part of the Consti¬ 
tution when approved by a majority of the qualified electors voting 
thereon and upon proclamation of the Governor: 

PROPOSED AMENDMENT 

Legal action by an employee or an employee’s representative or 
dependent covered under the Workmen’s Compensation Laws of this 
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state against a co-employee of the same employer for personal injury, 
disease or death arising out of and in the course of employment is 
prohibited. A co-employee is defined to include an officer, director, 
agent, servant, employee of the same employer, the personal repre¬ 
sentative of such person, the union or union agent representing such 
diseased, injured or killed person, any workmen's compensation insur¬ 
ance carrier of the employer, any self-insured workmen's compensa¬ 
tion fund, and any officer, director, agent, servant or employee of such 
carrier or self-insured workmen's compensation fund, and in addition 
a person or persons making safety inspections for the benefit of the 
employer or its employees. 

Section 3. An election upon this proposed amendment shall be 
held on the date of the first primary, general or special election held 
after the expiration of three months from the final adjournment of 
the current session of the Legislature. The election shall be held in 
accordance with the provisions of Sections 284 and 285 of the Consti¬ 
tution of Alabama, as amended, and Sections 17-17-1 through 17-17-6 
of the Code of Alabama 1975. 

Section 4. Notice of the election and of the proposed amend¬ 
ment shall be given by proclamation of the Governor, which procla¬ 
mation shall be published once a week for four successive weeks next 
preceding the date appointed for the election in a newspaper in each 
county of the state. If a newspaper is not published in the county, 
a copy of the notice shall be posted at the Courthouse and in three 
other places in the county.

AN ACT 

To provide for the distribution of the share of in-lieu-taxes payments of Tennes¬ 
see Valley Authority for Marshall County and the appropriate municipalities therein; 
to create a Marshall County Jail Advisory Authority and a steering committee there¬ 
from to administer a certain portion of such distribution for the construction of a county 
jail facility; to prescribe membership, terms, meetings, powers and duties thereunder; 
to authorize such authority and committee to take reasonable and necessary action 
to implement the provisions of the Act, including but not limited to, approval of building 
plans, purchase of land, supplies and equipment, the issuance of bonds or other evidence 
of indebtedness to finance said jail facility; to exempt any such bonds from all taxation 
in the state; to require quarterly reports from the steering committee to the authority; 
and to specifically repeal Act No. 80-318, S. 541 of the 1980 Regular Session (Acts 1980, 
p. 438) which provides for the share of in-lieu taxes payments of T.V.A. for Marshall 
County and the appropriate municipalities therein. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . When used in this Act, unless the context plainly 
indicates otherwise, the present tense shall include the future tense, 
the singular shall include the plural, the plural shall include the 
singular and the following words and phrases shall have the meanings 
respectively ascribed to them by this section: 

(a) “Authority” means the Marshall County Jail Advisory 
Authority created by this Act. 

(b) “County” means Marshall County, Alabama. 
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(c) “In-lieu-of-taxes payments” means those payments made 
directly to the State of Alabama and not to local governments or 
distributors under federal statute by T.V.A. which are in lieu of all 
taxes to all levels of government in Alabama. 

(d) “Jail facility” means any building, structure, land, equip¬ 
ment or supplies used or useful in connection with the construction, 
enlargement, development, maintenance or operation of an area and 
buildings for a county jail and necessary offices, or in connection with 
the exercise of any power of the authority. 

(e) “Marshall County allocation” means that portion of the 
in-lieu-of-taxes payments made by T.V.A. to the State of Alabama 
which is distributed to Marshall County pursuant to Title 40, Chapter 
28, of the Code of Alabama of 1975, as amended. 

(f) “Steering Committee” means the seven member steering 
committee appointed from among the members of the authority as 
prescribed by this Act. 

(g) “T.V.A.” means the Tennessee Valley Authority. 

Section 2. The Marshall County allocation shall be distributed 
by the State of Alabama to the governing body of Marshall County 
which shall make the following allocation and distribution thereof: 

(a) Twenty-five percent of the Marshall County allocation shall 
be distributed among the Marshall County Board of Education, the 
City of Arab Board of Education and the City of Guntersville Board 
of Education on a per pupil basis, based upon the total student enroll¬ 
ment of the schools under the jurisdiction of each such board of 
education at the beginning of each school year; 

(b) That portion of the Marshall County allocation remaining 
after the distribution required in subparagraph (a) of this Section 2 
shall be allocated between the county and the municipalities all or 
a portion of which are located therein on the basis of population 
according to the most recent federal decennial census, with the 
municipalities being allocated the same amount as the ratio of the 
total population of all the municipalities in the county bears to the 
population of the entire county and the balance being allocated to 
the county, and the ratio for the municipalities and the county shall 
be adjusted accordingly after each such federal decennial census. That 
portion which is allocated to the county shall be designated as the 
county's share. That portion which is allocated to all of the munici¬ 
palities in the county shall be designated as the municipalities' share. 
Prior to any distribution of the amounts allocated to the county's 
share or the municipalities’ share, the governing body of the county 
shall make the computations hereinafter required and deduct from 
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the county’s share and the municipalities’ share the amounts pre¬ 
scribed by subparagraph (c) of this Section 2; 

(c) Upon receipt of the Marshall County allocation for any fiscal 
year, the governing body of the county shall calculate and certify the 
total amount which the county is obligated to pay during the next 
twelve months with respect to any bonds, warrants, notes or other 
securities of the county issued or to be issued during the next twelve 
months for the purpose of providing funds for the construction of a 
county jail or as rental payments due or to be due during the next 
twelve months for the use and occupancy of any real estate which 
is used or to be used by the county as a county jail. The governing 
body of the county shall then deduct 60% of such total amount from 
the county’s share and 40% of such total amount from the munici¬ 
palities’ share; provided, however, the percentages of such shares shall 
be adjusted, decreasing or increasing the county’s 60% share or the 
municipalities’ 40% share, in the proportions and as the case may be, 
after each federal decennial census. 

(d) Out of the remaining portion of the county’s share, 20% shall 
be deposited to the county road and bridge fund, and the balance shall 
be deposited to the general fund of the county; and 

(e) The remaining portion of the municipalities’ share shall be 
distributed to the various municipalities in the county in the same 
proportion as the population of each such municipality bears to the 
total population of all the municipalities in the county. 

Section 3. The amounts deducted from the county’s share and 
the municipalities’ share pursuant to subparagraph (c) of Section 2 
hereof shall be used solely for the purpose for which such deductions 
are herein authorized to be made. Any such amounts which are de¬ 
ducted by the governing body of the county and then found by the 
Marshall County Jail Authority not to be needed for such purpose 
shall be allocated and distributed as herein provided for the Marshall 
County allocation without regard to subparagraph (c) of Section 2 
hereof. 

Section 4. There is hereby created the Marshall County Jail 
Advisory Authority which shall be composed of the following twelve 
members: The chairman of the Marshall County Commission, the 
Sheriff of Marshall County, the mayor from each respective munici¬ 
pality within the county, two additional members from the Marshall 
County Commission appointed by the full commission and two 
members from the Marshall County Legislative delegation, one 
member from the House of Representatives and one member from 
the Senate, appointed by all members of the delegation. All members 
of the authority shall serve for terms concurrent with their respective 
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offices. Successors to members of the authority shall be filled in the 
same manner as the original members are selected and all members 
shall serve until their successors are so appointed. Vacancies on the 
board shall be filled by the appointing authority making the original 
appointment, but any person appointed to fill a vacancy shall serve 
only for the unexpired portion of the term. In the event that any 
original position on the authority has not been filled, as herein pro¬ 
vided for within thirty (30) days after the effective date of this act, 
then, the County commission shall have the right to appoint a quali¬ 
fied resident citizen of the appropriate community to fill said position. 

Section 5. The authority shall hold an organizational meeting 
within thirty days after the effective date of this Act. The chairman 
of the Marshall County Commission shall serve as chairman of the 
authority and the members of the authority shall elect from among 
their membership such other officers as shall be necessary to imple¬ 
ment the provisions of this Act. Such elected officers shall serve in 
their respective offices for such terms as the authority by rule or 
regulation may prescribe. After the organizational meeting, the 
authority shall meet at the time and place designated in the call. The 
chairman or a majority of its members may call a meeting of the 
authority, and at least four meetings shall be held annually. The 
chairman shall preside at each meeting of the authority. A majority 
of the members of the authority shall constitute a quorum. Members 
of the authority shall receive no compensation for their services, but 
they shall be entitled to reimbursement for their actual and neces¬ 
sary expense incurred in the performance of their official duties.

Section 7. The steering committee shall meet at the call of the 
chairman or at the request of two or more members to conduct busi¬ 
ness and implement any action necessary to effect the provisions of 
this Act in accordance with the advice of the authority. The commit¬ 
tee shall be authorized to approve an architect and approve building 
plans, make necessary purchases of land, supplies and equipment, to 
issue bonds or other evidence of indebtedness, of a maturity not to 
exceed thirty years, to finance the construction of a county jail facility 
as prescribed by Section 2 of this Act, and to take any other reasonable 
action necessary for the construction of such jail facility. 

Section 8. The bonds issued by the authority and the income 
therefrom shall be exempt from all taxation in the state. All property 
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and income of the authority shall be exempt from all state, county, 
municipal and other local taxation. 

Section 9. The steering committee shall make quarterly writ¬ 
ten reports to the authority and the books, records and accounts of 
the authority shall be audited at least annually. 

Section 10. Act No. 80-318, S. 541 of the 1980 Regular Session 
(Acts 1980, p. 438) is hereby specifically repealed and all laws or parts 
of laws which conflict with the provisions of this Act are repealed. 

Section 11 . The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains.

AN ACT 

To authorize the Randolph County Commission to provide protection against forest 
fires within the county and to assess the whole or a part of the cost thereof, within 
a prescribed limit, against forest lands in the county; and to prescribe the procedure 
for levying and collecting such assessments. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The County Commission of Randolph County is 
authorized, when the need exists, to provide protection against forest 
fires in Randolph County by participating in the Alabama Forestry 
Commission’s fire protection program in the manner hereinafter spec¬ 
ified. 

Section 2. After the Randolph County Commission has deter¬ 
mined that such a need exists in Randolph County, the County 
Commission may, in the manner hereinafter specified, provide for a 
financial charge or tax to be paid by the owners of forest lands located 
in Randolph County for the use of the land for timber growing pur¬ 
poses amounting to the whole or any part of the cost of such fire 
protection program, but not in excess of ten cents per acre, provided 
such financial charge or tax is not greater than the benefit accruing 
to such forest lands due to availability of such fire protection. “Forest 
lands” as used in this Act, shall mean any land which according to 
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the latest Re-Appraisal is appraised as timber land for Ad Valorem 
tax purposes. 

The finance charge or tax fixed as provided in the above section 
shall be payable at the same time and in the same manner as county 
taxes. Financial charges or taxes levied shall constitute a lien on the 
property against which they are charged or taxed in case of default 
in the payment of such financial charge or tax. 

Section 3. The tax herein imposed shall be due and payable 
to the Tax Collector of Randolph County, and shall, when collected, 
be deposited to the Randolph County Forestry Fund. All monies col¬ 
lected in accordance with this Act shall be spent in participating in 
the Alabama Forestry Commission’s forest protection program in 
Randolph County. The tax shall attach to the property on October 
1, 1981, and be payable to the Tax Collector on October 1, 1982. 

Section 4. The County Commission of Randolph County is 
authorized to remove such financial charge or tax after said County 
Commission has determined that the financial charge or tax is no 
longer needed. The County Commission shall hold public hearings to 
determine whether or not the financial charge or tax is still needed. 

Section 5. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 6 . The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not effect the part which remains.

To amend Section 41-9-252 of the Code of Alabama 1975 relating to historical 
commissions and the composition of certain historical advisory committee so as to 
change an incorrect reference to a congressional district and to prescribe the manner 
of maintaining financial records and making reimbursements for expenses. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Section 41-9-252 of the Code of Alabama 1975 is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

“ §41-9-252. 

There is hereby established an advisory committee to be known 
as the Cahaba advisory committee. The committee shall be composed 
of 16 members, 15 of whom shall be appointed by the governor. The 
probate judge of Dallas County shall be the sixteenth member but 
shall be a member ex officio and shall not be entitled to a vote on 
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the advisory committee. The trustees shall serve for terms of four 
years each, and the probate judge shall serve throughout his term 
of office. Members of the advisory committee shall be appointed so 
that each congressional district shall be represented by one appointed 
member on the advisory committee; except, that the congressional 
district in which Cahaba is situated shall be represented by eight 
appointed members, five of whom shall be residents of Dallas County 
and three of whom shall be from some other county in such congres¬ 
sional district. The advisory committee shall select one of its members 
who is a resident of Dallas County as secretary of the committee. The 
offices of the Selma and Dallas County chambers of commerce shall 
be designated as the official office of the committee, and all records, 
reports and files of the commission shall be maintained therein, except 
financial records which shall be maintained as hereinafter provided. 
Members of the advisory committee shall serve without compensation 
other than payment of a per diem allowance and travel expenses 
incurred in attending meetings of the advisory committee or in per¬ 
forming any actual service under the direction of the advisory com¬ 
mittee, such expenses to be paid in accordance with article 2 of chapter 
7 of Title 36. Such expenses shall be payable out of the appropriations 
made for the Alabama historical commission, upon warrant of the 
comptroller, after the account for such expense has been approved 
by the judge of probate of Dallas County and by the governor. All 
expense reimbursements shall be made promptly to the judge of pro¬ 
bate of Dallas County for distribution. He shall keep all financial 
records. The advisory committee shall advise the Alabama historical 
commission regarding the restoration and development of the site.

To provide that the State Department of Revenue shall collect all gasoline taxes 
now or hereafter levied in Marshall County including taxes which may have become 
due before the effective date of this act and to authorize said department to pro¬ 
mulgate rules and regulations to provide for the efficient and orderly collection of 
said taxes and to require all persons subject to such taxes to pay same over to the

Section 1 . The State Department of Revenue is hereby 
authorized and directed to collect all taxes now or hereafter levied 
by Marshall County upon the business of selling, delivering, with¬ 
drawing from storage or keeping in storage for sale or delivery in 
such county gasoline, naptha and other liquid motor fuels or any 
substitute therefor, commonly used in internal combustion engines. 

Section 2. All persons, firms, businesses and corporations sub¬ 
ject to and owing such taxes shall be and hereby are directed to pay 
the same over to the State Department of Revenue and such pay¬ 
ment shall be a full and complete discharge of all liability therefor 
to Marshall County. 

Section 3. This act shall apply to taxes that have become 
owing both before and after the effective day date of this act. 

Section 4. The State Department of Revenue is authorized to 
promulgate reasonable rules and regulations to facilitate the orderly 
and efficient collection of said taxes.

Relating to the legislative process in enacting certain appropriation acts; (a) re¬ 
quiring the Governor to transmit to the Legislature, on or before the second legislative 
day of each regular session held after January 1, 1982, a proposed budget; (b) providing 
that, until such time as bills making appropriations for the then ensuing fiscal year 
(or for such other budget period as may at the time be in effect) for the ordinary 
expenses of the executive, legislative and judicial departments of the state, for the 
payment of the public debt, and for education (to the extent that any such item is 
not otherwise provided for) shall have been signed by the presiding officer of each 
house in the manner provided in the Constitution, no bill (other than a bill making 
any part of any of the said appropriations), shall be signed by either the presiding 
officer of the House or Senate and transmitted to the other house; (c) providing that 
the provisions of this act prohibiting final passage of certain bills in either house may 
be made inapplicable by three-fifths vote of the house in which a bill is pending of 
a resolution declaring the said prohibition inapplicable to the bill specified in such 
resolution; (d) providing that upon the signing and presentation to the Governor in 
accordance with Section 66 and 125 of the Constitution of bills making the said 
appropriations, the provisions of this act prohibiting the final passage of certain bills 
in either house shall cease to be effective and shall not be revived or become again 
effective for the then current regular session as a result of the subsequent legislative 
history of any bill so signed and presented or of a determination that such bill is 
wholly or in part invalid; and (e) providing that nothing contained in this act shall 
be construed as requiring the legislature to make any appropriation not otherwise 
required by the Constitution to be made, and (f) setting a termination date. 
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Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . (A) The following words and phrases, whenever used 

in this act, shall have the following respective meanings: 

“Basic Appropriations” means, with respect to any regular session 
of the Legislature, such appropriations as the Legislature may deem 
appropriate for the expenditures by the State during the ensuing 
Budget Period for the ordinary expenses of the executive, legislative 
and judicial departments of the State, for payment of the public 
debt, and for education (excluding, however, any item within the scope 
of the foregoing that is at the time provided for by a continuing 
appropriation or otherwise). 

“Budget Period” means a fiscal year of the State or such period 
other than fiscal year as may hereafter be fixed by law as the period 
with respect to which State budgets are prepared and State ap¬ 
propriations are made. 

(B) On or before the second legislative day of each regular 
session of the Legislature, beginning with the first regular session 
after January 1, 1982, the Governor shall transmit to the Legislature 
for its consideration a proposed budget for the then next ensuing 
Budget Period. 

(C) The duty of the Legislature at any regular session to make 
the Basic Appropriations for any Budget Period that will commence 
before the first day of any succeeding regular session shall be para¬ 
mount; and, accordingly, beginning with the first regular session held 
after January 1, 1982, no bill (other than a bill making any of the 
Basic Appropriations) shall be signed by either the presiding officer 
of the House or Senate and transmitted to the other house until bills 
making the Basic Appropriations for the then ensuing Budget Period 
shall have been signed by the presiding officer of each House of the 
Legislature in accordance with Section 66 of the Alabama Consti¬ 
tution and presented to the Governor in accordance with Section 125 
of the Constitution; provided, that this paragraph (C) shall not affect 
the adoption of resolutions or the conduct of any other legislative 
functions that do not require a third reading; and provided further, 
that following adoption, by vote of either house of not less than 
three-fifths of the members elected to that house, of a resolution 
declaring that the provisions of this paragraph (C) shall not be appli¬ 
cable in that house to a particular bill, which shall be specified in 
said resolution by number and title, the bill so specified may proceed 
to final passage therein. 

(D) Upon the signing and presentation to the Governor in ac¬ 
cordance with the said Sections 66 and 125 of bills making the Basic 
Appropriations, the provisions of the foregoing paragraph (C) pro- 
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hibiting the final passage of bills in the House and Senate (other 
than bills making any part of the Basic Appropriations) shall cease 
to be effective and shall not be revived or become again effective 
as a result of (i) the subsequent legislative history of any bill so 
signed and presented, including any veto return with executive amend¬ 
ment, or any other action, or failure to act, by either the Governor 
or the Legislature under the provisions of the said Section 125; or (ii) 
a determination, by either judicial decree or opinion of the Justices 
of the Alabama Supreme Court, that any bill so signed and presented 
is wholly or in part invalid. 

(E) The Legislature may, by statute or rule, make such further 
provisions for the timely passage of bills making the Basic Appro¬ 
priations. 

(F) Nothing contained herein shall be construed as requiring 
the Legislature to make any appropriation not otherwise required 
to be made. 

Section 2. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are hereby repealed. 

Section 3. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declara¬ 
tion shall not affect the part which remains.

To provide for the distribution of the share of in-lieu-of-taxes payments of 
Tennessee Valley Authority for Marshall County and the appropriate municipalities 
therein; to create a Marshall County Jail Advisory Authority and a steering committee 
therefrom to administer a certain portion of such distribution for the construction of a 
county jail facility; to prescribe membership, terms, meetings, powers and duties there¬ 
under; to authorize such authority and committee to take reasonable and necessary 
action to implement the provisions of the Act, including but not limited to, approval 
of building plans, purchase of land, supplies and equipment, the issuance of bonds or 
other evidence of indebtedness to finance said jail facility; to exempt any such bonds 
from all taxation in the state; to require quarterly reports from the steering committee 
to the authority; and to specifically repeal Act No. 81-318, S. 541 of the 1980 Regular 
Session (Acts 1980, p. 438) which provides for the share of in-lieu taxes payments of 
T.V.A. for Marshall County and the appropriate municipalities therein. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. When used in this Act, unless the context plainly 
indicates otherwise, the present tense shall include the future tense, 
the singular shall include the plural, the plural shall include the singu¬ 
lar and the following words and phrases shall have the meanings 
respectively ascribed to them by this section: 

(a) “Authority” means the Marshall County Jail Advisory Au¬ 
thority created by this Act. 

(b) “County” means Marshall County, Alabama. 

(c) “In-lieu-of-taxes payments” means those payments made 
directly to the State of Alabama and not to local governments or dis¬ 
tributors under federal statute by T.V.A. which are in lieu of all taxes 
to all levels of government in Alabama. 

(d) “Jail facility” means any building, structure, land, equip¬ 
ment or supplies used or useful in connection with the construction, 
enlargement, development, maintenance or operation of an area and 
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buildings for a county jail and necessary offices, or in connection with 
the exercise of any power of the authority. 

(e) Marshall County allocation” means that portion of the in- 
lieu-of-taxes payments made by T.V.A. to the State of Alabama which 
is distributed to Marshall County pursuant to Title 40, Chapter 28, 
of the Code of Alabama of 1975, as amended. 

(f) Steering Committee” means the seven member steering 
committee appointed from among the members of the authority as 
prescribed by this Act. 

(g) “T.V.A •” means the Tennessee Valley Authority. 

Section 2. The Marshall County allocation shall be distributed 
by the State of Alabama to the governing body of Marshall County 
which shall make the following allocation and distribution thereof: 

(a) Twenty-five percent of the Marshall County allocation shall 
be distributed among the Marshall County Board of Education, the 
City of Arab Board of Education and the City of Guntersville Board 
of Education on a per pupil basis, based upon the total student enroll¬ 
ment of the schools under the jurisdiction of each such board of educa¬ 
tion at the beginning of each school year; 

(b) That portion of the Marshall County allocation remaining 
after the distribution required in subparagraph (a) of this Section 2 
shall be allocated between the county and the municipalities all or a 
portion of which are located therein on the basis of population accord¬ 
ing to the most recent federal decennial census, with the municipali¬ 
ties being allocated the same amount as the ratio of the total popula¬ 
tion of all the municipalities in the county bears to the population of 
the entire county and the balance being allocated to the county, and 
the ratio for the municipalities and the county shall be adjusted ac¬ 
cordingly after each such federal decennial census. That portion which 
is allocated to the county shall be designated as the county’s share. 
That portion which is allocated to all of the municipalities in the 
county shall be designated as the municipalities’ share. Prior to any 
distribution of the amounts allocated to the county’s share or the 
municipalities share, the governing body of the county shall make the 
computations hereinafter required and deduct from the county’s share 
and the municipalities share the amounts prescribed by subparagraph 

(c) of this Section 2; 

(c) Upon receipt of the Marshall County allocation for any fiscal 
year, the governing body of the county shall calculate and certify the 
total amount which the county is obligated to pay during the next 
twelve months with respect to any bonds, warrants, notes or other 
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securities of the county issued or to be issued during the next twelve 
months for the purpose of providing funds for the construction of a 
county jail or as rental payments due or to be due during the next 
twelve months for the use and occupancy of any real estate which is 
used or to be used by the county as a county jail. The governing body 
of the county shall then deduct 60% of such total amount from the 
county’s share and 40% of such total amount from the municipalities 
share; provided, however, the percentages of such shares shall be ad¬ 
justed, decreasing or increasing the county’s 60% share or the munici¬ 
palities’ 40% share, in the proportions and as the case may be, after 
each federal decennial census. 

(d) Out of the remaining portion of the county’s share, 20% shall 
be deposited to the county road and bridge fund, and the balance shall 
be deposited to the general fund of the county; and 

(e) The remaining portion of the municipalities’ share shall be 
distributed to the various municipalities in the county in the same 
proportion as the population of each such municipality bears to the 
total population of all the municipalities in the county. 

Section 3. The amounts deducted from the county’s share and 
the municipalities’ share pursuant to subparagraph (c) of Section 2 
hereof shall be used solely for the purpose for which such deductions 
are herein authorized to be made. Any such amounts which are de¬ 
ducted by the governing body of the county and then found by the 
Marshall County Jail Authority not to be needed for such purpose 
shall be allocated and distributed as herein provided for the Marshall 
County allocation without regard to subparagraph (c) of Section 2 
hereof. 

Section 4. There is hereby created the Marshall County Jail 
Advisory Authority which shall be composed of the following twelve 
members; The chairman of the Marshall County Commission, the 
Sheriff of Marshall County, the mayor from each respective munici¬ 
pality within the county, two additional members from the Marshall 
County Commission appointed by the full commission and two mem¬ 
bers from the Marshall County Legislative delegation, one member 
from the House of Representatives and one member from the Senate, 
appointed by all members of the delegation. All members of the au¬ 
thority shall serve for terms concurrent with their respective offices. 
Successors to members of the authority shall be filled in the same 
manner as the original members are selected and all members shall 
serve until their successors are so appointed. Vacancies on the board 
shall be filled by the appointing authority making the original ap¬ 
pointment, but any person appointed to fill a vacancy shall serve 
only for the unexpired portion of the term. In the event that any ori¬ 
ginal position on the authority has not been filled, as herein provided 
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for within thirty (30) days after the effective date of this act, then, 
the County commission shall have the right to appoint a qualified 
resident citizen of the appropriate community to fill said position. 

Section 5. The authority shall hold an organizational meeting 
within thirty days after the effective date of this Act. The chairman 
of the Marshall County Commission shall serve as chairman of the 
authority and the members of the authority shall elect from among 
their membership such other officers as shall be necessary to imple¬ 
ment the provisions of this Act. Such elected officers shall serve in 
their respective offices for such term as the authority by rule or 
regulation may prescribe. After the organizational meeting, the au¬ 
thority shall meet at the time and place designated in the call. The 
chairman or a majority of its members may call a meeting of the 
authority, and at least four meetings shall be held annually. The chair¬ 
man shall preside at each meeting of the authority. A majority of the 
members of the authority shall constitute a quorum. Members of the 
authority shall receive no compensation for their services, but they 
shall be entitled to reimbursement for their actual and necessary 
expense incurred in the performance of their official duties. 

Section 6. The authority shall appoint a steering committee 
from among its members as follows: The chairman of the Marshall 
County Commission who also shall serve as chairman of the steering 
committee, the sheriff of Marshall County, two mayors appointed by 
the mayors, one member from the two Marshall County Commission 
appointees and the members appointed by the legislative delegation. 

Section 7. The steering committee shall meet at the call of the 
chairman or at the request of two or more members to conduct busi¬ 
ness and implement any action necessary to effect the provisions of 
this Act in accordance with the advice of the authority. The committee 
shall be authorized to approve an architect and approve building 
plans, make necessary purchases of land, supplies and equipment, to 
issue bonds or other evidence of indebtedness, of a maturity not to 
exceed thirty years, to finance the construction of a county jail facility 
as prescribed by Section 2 of this Act, and to take any other reasonable 
action necessary for the construction of such jail facility. 

Section 8. The bonds issued by the authority and the income 
therefrom shall be exempt from all taxation in the state. All property 
and income of the authority shall be exempt from all state, county, 
municipal and other local taxation. 

Section 9. The steering committee shall make quarterly writ¬ 
ten reports to the authority and the books, records and accounts of 
the authority shall be audited at least annually. 
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Section 10. Act No. 80-318, S. 541 of the 1980 Regular Session 
(Acts 1980, p. 438) is hereby specifically repealed and all laws or parts 
of laws which conflict with the provisions of this Act are repealed. 

Section 11. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 12. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

To make annual appropriations for the support, maintenance and development 
of public education in Alabama and for debt service and capital improvements for the 
fiscal year ending September 30, 1982. 
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Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . There is hereby appropriated for the support of 
public education in Alabama for the fiscal year ending September 30, 
1982 and for the public debt, to be paid out of funds specified in 
subsection (a) of Section 2 of this Act, the amounts specified in 
Sections 3 to 6, inclusive. For the purpose specified in subsection (b) 
of Section 2 of this Act, amounts are shown by programmatic area 
and the total for all programs are shown so as to include estimated 
sources of funds other than the appropriation made in subsection (a) 
of Section 2 of this Act. For the purpose of this Act, “ASETF” 
shall mean the Alabama Special Educational Trast Fund. 

Section 2. (a) The appropriations provided for in this Act 

shall be paid from funds in the State Treasury to the credit of the 
Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund, Alabama Special Edu¬ 
cational Trust Fund Surplus Account, Special Mental Health Fund, 
and Public School Fund Account and are hereby made for the support 
of public education in Alabama for the fiscal year ending September 
30, 1982 and except as may be otherwise expressly provided, the 
appropriations herein made shall be subject to the provisions, terms, 
conditions and limitations of the Budget and Financial Control Act 
(Article 4, Chapter 4, Title 41 of the Code of Alabama, 1975), the 
provisions of Act No. 494 adopted at the 1976 Regular Session, and 
shall be in the amounts hereinafter specified. 

(b) Amounts shown herein under the columns “Trust Funds” 
and Appropriation Total are set forth for the purpose of indicating 
amounts estimated to be available by programmatic area from sources 
other than from appropriations made in subsection (a) of this Section 
2, in order, upon consideration of such other funds so estimated to 
be available, to promote the accountability for and efficient use of 
the funds available to and hereby appropriated by the Legislature, 
it being the intention hereof to make appropriations only from the 
funds referred to in subsection (a) of this Section 2. 

Provided, that if, at the end of any fiscal year, a pay period

To provide further for estates and the rights of spouses therein; to provide further 
for descent and distribution in the cases of intestacy; to amend Sections 43-3-1, as 
amended, and 43-3-10, Code of Alabama 1975, which provide for the descent and dis¬ 
tribution of real estate and personalty, respectively, of an intestate, so as to provide 
further therefor; to repeal Section 43-3-12, Code of Alabama 1975, which relates to 
the husband’s distributive share of his wife’s estate. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Sections 43-3-1, as amended, and 43-3-10 of the Code 
of Alabama 1975, are amended to read as follows: 

“ §43-3-1. The real estate of persons dying intestate, as to such 
estate descends, subject to the payment of debts and charges against 
the estate as follows: 

“(1) Subject to the widow’s dower, to the children of the intes¬ 
tate, or their descendants, in equal parts. 

“(2) If there are no children or their descendants then the whole 
to the surviving spouse of the intestate. 

“(3) If there are no children or their descendants, and no surviv¬ 
ing spouse, then to the father and mother, in equal parts. 

“(4) If there are no children or their descendants, no surviving 
spouse, and if there be but one surviving parent, then one half to such 
surviving parent, and the other half to the brothers and sisters of the 
intestate, or their descendants, in equal parts. 

“(5) If there are no children or their descendants, no surviving 
spouse, no brothers or sisters or their descendants, and if there be 
but one surviving parent, then the whole to such surviving parent. 

“(6) If there are no children or their descendants, no surviving 
spouse, and no father or mother, then to the brothers and sisters of 
the intestate, or their descendants, in equal parts. 

“(7) If there are no children or their descendants, no surviving 
spouse, no father or mother, and no brothers or sisters or their 
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descendants, then to the next of kin to the intestate, in equal degree, 
in equal parts. 

“(8) If there are no children or their descendants, no surviving 
spouse, no father or mother, no brothers or sisters or their descend¬ 
ants, and no next of kin to the intestate, then to the next of kin of 
the intestate’s predeceased spouse in the same order of priority as 
provided for descent to the kin of the intestate. 

“(9) If there are no children or their descendents, no surviving 
spouse, no father or mother, no brothers or sisters or their descend¬ 
ants, and no kin capable of inheriting, then it escheats to the state. 

“§ 43-3-10. The personal estate of persons dying intestate as to 
such estate, after the payment of debts and charges against the estate, 
is to be distributed in the same manner as real estate, and according 
to the same rules; if a spouse having a separate estate dies intestate, 
leaving a spouse living, the surviving spouse is entitled to one half 
of the personalty of such separate estate absolutely and to the use 
of the realty during his or her lifetime.” 

Section 2. Section 43-3-12, Code of Alabama 1975, which pro¬ 
vides for the husband’s distributive share of his wife’s estate, is hereby 
specifically repealed. 

Section 3. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part 
of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 4. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are hereby repealed. 

Section 5. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise be¬ 
coming a law.

AN ACT 
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To amend Section 40-14-70, Code of Alabama 1975, relating to assessment and 
collection of corporate shares of stock, so as to alter the method of assessment. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Section 40-14-70, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

“§40-14-70. 

“(a) Every share of any domestic corporation except: 

“(1) Financial institutions which comply with the provisions 
of this title as to the excise taxes herein levied on such financial 
institutions (financial institutions within the meaning of this section 
and as expressly exempted from the provisions hereof are hereby de¬ 
fined as follows: any corporation or any legal entity whatever doing 
business in this state as a bank, banking association, trust company, 
industrial or other loan company, building and loan association and 
any other corporation or institution employing money capital coming 
into competition with the business of national banks); and 

“(2) Insurance companies which are subject to the provisions 
of this title as to premium taxes herein levied on such insurance com¬ 
panies and which shall be exempt from the tax assessed hereunder, 
shall be assessed and the taxes thereon collected in the county wherein 
such corporation has its home or principal office in the state and shall 
be assessed at 20 percent of its value to the person in whose name 
such shares stand on the books of the corporation and not to the 
corporation. 

“(b) In the event the excise tax levied by this title upon such 
financial institutions be declared unconstitutional, the tender to the 
department of revenue of such excise tax despite such unconstitution¬ 
ality shall be a bar to any demand, claim, levy or assessment of any 
ad valorem tax under this section. 

“(c) The president or managing officer of every such corporation 
shall make out and return under oath to the tax assessor and to the 
department of revenue a list showing the total number of shares of the 
capital stock of such corporation and the par value thereof, the full 
name and residence of each stockholder, as far as known, the actual 
value thereof, the date of the last sale of shares of stock of such 
corporation, with the name of the seller and the purchaser and the 
price paid for same, and the annual dividend declared on the stock 
of such corporation for the last three years, and the value of the shares 
as shown by the books of the corporation and by the last report of the 
officers to the shareholders, and the amount of surplus, and the 
amount of the undivided profits not included in the surplus and such 
other information as may be required by the department of revenue. 
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There shall be attached to the copy of the return made to the depart¬ 
ment of revenue a true balance sheet as shown by the books, showing 
the condition of such corporation at the close of its fiscal period 
next preceding October 1 of the year for which the assessment is 
to be made. Such corporations shall at the same time make a tax 
return sworn to by its president or manager to the department of 
revenue and to the county tax assessor on forms prescribed and fur¬ 
nished by the department of revenue of all taxable property, real and 
tangible personal, situated in the state and owned by such corporation. 

“(d) The department of revenue, after determining the total 
value of the shares of capital stock, shall deduct from the total value 
of such shares: 

“(1) The book value of real and tangible personal property 
owned in other states, and the book value of all devices, facilities or 
structures, and all identifiable components thereof, or materials for 
use therein, designed or constructed primarily for the control, reduc¬ 
tion or elimination of air or water pollution in this state, and used 
by the domestic corporation primarily for the control, reduction or 
elimination of air or water pollution where such air or water pollution 
has been caused by the domestic corporation claiming the deduction. 

“(2) The book value of goods, wares and merchandise held for 

sale. 

“(e) The department of revenue, after determining the total 
value of the shares of stock remaining for assessment, shall take 20 
percent thereof, which shall be assessed value of the shares of said 
corporation. 

“(f) After the assessed value of all the shares has been passed 
on and determined, the department of revenue shall deduct from the 
assessed value of such shares the assessed value of the taxable real 
and tangible personal property owned, assessed and on which taxes 
are to be paid by the corporation, as shown by such tax return filed 
by the corporation in the state of Alabama, or as finally determined; 
provided, that should the assessed value of the real and tangible per¬ 
sonal property as shown by such tax return differ from the assessed 
value of the real and tangible personal property as finally determined 
by the taxing authorities required to assess such property, or in case 
of appeal, as finally determined by the court of last resort, the same 
shall not affect the assessed value of all the shares of the corporation 
as fixed by the department of revenue. 

“(g) After deducting the assessed value of the real and tangible 
personal property located in the state of Alabama, any remainder 
shall constitute the residue of said shares of stock of said corporation. 
The residue divided by the whole number of shares will constitute 
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the assessment for each share of stock. 

“(h) Whenever the department of revenue shall have passed on 
the valuation and assessment of the shares of any domestic corpora¬ 
tion as herein provided, it shall give notice in writing by certified mail, 
return receipt demanded, to the president of managing officer or per¬ 
son signing the tax return for the corporation, or if no return has been 
made, then such notice to be addressed to any officer of the corpora¬ 
tion against whose shares the assessment has been made, giving notice 
of the valuation and assessment, stating that on a day specified, it 
will determine any complaint against said valuation, which notice must 
be served at least 10 days before the day specified for a final determin¬ 
ation of the assessment. Upon hearing the complaint of protest against 
any valuation or assessment of the shares of the domestic corporation 
or if there has been no complaint or objection filed on or before the 
date specified in the notice for determination of such matter, the de¬ 
partment of revenue shall proceed to determine and fix the value of 
such shares and complete the assessment thereof. 

“(i) It is the meaning and intent of this section that the assessed 
value of all the shares of the corporation be fixed by the department 
of revenue and that there be deducted therefrom the correct assessed 
value of the real and tangible personal property of the corporation 
when the same shall finally be determined; provided, that if any 
property owned by a corporation which property is subject to taxation 
in this state is omitted from the tax return filed by said corporation, 
the same shall be assessed as an escape item or items of taxation in 
the same manner as escaped property of individuals and the value 
of such omitted property shall not be deducted from the value of the 
shares of stock of the corporation as assessed for taxation. If the ag¬ 
gregate assessed value of the shares does not exceed the aggregate 
assessed value of the real and tangible personal property of the cor¬ 
poration, then no tax shall be demanded or collected on the shares.” 

Section 2. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To limit the liability of certain persons and organizations that donate and distribute 
food free of charge. 
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Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. When used in this Act, the words and terms defined 
in this section shall have the meanings herein ascribed to them, unless 
it clearly appears from the context that some other meaning is in¬ 
dicated: 

(1) “Canned food” means any food commercially processed and 
prepared for human consumption; 

(2) “Perishable food” means any food which may spoil or other¬ 
wise become unfit for human consumption because of its nature, type 
or physical condition. This term includes, but is not limited to, fresh 
and processed meats, poultry, seafood, dairy products, bakery prod¬ 
ucts, eggs in the shell, fresh fruits and vegetables, and foods which 
have been packaged, refrigerated or frozen. 

Section 2. All laws to the contrary notwithstanding, a good 
faith donor of canned or perishable food, which is apparently fit for 
human consumption at the time it is donated, to a bona fide charitable 
or nonprofit organization for free distribution, shall not be subject 
to criminal or civil liability arising from an injury or death due to 
the condition of such food unless such injury or death is a direct result 
of the gross negligence, recklessness or intentional misconduct of such 
donor. 

Section 3. All laws to the contrary notwithstanding, a bona 
fide charitable or nonprofit organization which in good faith receives 
and distributes food, which is apparently fit for human consumption 
at the time it is distributed, without charge, shall not be subject to 
criminal or civil liability arising from an injury or death due to the 
condition of such food unless such injury or death is a direct result 
of the gross negligence, recklessness or intentional misconduct of such 
organization. 

Section 4. The provisions of this Act shall govern all good faith 
donations of perishable food which is not readily marketable due to 
appearance, freshness, grade, surplus or other conditions. Provided, 
however, that nothing in this Act shall restrict the authority of any 
appropriate agency to regulate or ban the use of such food for human 
consumption. 

Section 5. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 6. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 7. This Act shall become effective immediately upon

WHEREAS, this country was founded in order to escape the 
awesome power of lifetime appointments from nonelected rulers and 
royalty; and 

WHEREAS, the federal judiciary is the last remaining vestige 
of such awesome, lifetime political patronage in this country; and

that federal judges aided and abetted criminals and criminal activity 
in America by giving the criminals more rights than the victims; now 
therefore, 

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, 
BOTH HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That the Legislature 
of Alabama hereby petitions the Congress of the United States to

To amend Section 11-48-48, Code of Alabama 1975, which provides for the payment 
of municipal assessments for local improvements to property, so as to adjust interest 
rates with respect to the payment of said municipal improvement assessments, and to 
provide an effective date. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Section 11-48-48, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


“§ 11-48-48. 
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“The municipality, in ordering any local improvement the cost of 
which or any part thereof is to be assessed against any property in 
accordance with the provisions of this article, may provide that the 
same shall be paid in cash within 30 days after the final assessment, 
provided the cost of such improvement does not exceed $1,000.00, but 
if the total cost of said improvement is greater than such sum, any 
property owner may, at his election, to be expressed by notifying the 
municipal official charged with the duty of collecting such assess¬ 
ments in writing within 30 days after the assessment is made final, 
pay the said assessment in 10 equal installments, which shall bear 
interest at a rate not exceeding twelve percent per annum, payable 
annually; provided, however, that if, on or before the date such assess¬ 
ment is made final, bonds shall have been issued, under the provisions 
of division 1 of article 4 of chapter 81 of this title, by the municipality 
for the purpose of providing funds to pay any portion of the costs of 
such improvement, the rate of interest on such installments may, at 
the option of the municipality and notwithstanding the foregoing pro¬ 
visions of this paragraph, be fixed by the municipality at a rate not 
exceeding the ‘effective net interest rate’ on such bonds, as that term 
is herein defined; and provided, that if the assessment against any 
lot or parcel of land does not exceed $25.00, said assessment must be 
paid in cash within 30 days after assessment is made final as above 
provided. 

“Any person may pay the whole assessment against any lot or 
parcel of land within 30 days from the time the assessment is made 
and may at any installment period pay the assessment in full by pay¬ 
ing the full amount of the installments, together with all accrued 
interest thereon. Should the property owner desire to pay off the de¬ 
ferred installments between the dates on which they are due, he shall 
pay interest on the same until the succeeding installment period. The 
first installment shall be payable within 30 days after the assessment 
is made final, and all assessments or installments thereof shall be 
payable at the office of the clerk, tax collector or treasurer of the city 
or town as may be prescribed, and all assessments or installments 
thereof shall bear interest at a rate not exceeding twelve percent per 
annum after the expiration of 30 days from the date on which the 
same is made final, which interest shall be due and payable at the time 
and place the assessment or installment is due and payable; provided, 
however, that if, on or before the date such assessment is made final, 
bonds shall have been issued, under the provisions of division 1 of 
article 4 of chapter 81 of this title, by the municipality for the purpose 
of providing funds to pay any portion of the costs of such improve¬ 
ment, the rate of interest on such assessments or installments may, at 
the option of the municipality and notwithstanding the foregoing

“In all cases where the property owner does not elect to pay in¬ 
stallments or, having elected to pay in installments, fails to pay the 
first installment in 30 days from the date of assessment, he shall be 
held to have waived the right to pay in installments, and the entire 
assessment shall at the expiration of said 30 days become due and 
payable. 

“The term 'effective net interest rate' as used in this section 
means, with respect to any bonds issued as aforesaid for the purpose 
of providing funds to pay any portion of the costs of improvements, 
that rate computed by (1) determining, at the rate or rates of interest 
borne or to be borne by such bonds, the total dollar amount of the 
interest on such bonds from their date to their respective maturities 
(and deducting from such amount any premium thereon in excess of 
face value, or adding to such amount any discount thereon below face 
value, as the case may be), and (2) dividing such total dollar amount 
of interest by the sum of the bond year dollars of such bonds - the 
bond year dollars of each maturity of such bonds to be computed by 
multiplying the face amount of the bonds maturing in each year by 
the number of years the bonds of that maturity are outstanding.”

Relating to the City of Scottsboro, Jackson County, Alabama; providing for an 
advisory referendum for the qualified electors to express whether the members of the 
city board of education shall be elected as herein provided; and providing for the election 
of such school board if approved in the referendum. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . The city council of Scottsboro in Jackson County 
shall provide an order for an advisory election, to be held at the same 
time as the next election for constitutional amendments in the state 
or at a prior time set by the city council, on the question of whether 
the city school board of education shall continue to be appointed or 
shall be elected as herein provided. 

Section 2, Notice of such election shall be given for thirty days 
by publication in a newspaper published in said city once a week for 
three successive weeks, which notice shall state the purpose for which 
the election is to be held and the time and place for holding the same. 
Such notice shall be signed by the mayor. 

Section 3. The ballot used at such election must be prepared 
by the city council and shall contain substantially the following: “For 
continued appointment of school board members,” and “For election 
of school board members,” in the respective columns. The voter shall 
indicate his choice by placing a cross mark before or after the one 
or the other question. 

Section 4. Such election shall be held and the officers ap¬ 
pointed to hold the same shall be appointed in the manner provided 
by law for holding other municipal elections, and the returns thereof 
shall be tabulated and the results certified as provided by law. The 
cost of the election, including the cost of publishing notices thereof, 
shall be paid out of the general funds of the city. 

Section 5. If a majority of the qualified electors voting in the 
referendum vote for continued appointment of school board members, 
this act shall have no further effect. If a majority vote for election of 
school board members, then members of the Scottsboro City Board 
of Education shall be elected at the 1982 general election and there¬ 
after as herein provided. 
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Section 6. The city board of education in Scottsboro shall be 
abolished, effective immediately upon the election of a new city board 
of education as provided by this act and replaced with the board of 
education as herein provided. Said board shall have all the powers, 
duties, rights and immunities otherwise provided by law for city 
boards of education in the state of Alabama. 

Section 7. The board of education shall consist of five mem¬ 
bers, each of whom shall run for a place to be designated and numbered 
as follows, to-wit: 

Member, Board of Education, Place No. 1; 

Member, Board of Education, Place No. 2; 

Member, Board of Education, Place No. 3; 

Member, Board of Education, Place No. 4; 

Member, Board of Education, Place No. 5. 

A person seeking election and qualifying as a candidate for election 
as a member of said board shall designate by number the place on 
such board for which he is a candidate, and it shall be so stated on the 
ballot. Members of the board first elected shall be elected for terms as 
follows: Place No. 1 shall be elected for a term of six years; Places 
No. 2 and 3 elected for four-year terms; and Places No. 4 and 5 for 
two-year terms. Thereafter all members shall be elected for six-year 
terms. 

Section 8. All members of the board of education shall be 
elected from the city at large, and no person shall be a candidate or be 
permitted to file his statement of candidacy for more than one of such 
places. No ballot shall be counted for any candidate except for the 
place number for which he announced in his statement of candidacy. 
All members shall be at least 21 years old, shall be persons of good 
moral character, and shall have been residents of the City of Scotts¬ 
boro one year prior to the date of qualifying as a candidate for election 
to the board of education. Candidates for the board of education shall 
pay a qualifying fee set by the city council. 

Section 9. The city council shall provide for the holding of the 
election of the board of education authorized herein and for the pay¬ 
ment of the expenses of such election. Any candidate who receives 
a majority of all votes cast for all candidates seeking election to the 
position for which he is a candidate shall be declared elected to that 
position. In the event no candidate receives a majority of all of the 
votes cast for any one or more positions on the board of education, 
the city council shall order a second or run-off election to be held 
separately or at the time of any primary, special or general election, 
at which election the two candidates receiving the most votes for the 
office in the first election shall be the candidates, and the person 
receiving the highest number of votes in the second or run-off election 
shall be declared elected. In the event of a tie vote between the 
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candidates in such run-off election, the then serving city council 
shall immediately decide the election by majority vote. The method 
and dates for qualifying as a candidate for the city board of education 
provided for hereunder and the conduct of elections hereunder shall be 
the same as other municipal elections in Scottsboro. 

Section 10. Members of the board of education elected here¬ 
under shall take office immediately following certification of their 
election. 

Section 11. Each member of the board of education elected 
under the provisions of this act shall receive compensation in the 
amount of $100 per month to be paid from the city school fund 
in the manner provided for paying compensation out of such school 
funds. 

Section 12. In the event of a vacancy in the membership of the 
board of education by resignation or otherwise, the city council shall, 
by majority vote, elect a person to fill such vacancy for the unexpired 
term. 

Section 13. Except as herein provided, the board of education 
of Scottsboro shall in all respects be governed by the general law of 
the state relative to city boards of education. 

Section 14. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part 
of the act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 15. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are hereby repealed. 

Section 16. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

To authorize the governing body of Macon County to impose a county license 
tax or fee on persons for the privilege of engaging in or following certain trades, occupa¬ 
tions, or professions in such county, provided the levy is first approved at a referendum 
election held for such purpose; providing for the levy and collection of such licenses, 
for the enforcement thereof, and for the administration of this Act. 
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Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . (a) If first approved by a majority of the qualified 

electors of Macon County who vote thereon at a referendum election 
held for that purpose, the court of county commissioners, board of 
revenue, or other like governing body of Macon County may by ordi¬ 
nance or resolution, levy and impose a county license tax or fee upon 
any person who engages in or follows any trade, occupation, or profes¬ 
sion, as defined in this Act, which license tax or fee shall be measured 
by one percent of the gross receipts of each such person. 

(b) The court of county commissioners, board of revenue, or 
other like governing body of Macon County shall order and provide 
for holding a referendum election on the question of levying the li¬ 
cense tax or fee as provided in subsection (a). Said election shall be 
held, in the same manner as other elections are held, within 120 days 
of the date of the enactment of this law. The exact date shall be set 
by the county governing body. 

Section 2. When a license tax or fee is imposed in accordance 
with Section 1, it shall be unlawful for any person to engage in or 
follow any trade, occupation, or profession, as defined in this Act, 
within the county, on and after the law day of such levy, without 
paying such license taxes or fees for the privilege of engaging in or 
following such trade, occupation, or profession. In cases where com¬ 
pensation is earned as a result of work done or services performed 
both within and without the county the license fees required under 
the ordinance or resolution shall be computed by determining upon 
the oath of the employer, or if required by the county director of 
revenue, upon the oath of the employee, that percentage of the com¬ 
pensation earned from the portion of the work which was done or 
performed within the county. 

Section 3. As used in this Act, or in any ordinance or resolution 
adopted in pursuance thereof, the following words or terms shall have 
the meaning ascribed to them, except where the context clearly in¬ 
dicates or requires a different meaning: 

(1) The word “person” shall mean any natural person. But 
whenever the word “person” is used in any clause prescribing and 
imposing a penalty in the nature of a fine or imprisonment, the word, 
as applied to a partnership or other form of unincorporated enterprise, 
shall mean the partners or members of the firm, and as applied to 
corporations shall mean the officers and directors thereof. 

(2) The words “trade, occupation, and profession” shall include 
the doing of any kind of work, the rendering of any kind of personal 
services, or the holding of any kind of position or job within the 
county, by any clerk, laborer, tradesman, manager, official, or other 
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employee, including any nonresident of the county who is employed 
by any employer as defined in this section, where the relationship 
between the individual performing the services and the person for 
whom such services are rendered is, as to those services, the legal rela¬ 
tionship of employer and employees, including also a partner of a firm 
or an officer of a firm or corporation if such partner or officer receives 
a salary for his personal services rendered in the business of such firm 
or corporation; but they shall not include domestic servants employed 
in private homes, or businesses, professions, or occupations for which 
license fees are required to be paid under Title 34 or Title 40 of the 
Code of Alabama 1975, nor any person who is an employer within 
the meaning of this section. 

(3) The words “trade, occupation, and profession” shall also 
mean and include the holding of any kind of office or position, either 
by election or appointment, by any federal, state, county or city officer 
or employee where the services of such official or employee are ren¬ 
dered within Macon County. 

(4) The word “employee” includes any person engaging in or 
following any trade, occupation, or profession within the meaning of 
(2) or (3) above. 

(5) The word “employer” means any person, business, firm, cor¬ 
poration, partnership, association, or any other kind of organization, 
who or that employs any person in any trade, occupation, or profes¬ 
sion in Macon County within the meaning of (2) or (3) above. 

(6) The terms “gross receipts” and “compensation” shall have 
the same meaning and both terms shall mean the total gross amount 
of all salaries, wages, commissions, bonuses, or other money payments 
of any kind, or any other consideration having monetary value, which 
a person receives from, or is entitled to receive from or be given credit 
for by his employer for any work done or personal service rendered 
in any trade, occupation, or profession, including any kind of deduc¬ 
tions before take home pay is received; but the terms shall not include 
amounts paid to traveling salesmen or other workers as allowances 
or reimbursement for traveling or other expenses incurred in the busi¬ 
ness of the employer, except to the extent of the excess of such amount 
over such expenses actually incurred and accounted for by the 
employee to his employer. 

(7) The word “licensee” means any person required to file a 
return or to pay the license tax or fee under the ordinance or resolu¬ 
tion levying the license tax or fee. 

Section 4. After the law day of any ordinance or resolution 
adopted pursuant to this Act, each employer shall deduct from each 
payment of compensation due each employee the amount of the li- 
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cense fees due by the employee measured by the compensation due 
the employee. The payments required to be made on account of such 
deductions by employers shall be made quarterly to the county direc¬ 
tor of revenue for the quarterly period ending September 30, De¬ 
cember 31, March 31, and June 30, of each year, on or before the last 
day of the month next following the end of each such quarterly period, 
and each employer shall at the same time make a return on a form 
furnished by the county director of revenue. Provided, however, that 
the failure or omission by an employer to deduct such license fees 
shall not relieve an employee from the payment of such license fees 
and compliance with the requirements for making the return as pro¬ 
vided in the ordinance or resolution levying or imposing the license 
tax or fee or as required by regulations promulgated under such ordi¬ 
nance or resolution. 

Section 5. When a return in form and substance satisfactory 
to the county director of revenue is not filed by an employer and the 
license fees are not paid to the county by such employer, the employee 
for whom no return has been filed and no payment has been made 
shall file a return with the county director of revenue on or before 
January 31 of each year showing in said return the gross receipts 
subject to license fees during the preceding calendar year. If for any 
reason all license fees of a person subject to the provisions of the 
resolution or ordinance were not withheld by his employer from his 
compensation, such person shall file the return required by the county 
director of revenue and shall pay, at the time of the filing thereof, 
to the county the amount of license fees due under the ordinance or 
resolution. 

Section 6. It shall be the duty of the county director of revenue 
to collect and receive all license fees imposed by the ordinance or 
resolution and to keep records showing the amounts received by him 
from each employer and employee. The director or any agent or 
employee designated by him shall be authorized to examine the books, 
papers, and records of any employer or of any licensee in order to 
determine the accuracy of any return made, or if no return was made 
to ascertain the amount of license fees due under the terms of the 
ordinance or resolution by such examination. The director is hereby 
authorized to examine any person under oath concerning any gross 
receipts which were or should have been shown in the return and to 
this end he may compel the production of books, papers, records and 
the attendance of persons before him, whether as parties or as wit¬ 
nesses, whom he believes to have knowledge of such gross receipts or 
compensation, to the extent that any officer empowered to administer 
oaths in this state is permitted to make investigations. 

Section 7. The court of county commissioners, board of reve- 
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nue, or other like governing body of Macon County may adopt, pro¬ 
mulgate, and enforce regulations relating to any matter or thing per¬ 
taining to the administration and enforcement of the provisions of 
this Act, including but not limited to provisions for the re-examination 
and corrections of returns as to which an over-payment or under¬ 
payment is claimed or found to have been made, and the regulations 
so promulgated shall be binding upon all licensees and employers. 

Section 8. All money derived from license taxes or fees levied 
pursuant to this Act shall be paid into the county general fund and 
appropriated in the same manner as other money in said fund.

SENATE JOINT RESOLUTION

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Definitions. The following words, terms and 
phrases where used in this act shall have the following respective 
meanings except where the context clearly indicates a different 
meaning: 

“County” means Bullock County in the State of Alabama. 

“Commissioner” means the Commissioner of Revenue of the 
State. 

“State Department of Revenue” means the Department of 
Revenue of the State. 

“State” means the State of Alabama. 

“State Sales Tax Statutes” means Division 1 of Article 1 of 
Chapter 23 of Title 40 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, 
including all other statutes of the State which expressly set forth 
any exemptions from the computation of the taxes levied in said 
Division 1 and all other statutes which expressly apply to, or purport 
to affect, the administration of said Division 1 and the incidence an 
collection of the taxes imposed therein. 

“State Sales Tax” means the tax or taxes imposed by the State 
Sales Tax Statutes. 

“State Use Tax Statutes” means Article 2 of Chapter 23 of Title 
40 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, including all other 
statutes of the State which expressly set forth any exemption from 
the computation of the tax levied in the said Article 2 and all other 
statutes of the State which expressly apply to or purport to affect 
the administration of the said Article 2 and the incidence and collec¬ 
tion of the taxes imposed therein. 
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“State Use Tax” means the tax or taxes imposed by the State Use 
Tax Statutes. 

“Registered Seller” means the person registered with the State 
Department of Revenue pursuant to the State Use Tax Statutes or 
licensed under the State Sales Tax Statutes. 

“Month” means a calendar month. 

“Quarterly Period” means the period of three months ending on 
the last day of each March, June, September and December. 

Except where another meaning is clearly indicated by the context, 
all definitions set forth in the State Sales Tax Statutes and the State 
Use Tax Statutes shall be effective as definitions of the words, terms 
and phrases used in this act. All words, terms and phrases used herein, 
other than those hereinabove specifically defined, shall have the 
respective meanings ascribed to them in the State Sales Tax Statutes 
and the State Use Tax Statutes and shall have the same scope and 
effect that the same words, terms and phrases have where used in the 
State Sales Tax Statutes and the State Use Tax Statutes. 

Section 2. Privilege or License Tax. There is hereby autho¬ 
rized to be levied in the County, in addition to all other taxes of every 
kind now imposed by law, and to be collected as herein provided, a 
privilege or license tax on account of the business activities and in 
the amount to be determined by the application of rates against gross 
sales or gross receipts, as the case may be, as follows: 

(a) upon every person, firm or corporation (including the State, 
the University of Alabama, Auburn University and all other insti¬ 
tutions of higher learning in the State, whether such institutions 
be denominational, State, county or municipal institutions, any asso¬ 
ciation or other agency or instrumentality of such institutions) en¬ 
gaged or continuing within the County in the business of selling at 
retail any tangible personal property whatsoever, including merchan¬ 
dise and commodities of every kind and character (not including, 
however, bonds or other evidences of debts or stock, nor sales of 
material and supplies to any person for use in fulfilling a contract 
for the painting, repair or reconditioning of vessels, ships and other 
watercraft of over 50 tons burden) an amount of one percent of the 
gross proceeds of sales of the business, except where a different amount 
is expressly provided herein; provided, however, that any person en¬ 
gaging or continuing in business as a retailer and wholesaler or jobber 
shall pay the tax required on the gross proceeds of retail sales of such 
business at the rates specified when his books are kept so as to show 
separately the gross proceeds of sales of each business, and when his 
books are not so kept he shall pay the tax as a retailer, on the gross 
sales of the business; and provided further, that where any used part 
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of an automotive vehicle or truck trailer, semi-trailer or house trailer 
is taken in trade, or in a series of trades, as a credit or part payment 
on the sale of a new or rebuilt part, the tax authorized to be levied 
herein shall be paid on the net difference, that is, the price of the new 
or used part sold less the credit for the used part taken in trade; 
provided however, that this provision shall not be construed to include 
tires or batteries; 

(b) upon every person, firm or corporation engaged or contin¬ 
uing within the County in the business of conducting or operating 
places of amusement or entertainment, billiard and pool rooms, bowl¬ 
ing alleys, amusement devices, musical devices, theatres, opera houses, 
moving picture shows, vaudevilles, amusement parks, athletic con¬ 
tests, including wrestling matches, prize fights, boxing and wrestling 
exhibitions, football and baseball games (including athletic contests 
conducted by or under the auspices of any educational institution 
within the State, or any athletic association, be it denominational, 
state, county or a municipal institution or association or a state, 
county or city school, or other institution, association, or school), 
skating rinks, race tracks, golf courses, or any other place at which 
any exhibition, display, amusement, or entertainment is offered to the 
public or place or places where an admission fee is charged, including 
public bathing places and public dance halls of every kind and de¬ 
scription within the County, an amount of one percent of the gross 
receipts of any such business; 

(c) upon every person, firm or corporation engaged or continuing 
within the County in the business of selling at retail machines used 
in mining, quarrying, compounding, processing and manufacturing 
of tangible personal property an amount of one-half of one percent of 
the gross proceeds of the sale of such machines; provided that the term 
“machine” as herein used shall include machinery which is used for 
mining, quarrying, compounding, processing or manufacturing tangi¬ 
ble personal property and the parts of such machines, attachments 
and replacements therefor, which are made or manufactured for use 
on or in the operation of such machines and which are necessary to 
the operation of such machines and are customarily so used; 

(d) upon every person, firm or corporation engaged or continu¬ 
ing within the County in the business of selling at retail any auto¬ 
motive vehicle, truck, trailer, semi-trailer or house trailer, an amount 
of one-half of one percent of the gross proceeds of the sale of said 
automotive vehicle, truck, trailer, semi-trailer or house trailer; pro¬ 
vided, however, where a person subject to the tax provided for in this 
subsection withdraws from his stock in trade any automotive vehicle 
or truck, trailer, semi-trailer or house trailer for use by him or by his 
employee or agent in the operation of such business, there shall be

paid, in lieu of the tax authorized to be levied herein, a fee of one 
dollar and twenty-five cents ($1.25) per year or part thereof during 
which such automotive vehicle, truck, trailer, semi-trailer or house 
trailer shall remain the property of such person; provided, that each 
such year or part thereof shall be deemed to begin with the day or 
anniversary date, as the case may be, of such withdrawal and shall run 
for the twelve succeeding months or part thereof during which such 
automotive vehicle, truck, trailer, semi-trailer or house trailer shall

(e) upon every person, firm or corporation engaged or continuing 
within the County in the business of selling at retail any machine, 
machinery, or equipment which is used in planting, cultivating and 
harvesting farm products, or used in connection with the production of 
agricultural produce or products, livestock or poultry on farms, and 
the parts of such machines, machinery or equipment, attachments 
and replacements therefore which are made or manufactured for use 
on or in the operation of such machine, machinery, or equipment, 
and which are necessary to and customarily used in the operation of 
such machine, machinery or equipment, an amount equal to one-half 
of one percent of the gross proceeds of the sales thereof; provided, 
however, the one-half of one percent rate herein prescribed with 
respect to parts, attachments, and replacements shall not apply to 
any automotive vehicle or trailer designed primarily for public high¬ 
way use, except farm trailers used primarily in the production and 
harvesting of agricultural commodities; provided, further, that where 
any used machine, machinery, or equipment which is used in planting, 
cultivating, and harvesting farm products; or used in connection with 
the production of agricultural produce or products, livestock and 
poultry on farms is taken in trade or in a series of trades as a credit 
or part payment on a sale of a new or used machine, machinery, 
or equipment, the tax authorized to be levied herein shall be paid on 
the net difference, that is, the price of the new or used machine, 
machinery, or equipment sold, less the credit for the used machine, 
machinery, or equipment taken in trade; and 

(f) upon every person, firm or corporation engaged or continuing 
within the County in the business of selling, through coin-operated 
dispensing machines, food and food products for human consumption, 
not including beverages other than coffee, milk, milk products and 
substitutes therefor, an amount of one percent of the cost of such 
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food, food products and beverages sold through such machines, which 
cost for the purpose of this subsection (f) shall be the gross proceeds 
of sales of such business. 

There are exempted, however, from the provisions of this section 
and from the computations of the amount of the taxes authorized 
to be imposed in this section, the gross receipts of any business and 
the gross proceeds of all sales which are presently exempted under the 
State Sales Tax Statutes from the computation of the amount of the 
State Sales Tax. 

Section 3. Excise Tax. There is hereby authorized to be 
levied and imposed an excise tax on the storage, use or other consump¬ 
tion of property in the County as hereinafter provided in this section: 

(a) an excise tax is hereby authorized to be levied and imposed 
on the storage, use or other consumption in the County of tangible 
personal property (not including, however, materials and supplies 
bought for use in fulfilling a contract for the painting, repairing or 
reconditioning of vessels, barges, ships and other watercraft of more 
than 50 tons burden) purchased at retail on or after the effective date 
of such tax, for the storage, use or other consumption in the County 
on or after the effective date of such tax, at the rate of one percent 
of the sales price of such property, except as provided in subsections 

(b), (c) and (d) of this section; 

(b) an excise tax is hereby authorized to be levied and imposed 
on the storage, use or other consumption in the County of any 
machines used in mining, quarrying, compounding, processing and 
manufacturing of tangible personal property purchased at retail on or 
after the effective date of such tax for storage, use or other consump¬ 
tion in the County, at the rate of one-half of one percent of the sales 
price of any such machine; provided, that the term “machine,” as 
used herein shall include machinery which is used for mining, quar¬ 
rying, compounding, processing, or manufacturing tangible personal 
property and the parts of such machines, attachments and replace¬ 
ments therefor, which are made or manufactured for use on or in the 
operation of such machines and are customarily so used; 

(c) an excise tax is hereby authorized to be levied and imposed 
on the storage, use or other consumption in the County of any auto¬ 
motive vehicle, truck, trailer, semi-trailer or house trailer purchased 
at retail on or after the effective date of such tax for storage, use or 
other consumption in the County at the rate of one-half of one percent 
of the sales price of such automotive vehicle, truck, trailer, semi¬ 
trailer or house trailer; provided, that where any used automotive 
vehicle, truck, trailer, semi-trailer or house trailer is taken in trade 
or in a series of trades, as a credit or part payment on the sale of 
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a new or used vehicle, the tax herein authorized to be levied shall be 
paid on the net difference, that is the price of the new or used vehicle 
sold less the credit for the used vehicle taken in trade; and 

(d) an excise tax is hereby authorized to be levied and imposed 
on the storage, use or other consumption in the County of any 
machine, machinery, or equipment which is used in planting, cultiva¬ 
ting, and harvesting farm products, or used in connection with the 
production of agricultural produce or products, livestock, attachments 
and replacements therefore which are made or manufactured for use 
on or in the operation of such machine, machinery or equipment, 
and which are necessary to and customarily used in the operation of 
such machine, machinery, or equipment, which is purchased at retail 
for storage, use or other consumption in the County at the rate of one- 
half of one percent of the sales price of such property; provided, how¬ 
ever, the one-half of one percent rate herein prescribed with respect to 
parts, attachments, and replacements shall not apply to any auto¬ 
motive vehicle or trailer designed primarily for public highway use, 
except farm trailers used primarily in the production and harvesting 
of agricultural commodities; provided, further, that where any used 
machine, machinery, or equipment which is used in planting, culti¬ 
vating, and harvesting farm products or used in connection with the 
production of agricultural produce or products, livestock, and poultry 
on farms is taken in trade or in a series of trades as a credit or part 
payment on a sale of a new or used machine, machinery, or equipment, 
the tax authorized to be levied herein shall be paid on the net dif¬ 
ference, that is, the price of the new or used machine, machinery, or 
equipment sold, less the credit for the used machine, machinery, or 
equipment taken in trade; and 

(e) an excise tax is hereby authorized to be levied and imposed 
on the classes of tangible personal property, and at the rates au¬ 
thorized to be imposed on such classes, specified in subsections (a), 
(b) or (c) of this section, on the storage, use or other consumption 
in the performance of a contract in the County of any such tangible 
personal property, new or used, the tax to be measured by the sales 
price or the fair and reasonable market value of such tangible personal 
property when put into use in the County, whichever is less; provided, 
however, the tax authorized to be levied and imposed by this sub¬ 
section shall not apply where the taxes authorized to be levied and 
imposed by subsections (a), (b) and (c) of this section apply. 

There are exempted from the provisions of this section, and from 
the taxes authorized to be levied and imposed by this section, the 
storage, use or other consumption of property the storage, use or other 
consumption of which is presently exempted under the State Use Tax 
Statutes from the State Use Tax. Subject to those exemptions, every 
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person storing or using or otherwise consuming in the County tangible 
personal property purchased at retail on or after the effective date of 
such taxes shall be liable for the taxes authorized to be levied and 
imposed by this section, and the liability shall not be extinguished 
until the tax has been paid by such person; provided, however, that 
a receipt from a Registered Seller given pursuant to Section 6 of this 
act to the purchaser of any property to be used, stored or consumed 
in the County shall be sufficient to relieve the purchaser from further 
liability for a tax to which such receipt may refer. 

Section 4. Payment of Taxes; Reports by Taxpayers. The 
taxes authorized to be levied in Section 2 hereof shall be due and 
payable in monthly installments on or before the twentieth day of 
the Month next succeeding the Month in which the tax accrues; and 
the taxes authorized to be levied in Section 3 hereof shall be due and 
payable quarterly on or before the twentieth day of the Month next 
succeeding each Quarterly Period during which the storage, use or 
other consumption of the tangible personal property became taxable 
hereunder, each such Quarterly Period to end on the last day of 
each of the Months of March, June, September and December. The 
taxes authorized to be levied in Section 2 of this act shall be paid to 
and collected by the State Department of Revenue at the same time 
as and along with the payment and collection of the State Sales 
Tax; and the taxes authorized to be levied in Section 3 of this act 
shall be paid to and collected by the State Department of Revenue 
at the same time as and along with the payment and collection of the 
State Use Tax. On or prior to the due dates of the taxes herein 
authorized to be levied, each person subject to such taxes shall file 
with the State Department of Revenue a report or return in such form 
as may be prescribed by the said department, setting forth, with re¬ 
spect to all sales and business that are required to be used as a 
measure of the privilege or license taxes herein authorized to be levied, 
a correct statement of the gross proceeds of all such taxes and the 
gross receipts of all such business, and setting forth, with respect to 
the excise taxes authorized to be levied herein the total sales price of 
all property, the use, storage or other consumption of which became 
subject to the said taxes during the then preceding Quarterly Period. 
Such report shall include all such other items of information pertinent 
to the said taxes and the amount thereof as the State Department 
of Revenue may require. Any person subject to the privilege or license 
taxes authorized to be levied herein may defer reporting credit sales 
until after their collection, and in the event he so defers reporting 
them, he shall thereafter include in each monthly report all credit 
collections made during the Month preceding and shall pay the taxes 
due thereon at the time of filing such report. All reports or returns filed 
with the State Department of Revenue under this section shall be 
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available for inspection by the governing body of the County or its 
designated agent at reasonable times during business hours. 

Section 5. Tax to be Added to Sales Price or Admission Fee. 
Each person engaging or continuing within the County in a business 
subject to the taxes authorized to be levied in Section 2 hereof shall 
add to the sales price or admission fee and collect from the purchaser 
or the person paying the admission fee the amount due by the taxpayer 
on account of said taxes. It shall be unlawful for any person subject 
to the taxes authorized to be levied in the said Section 2 to fail or 
refuse to add to the sales price or admission fee and to collect from 
the purchaser or the person paying the admission fee the amount 
herein authorized to be required to be so added to the sales or admis¬ 
sion price and collected from the purchaser, and it shall likewise be 
unlawful for any person subject to said taxes to refund or offer to 
refund all or any part of the amount so collected or to absorb or 
advertise directly or indirectly the absorption or refund of said taxes 
or any portion thereof. 

Section 6. Special Provisions Respecting Payment of Tax 
Authorized in Section 3; Receipts and Returns by Registered Sellers. 
Every Registered Seller making sales of tangible personal property 
for storage, use or other consumption in the County (which storage, 
use or other consumption is not exempted from the taxes herein 
authorized to be levied pursuant to Section 3 hereof) shall at the time 
of making such sale, or if the storage, use or other consumption of 
such tangible personal property in the County is not then subject to 
the excise taxes herein authorized to be levied, at the time such 
storage, use or other consumption becomes subject to the excise taxes 
herein authorized to be levied, collect the tax from the purchaser 
and shall give to the purchaser a receipt therefor in the manner and 
form prescribed by the State Department of Revenue. On the twen¬ 
tieth day of the Month next succeeding following the close of each 
Quarterly Period, each Registered Seller shall file with the State 
Department of Revenue a return for the then preceding Quarterly 
Period in such form as may be prescribed by the State Department of 
Revenue showing the total sales price of the tangible personal pro¬ 
perty sold by such Registered Seller, the storage, use or other con¬ 
sumption of which became subject to the excise taxes herein autho¬ 
rized to be imposed, during the then preceding Quarterly Period; and 
each return shall be accompanied by a remittance of the amount of 
the taxes required to be collected by such Registered Seller during the 
period covered by the return; provided that any Registered Seller 
may defer collecting the taxes with respect to credit sales until collec¬ 
tion of the proceeds of such sales and may defer reporting credit 
sales until after their collection, but shall thereafter collect the said 
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taxes along with collection of said credit sales, shall include in each 
quarterly report all credit collections made during the preceding 
Quarterly Period and shall remit the taxes with respect thereto at the 
time of filing such report or return. Any person who has paid to a 
Registered Seller the tax with respect to the use, storage or other 
consumption of tangible personal property in the County need not file 
a report or make any further payment of the said tax, but each person 
who purchases tangible personal property the storage, use or other 
consumption of which is subject to the taxes authorized to be imposed 
herein, and who has not paid the said taxes due with respect thereto 
to a Registered Seller, shall report and pay said taxes as required by 
Section 4 hereof. It shall be unlawful for any Registered Seller to fail 
or refuse to add to the sales price and to collect from the purchaser 
the amount of the taxes authorized to be imposed herein or to refund 
or offer to refund or absorb, or to advertise directly or indirectly, 
the absorption of said taxes or any portion thereof. 

Section 7. Enforcement of This Act; Civil Suit; Taxes a Lien. 
The taxes authorized to be imposed by this act shall constitute a 
debt due the County and may be collected by civil suit, in addition 
to all other methods provided by law and in this act. The said taxes, 
together with interest and penalties with respect thereto, shall consti¬ 
tute and be secured by a lien upon the property of any person from 
whom said taxes are due or who is required to collect said taxes. 
All of the provisions of the revenue laws of the State which apply to 
the enforcement of liens for license taxes due the State shall apply 
fully to the collection of the taxes herein authorized to be levied, and 
the State Department of Revenue, for the use and benefit of the 
County as hereinafter specified, shall collect such taxes and enforce 
this act and shall have and exercise for such collection and enforce¬ 
ment all rights and remedies that the State Department of Revenue 
has for collection of the State Sales Tax and the State Use Tax. The 
State Department of Revenue shall have full authority to employ 
such special counsel as it deems necessary from time to time to enforce 
collection of the taxes authorized to be levied by this act and otherwise 
to enforce the provisions of this act, including the institution, prosecu¬ 
tion and defense of any litigation involving this act; and the said 
department shall pay such special counsel such fees as it deems 
necessary and proper from the proceeds of the taxes collected by it 
hereunder. 

Section 8. Applicability of State Sales and Use Tax Statutes. 
All provisions of the State Sales Tax Statutes with respect to pay¬ 
ment, assessment and collection of the State Sales Tax, making of 
monthly reports and keeping the preserving records with respect 
thereto, interest after the due date of said tax, penalties for failure 
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to pay the said tax, make reports or otherwise comply with the State 
Sales Tax Statutes, the promulgation of rules and regulations with 
respect to the State Sales Tax, and the administration and enforce- 
ment of the State Sales Tax Statutes, which are not inconsistent with 
the provisions of this act, when applied to the taxes levied in Section 2 
hereof, shall apply to the taxes authorized to be levied in Section 2- 
and all provisions of the State Use Tax Statutes with respect to 
payment, assessment and collection of the State Use Tax, making 
quarterly reports and keeping and preserving records with respect 
thereto, interest after the due date of the State Use Tax, penalties 
tor failure to pay said tax, make reports or otherwise to comply with

Relating to Cleburne County; providing further for the treating, depositing, dump¬ 
ing, the site or transporting of industrial waste in the county; creating the Cleburne 
County Industrial Waste Committee and providing for the composition of such com¬ 
mittee, the selection of the membership, terms of office, powers and duties; providing for 
meetings and transaction of business; prescribing public hearings on all proposed 
activities and sites for such wastes and recommendation therefor by the committee to 
the appropriate state agencies; and specifically providing that no provision of this 
act shall be construed to amend or repeal any general law relating to regulating 
hazardous or solid wastes. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. There is hereby created the Cleburne County Indus¬ 
trial Waste Committee to consist of: one member, appointed jointly 
by the county’s four municipal governing bodies, for a term of four 
years; one member appointed by each member of the county commis¬ 
sion from within the commissioner’s district. Such appointments by 
the commissioners shall be on staggered terms with the member from 
district 1 appointed for one year, the member from district 2 appointed 
for two years, the member from district 3 appointed for three years 
and the member from district 4 appointed for four years. Thereafter 
their successors in office shall serve four-year terms and until theii 
successors are appointed. The State Forestry Commission member 
from Cleburne County shall serve as an ex officio member and the 
county health officer shall serve ex officio and shall be the secretary of 
the committee. The members shall select a chairman and vice chair¬ 
man from among its membership. All members shall serve without 

pay. 

Section 2. The committee shall meet at the call of the chair¬ 
man, vice chairman or at the request of three or more members, 
with notice as prescribed by the rules of the committee. Provided, 
however, that the organizational meeting of the committee shall be 
held within thirty days of the effective date of this act. 

Section 3. The committee shall prescribe guidelines, not incon¬ 
sistent with the general laws of this state, for the operation of indus¬ 
trial wastes within the county. It shall review all applications for the 
treating, depositing, dumping or transporting such wastes within the 
county. It shall review all applications for industrial waste sites within 
the county, call public hearings therefor and make its recommenda¬ 
tion to the appropriate authority in the state health department. 

Section 4. The provisions of this act shall not be construed to 
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amend or repeal any general laws of this state relating to the regula¬ 
tion of hazardous or solid waste. 

Section 5. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part 
of the act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains.

($3.00) of the monies derived from the charges hereinabove prescribed 
shall be for the use of the juvenile probation division of the Cullman 
County District Court.

To authorize the Etowah County governing body to levy and collect, in addition 
to all other taxes heretofore imposed bv law, a county excise and privilege tax on eveiv 
person severing coal within the county; to provide that the proceeds collected therefrom 
he deposited in the county general fund; to authorize the county governing body to 
inspect the hooks of each person severing coal and to make such reasonable rules and 
regulations as may be necessary to enforce and collect the tax imposed by this Act, 
and to prescribe penalties for the violations of the provisions of this Act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Definitions.—When used in this Act, unless the con¬ 
text plainly indicates otherwise, the following words and phrases 
shall have the meanings respectively ascribed to them by this section: 

(a) “Person” means any individual, firm, partnership, corpora¬ 
tion, association or any combination thereof. 

(b) “Sever” means cutting, mining, stripping or otherwise taking 
or removing from the soil within the county. 

(c) “Ton” means a short ton of 2,000 pounds. 

Section 2. Any laws to the contrary notwithstanding, the 
county governing body of Etowah County is authorized and em¬ 
powered to levy and collect a county excise and privilege tax on 
every person severing coal within the county, in any amount not 
to exceed fifty cents ($0.50) per ton of the coal severed. The tax 
levied shall be in addition to all other taxes heretofore levied and 
imposed by law. 

Section 3. The proceeds collected pursuant to the provisions of 
this Act shall be deposited in the county treasury in the county 
General Fund. 

Section 4. The books of every person engaged in the severing 
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of coal in the county shall be open to inspection by the duly authorized 
agents of the county selected or appointed for the purpose of aiding 
in the collection and enforcement of the tax imposed by this Act. The 
county governing body is authorized and empowered to make such 
reasonable rules, regulations or promulgations as may be necessary 
to enforce and collect the tax hereby imposed, including the imposition 
of a delinquent penalty not to exceed fifteen percent (15%) of the 
amount of such tax; provided, however, such penalty may be waived 
by the county governing body if a good and sufficient reason therefor 
is shown. 

Section 5. Any person who shall fail to comply with the pro¬ 
visions of this Act shall be guilty of a Class A misdemeanor. 

Section 6. The provisions of this Act are supplemental. It shall 
be construed in pari materia with other laws regulating excise and 
privilege taxes on the severance of coal; however, those laws or parts 
of laws which are in direct conflict or inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed.

Renting to Escambia County; to provide an optional and alternative method of 
assessing and paying taxes on and issuing license tags or decals for motor vehicles in 
such county. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . On or after the first day of each month preceding 
the renewal month, the judge of probate of Escambia County may, 
it he elects to do so, mail an application, in the form and containing 
the information hereinafter provided, to all owners of motor vehicles 
listed as such in the motor vehicle license records (including transfers) 
in his office, or, at his option, to such owners as request that such 
application be mailed to them. 

Section 2. The application form shall contain a space for the 
name and address of the owner of the motor vehicle and the make 
model, year and ID number of his motor vehicle and such other 
information with respect thereto as the state department of revenue 
may prescribe. The application form shall also contain a space for the 
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correct amount of ad valorem taxes (state, county, school districts, 
municipal and other) and the amount of the motor vehicle license 
tax due thereon and the issuance fee, including the mailing fee 
provided for by this act. The application form shall also contain a 
space for the owner to fill in his present address, if different from that 
shown in the application form, and a space for his signature. 

Section 3. At the request of the judge of probate of Escambia 
County, the tax assessor of the county shall cause the application 
form to be filled in with the name and address of the owner, the 
description of the motor vehicle and the license tax and fees to become 
due on the first day of the month succeeding, as shown on the license 
registration and transfer records in his office. The tax assessor shall 
cause to be correctly filled in thereon the amount of ad valorem 
taxes on said motor vehicle for the preceding tax year as provided 
by Title 40-12-253, Code of Alabama 1975, as amended. Such appli¬ 
cation forms shall be preprinted with all pertinent information 
thereon, and the cost of same shall be paid by the Escambia County 
governing body and approved as provided by law. The judge of probate 
shall thereupon cause the application, so filled in, to be mailed to the 
owner of the motor vehicle at his address shown thereon or at the 
address to which such owner requests that the application form be 
mailed. 

Section 4. The owner of the motor vehicle shall, if he is still 
the owner of the motor vehicle and if he desires to pay his motor 
vehicle ad valorem taxes and license tax and secure his motor vehicle 
registration tag or decal by mail, sign the application form, indicating 
thereon any necessary change of address, and return the same by mail 
together with his remittance for ad valorem taxes, license taxes and 
fees as shown thereon to the judge of probate. Money orders or checks 
for the payment of such taxes and fees shall be made payable to the 
judge of probate. Upon receipt of the signed application form and the 
remittance for the amount properly due for ad valorem taxes, license 
tax and fees, the judge of probate shall pay over to the tax collector 
the amount paid for ad valorem taxes. The tax collector shall verify 
the correctness of ad valorem taxes paid and make proper receipt 
for same. The judge of probate shall thereupon mail a receipt for such 
taxes and fees, along with the license tag or decal for his motor 
vehicle, to the owner thereof. 

Section 5. When an application is returned to the judge of 
probate unsigned, or when less than the correct amount of the taxes 
and fees due therefor has been paid, due to a change of address or 
other cause, such application shall be returned to the applicant for 
signature or correction. A return of such application or remittance 
shall not, however, extend the time required by law for such taxes 
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to be paid or such tag or decal to be secured. If more than the correct 
amount of taxes and fees is received, the judge of probate shall retain 
the correct amount and return the excess together with the motor 
vehicle tag or decal. 

Section 6. All applications for motor vehicle tags or decals 
by mail, together with the correct amount of taxes and fees due 
thereon must be received by the judge of probate not later than the 
20th day of the renewal month. 

Section 7. The judge of probate shall charge and collect an 
additional fee of one dollar for each motor vehicle license tag or 
decal issued by mail. This fee shall be paid with the mailed request 
for license tags or decals. Such additional fee shall be paid by the 
judge of probate into the county general fund, and the actual expense 
of mailing application forms to the owners of motor vehicles and of 
mailing tags or decals as hereinabove provided shall be paid from the 
county general fund, and approved as provided by law. In addition 
said mailing fee may be adjusted from time to time by the Escambia 
County Commission as may be necessary to cover the actual costs 
of mailing said tags or decals.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Act No. 81-841, H. 1056, 1981 Regular Session, is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

“Section 1. In Escambia County, there is hereby created a 
county jury commission which shall be appointed by the board of 
appointment. Said commission shall be composed of four members, 
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one to be appointed from each county commissioner district. 

“The board of appointment for Escambia County shall be com¬ 
posed of the Circuit Judge, the Probate Judge and the Tax Assessor 
of the county. The Circuit Judge shall be the Chairman of the board 
of appointment. 

“Section 2. The members of the jury commission shall serve 
at the pleasure of the board of appointment and shall serve for terms 
of four years until their successors are appointed and qualified or for 
a shorter term if dismissed for cause by the unanimous action of the 
board of appointment. Vacancies shall be filled by the board of 
appointment as soon as possible upon the occurrence of any vacancy. 
Any commissioner of the jury commission who moves his residence 
from the district which he represents thereby automatically vacates 
his office. Members of the jury commission shall not hold any other 
public office or any political party office, nor shall they be employed 
by any governmental unit in any other capacity. 

“Section 3. (a) The jury commission shall select from among 

its members a chairman at the first regular meeting of each year. The 
commission shall meet at least twice a year for regular meetings 
not to exceed four successive calendar days per meeting unless autho¬ 
rized by the board of appointment. The chairman shall be authorized, 
with consent of the board of appointment, to call special meetings 
of the jury commission. The chairman shall notify all members of the 
jury commission within a reasonable time, of all meetings, regular 
or special, including the time, place and subject matter of the meeting. 

“(b) Three members present at any meeting shall constitute 
a quorum for the transaction of business and a majority vote thereof 
shall be sufficient to transact the business of the jury commission. 

“(c) The jury commission shall perform the duties required 
by law of jury commissions, and shall have and exercise the powers 
and authority of such commission. 

“Section 4. Each member of the jury commission shall be 
entitled to receive $60.00 for each day he is actually engaged in the 
performance of his duties plus mileage on the same basis as mileage 
allowed to employees of the State of Alabama. Such compensation 
shall be paid by the county on certificate of the chairman of the 
jury commission. 

“Section 5. Immediately upon the appointment of the jury 
commission under the provisions of this Act the clerk of the circuit 
court is directed to mail to each member of the said jury com¬

local surveys, land gradings and industrial site drainings incidental to certain industrial 
development, so as to exempt the State Industrial Development Authority from the 
usury laws of the State of Alabama, and to provide that all bonds and income therefrom 
shall be exempt from all state taxation. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Sections 2 and 4 of Act No. 81-843, H. 593, Regular 
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Session 1981, (Acts of Alabama 1981, p. 171) are hereby amended to 
read as follows: 

“Section 2. (a) Authorization to Issue Additional Bonds. In 

addition to all powers heretofore conferred on it by Acts heretofore 
enacted by the Legislature of Alabama, and in addition to all other 
powers conferred on it in this Act, the Authority is hereby authorized 
from time to time to sell and issue its bonds not exceeding three 
million dollars ($3,000,000) in aggregate principal amount, for the 
purpose of making the grants of money authorized in Section 3 
hereof, and to anticipate by the issuance of its bonds the receipt 
of the revenues herein appropriated and pledged. 

“(b) It is further provided that the authority shall be exempt 
from the laws of the State of Alabama governing usury or prescribing 
or limiting interest rates, including, without limitation, the provisions 
of Chapter 8 of Title 8 of the Code of Alabama of 1975, as amended.” 

“Section 4. Details Respecting the Bonds. The bonds of the 
Authority shall be signed by its president and attested by its 
secretary and the seal of the Authority shall be affixed thereto, and 
any interest coupons applicable to such bonds shall be signed by the 
president; provided, that a facsimile of the signature of one, but not 
both, of the said officers may be printed or otherwise reproduced 
on any such bonds in lieu of being manually subscribed thereon, a 
facsimile of the seal of the Authority may be printed or otherwise 
reproduced on any such bonds in lieu of being manually affixed 
thereto, and a facsimile of the president's signature may be printed 
or otherwise reproduced on any such interest coupons in lieu of being 
manually subscribed thereon. Any bonds of the Authority may be 
executed and delivered by it any time and from time to time, and 
shall be in such form or forms and such denomination or denomi¬ 
nations and of such tenor and maturities, shall bear such rate or 
rates of interest, shall be payable at such times and evidenced in 
such manner, and may contain such other provisions not inconsistent 
herewith, all as may be provided by the resolution of the board of 
directors of the Authority under which such bonds are authorized 
to be issued; provided, that no bond of the Authority shall have a 
specified maturity date later than twenty years after its date. Any 
bond of the Authority may be made subject to redemption at the 
option of the Authority at such times and after such notice and 
on such conditions and at such redemption price or prices as may be 
provided in the resolution under which it is authorized to be issued; 
provided, that those bonds of the Authority having specified maturity 
dates more than ten years after their date shall be made subject 
to redemption at the option of the Authority not later than the end 
of the tenth year after their date, and on any interest payment date 
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thereafter, under such terms and conditions and at such redemption 
price or prices as may be provided in the resolution under which such 
bonds are authorized to be issued. Bonds of the Authority may be 
sold from time to time as the board of directors of the Authority 
may consider advantageous, but bonds of the Authority must be sold 
only at public sale, either on sealed bids or at public auction, to the 
bidder whose bid reflects the lowest net interest cost to the Authority 
for the bonds being sold, computed from their date to their respective 
maturities; provided, that if no bid acceptable to the Authority is 
received, it may reject all bids. Notice of each such sale shall be given 
by publication in either a financial newspaper published in the City of 
New York, New York, and also by publication in a daily newspaper 
customarily published in the State of Alabama not less than five days 
during each calendar week, each of which notices must be published at 
least one time not less than ten days before the date fixed for the sale. 
The board of directors of the Authority may fix the terms and 
conditions under which such sale may be held; provided, that none 
of the bonds may be sold for a price less than the face value thereof; 
and provided, further, that such terms and conditions shall not con¬ 
flict with any of the requirements of this Act. Subject to the pro¬ 
visions and limitations contained in this Act, the Authority may from 
time to time sell and issue refunding bonds for the purpose of re¬ 
funding any matured or unmatured bonds of the Authority then 
outstanding. Such refunding bonds shall be subrogated and entitled 
to all priorities, rights and pledges to which the bonds refunded 
thereby were entitled. The Authority may pay out of the proceeds 
of the sale of its bonds attorneys’ fees and the expenses of issuance 
which the said board of directors may deem necessary and advan¬ 
tageous in connection with the issuance of such bonds. No fiscal 
agents’ fees shall be paid in connection with the issuance or sale of 
any bonds. Bonds issued by the Authority shall not be general obli¬ 
gations of the Authority but shall be payable solely out of the funds 
appropriated and pledged therefor in Section 6 hereof. As security 
for the payment of the principal of and interest on the bonds issued 
by it, the Authority is hereby authorized and empowered to pledge 
for payment of such principal and interest the funds that are ap¬ 
propriated and pledged in Section 6 hereof for payment of such 
principal and interest. All such pledges made by the Authority shall 
take precedence in the order of the adoption of the resolutions con¬ 
taining such pledges; provided, that each pledge for the benefit of 
refunding bonds shall have the same priority as the pledge for the 
benefit of the bonds refunded thereby. All contracts made and all 
bonds issued by the Authority pursuant to the provisions of this Act 
shall be solely and exclusively obligations of the Authority and shall 
not constitute or create an obligation or debt of the State of Alabama. 
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All bonds issued by the Authority and the income therefrom shall 
be exempt from all taxation in the state. Any bonds issued by the 
Authority may be used by the holder thereof as security for any 
funds belonging to the state, or to any political subdivision, instru¬ 
mentality or agency of the state, in any instance where security 
for such deposits may be required by law. Unless otherwise directed 
by the court having jurisdiction thereof, or the document that is 
the source of authority, a trustee, executor, administrator, guardian, 
or one acting in any other fiduciary capacity may, in addition to any 
other investment powers conferred by law and with the exercise of 
reasonable business prudence, invest trust funds in bonds of the 
Authority. Neither a public hearing nor consent of the State Depart¬ 
ment of Finance or any other department or agency shall be a pre¬ 
requisite to the issuance of bonds by the Authority.

To amend Section 2 of Act No. 464, H. 1238 of the 1977 Regular Session of the 
Legislature (Acts 1977, p. 603) relating to the salary of the investigator for the district 
attorney’s office in the fourteenth judicial circuit so as to provide further for such salary. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Section 2 of Act No. 464, H. 1238 of the 1977 Regular 
Session of the Legislature (Acts 1977, p. 603) is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 
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“Section 2. The investigator shall receive $14,000 per year as 
total compensation for all duties performed payable from the general 
funds of the county composing the fourteenth judicial circuit in equal 
bi-weekly installments as hereinafter provided. It is further provided 
that the investigator’s salary shall be paid from available funds of the 
Alabama Law Enforcement Planning Agency, so long as such funds 
are available, or from such other federal, state or special funds as 
may not now or hereafter be available for such purposes. So much of 
the salary of the investigator that is not available from the said 
Alabama Law Enforcement Planning Agency, or other federal, state 
or special sources, shall be payable, not to exceed the said limit of 
$14,000 per year, from the county general fund as herein provided. 
Such investigator shall be entitled to receive the same percentage of 
cost of living salary increases as other county employees may receive 
from time to time.” 

Section 2. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

To provide further for the 17th Judicial Circuit; to provide for an expense allowance 
for the district court judges of the 17th Judicial Circuit to be paid by the counties 
comprising the circuit; to repeal conflicting laws; to specifically repeal Act No. 1703, 
H. 2502 of the 1971 Regular Session (Acts 1971, p. 2862), and Act No. 229, H. 487 of the 
1975 Regular Session (Acts 1975, p. 756), both as last amended, establishing the Sumter 
County Court of Record, so as to abolish such court. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Each district court judge of the 17th Judicial Circuit 
shall receive an expense allowance of two hundred fifty dollars ($250) 
per month. Said expense allowance shall be in lieu of any other expense 
allowance for such judges for which the counties comprising the 17th 
Judicial Circuit shall be liable. 

Section 2. The county governing body of each of the counties 
comprising the 17th Judicial Circuit shall pay an equal amount out 
of the respective county general fund for the payment of said expense 
allowance. 

Section 3. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 4. Act No. 1703, H. 2502 of the 1971 Regular Session 
(Acts 1971, p. 2862) and Act No. 229, H. 487 of the 1975 Regular 
Session (Acts 1975, p. 756), as last amended, are hereby specifically 
repealed and all laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act 
are hereby repealed.

To further amend Act No. 497, Regular Session of the Legislature of Alabama 
of 1965; (Ala. Acts, 1965, pp. 717-739) establishing a pension system for employees 
and officers of Jefferson County, Alabama, as heretofore amended. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. It is hereby provided that subsection (e) of Section 
13 of Act No. 497, Regular Session of the Legislature of Alabama 
of 1965 (Ala. Acts, 1965, pp. 717-739) establishing a pension system 
for employees and officers of Jefferson County, Alabama, is amended 
so that said subsection (e)> as hereby amended, will provide thusly: 

(e) Withdrawal of funds by a member who becomes a member 
of another pension system. As herein used, the term “member” means 
a member of the pension system established by this Act, and the term 
‘another pension system” means a pension system established by or 
under a law of the State of Alabama for public officers or public 
employees other than the pension system established by this Act. 
When a member becomes a member of another pension system such 
member shall have the right to withdraw from this pension system. 
In order to accomplish such withdrawal such member shall deliver 
to the pension board a written notice of his election to withdraw 
from this pension system, which notice shall recite the name of the 
other pension system which such member elects to join and shall 
identify the act creating the other pension system. Upon the pension 
board s finding that such member is entitled to withdraw from this 
pension system under the terms of this subsection (e), the member 
shall no longer be a member of this system and contributions by him 
and by the County on his behalf to the pension fund shall cease. 
If the pension board finds that before such member delivered the afore¬ 
said notice to the pension board he had not become entitled to the 
deferred retirement benefit, the pension board will return to such 
member the full amount of his deposits and contributions deducted 
from his salary without interest less one-half of any disability benefits 
paid to him hereunder. If the pension board finds that before such 
member delivered said notice to the pension board he had become 
entitled to elect the deferred retirement benefit, the pension board 
will return to such member the full amount of his salary deductions, 
less one-half of the sum of any disability benefits paid to him, with 
such interest on the amount returned, as aforesaid, as the pension 
board may provide for by its rules and regulations.” 

Section 2. It is hereby provided that Section 14 of Act No. 497, 
Regular Session of the Legislature of Alabama of 1965 (Ala. Acts, 
1965, pp. 717-739) establishing a pension system for employees and 
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officers of Jefferson County, Alabama, is amended so that said Section 
14, as hereby amended, will provide thusly: 

“Section 14. Refund of Contributions on Death of a Member, 
(a) As used in this Section 14, these terms have the meanings here 
given them: “a member’s contributions” means the contributions 
which a member of this pension system makes to the pension fund 
in the form of salary deductions; “the Section 14 refund” means 
the refund of that portion of a member’s contributions, which refund 
this Section 14 requires upon a member’s death; “subsection (c) 
refund” means the refund for which subsection (c) of this Section 14 
provides; “subsection (d) refund” means the refund for which sub¬ 
section (d) of this Section 14 provides; “beneficiary” means the benefi¬ 
ciary or beneficiaries designated by a deceased member to receive the 
Section 14 refund, or such member’s surviving spouse if he has 
designated no beneficiary and if such member’s spouse survives him, 
or such member’s legal representative if such member has designated 
no beneficiary and his spouse does not survive him; and “interest 
rules” means rules of the pension board, adopted as provided for by 
subsection (d) of this Section 14 providing for the pension board to 
pay interest on that part of a deceased member’s contributions which 
this Section 14 requires to be refunded to such deceased member’s 
beneficiary. 

“(b) Whenever a member dies without having received in 
pension payments and/or disability benefits an amount equal to the 
total amount of such member’s contributions less such pension pay¬ 
ments and/or disability benefits, if any, as may have been paid to 
such member, the pension board shall refund to his beneficiary in 
one lump sum the Section 14 refund, which shall be the amount 
specified in subsection (c) or in subsection (d) of this Section 14, 
depending upon which of the two subsections applies. 

“(c) In determining the amount of the refund payable to a 
deceased member’s beneficiary, when the deceased member had not 
become entitled prior to his death to elect a deferred retirement 
benefit, the pension board will apply this subsection (c). When this 
subsection (c) applies, the pension board will pay to the beneficiary 
an amount equal to the total amount of such member’s contributions, 
less such payments and/or disability benefits, if any, as may have 
been paid to such member. When this subsection (c) applies, there 
shall be no interest paid on the amount which the next foregoing 
sentence requires the pension board to refund to the beneficiary. 

“(d) In determining the amount of the refund payable to a 
deceased member’s beneficiary, when the deceased member had be¬ 
come entitled prior to his death to elect a deferred retirement benefit, 
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the pension board will apply this subsection (d). 

When this subsection (d) applies, the amount of the subsection 
(d) refund shall be identical to the subsection (c) refund, provided 
for in subsection (c), next above, unless at the time of such refund 
there are in effect interest rules providing for the payment of interest 
on that portion of a deceased members contributions required to be 
refunded to such member’s beneficiary. 

If at the time of such refund there are in effect interest rules 
providing for the payment of interest on that portion of a deceased 
member s contributions required to be refunded to such member’s 
beneficiary, the pension board will pay to the beneficiary the sub¬ 
section (d) refund which will be equal to the sum of these two 
amounts: 

AMOUNT I, which will be an amount identical to the amount of 
the subsection (c) refund (which is defined in subsection (c), above; 

AMOUNT II, which will be an amount equal to the interest 
which the interest rules provide will be paid on AMOUNT I, above. 

The pension board is hereby authorized to adopt interest rules 
providing for the pension board to pay to a deceased member’s benefi¬ 
ciary interest at the rate prescribed in such rules on that part of a 
deceased member’s contributions which this Section 14 requires to 
be refunded to said beneficiary. The interest rules will prescribe the 
terms and conditions on which such interest will be payable and may 
impose such limitations on the payment of interest as the pension 
board deems appropriate; provided, however, that in no event will 
interest be payable unless the deceased member on whose account 
it is payable became entitled prior to his death to elect the deferred 
retirement benefit. 

(e) The Section 14 refund will not be payable to any benefi¬ 
ciary on account of any member who has agreed with the pension 
board that the said deposits and deductions will remain in the pension 
fund because such member elects the joint and survivorship option 
under Section 11, above. 

Section 3. This Act shall become effective upon its approval 
by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

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AN ACT 

To further amend Section 8 of Act No. 497 of the Regular Session of the Legisla¬ 
ture of Alabama of 1965, establishing a pension system for employees and officers of 
Jefferson County, Alabama, as said Section 8 has been heretofore amended. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . It is hereby provided that Section 8 of Act No. 497 
of the Regular Session of the Legislature of Alabama of 1965, estab¬ 
lishing a pension system for employees and officers of Jefferson 
County, Alabama, as said Section 8 has been heretofore amended, 
is further amended to provide as follows: 

“Section 8. Investment of Funds: The funds of the system not 
currently needed shall be invested in bonds, notes, warrants, and other 
evidences of indebtedness which are direct obligations of the United 
States of America or in securities issued by agencies of the government 
of the United States of America, or in general obligation bonds of the 
State of Alabama, or any county or incorporated city or town of the 
State of Alabama, or in the shares or certificates or savings accounts 
of savings and loan associations, which associations qualify for in¬ 
surance by and are insured in the Federal Savings & Loan Insurance 
Corporation, or in bonds or debentures, preferred stocks or common 
stocks of corporations organized under the laws of the United States 
or any state thereof, or in certificates of deposits or bonds of banks 
organized under Federal laws or under the laws of the State of 
Alabama; provided, however, that not more than the maximum a- 
mount insured by the Federal Savings and Loan Insurance Corpora¬ 
tion shall be invested in any one savings and loan association; and 
provided further that no funds shall be invested in bonds of corpora¬ 
tions unless the issue of such bonds is rated ‘A’ or better by Moody’s 
Investors Service, Inc. or some other nationally recognized bond rating 
service; and provided, that no funds shall be invested in preferred 
stock or common stocks of such corporations unless such preferred 
or common stocks are listed upon an Exchange subject to the juris¬ 
diction of the Securities and Exchange Commission; and, provided, 
further, that the Pension Board shall adopt rules and regulations 
prescribing what percentages of the total assets of the system may be 
invested in preferred stocks and what percentage of the total assets 
of the system may be invested in common stocks. 

The word ‘assets’ when used in this sectipn shall mean the assets 
of the system as shown by the auditor’s report which was published 
with the Pension Board’s latest annual report. 

“The Pension Board shall have the power to authorize, by written 
resolution, adopted by the said Board at a regular or special meeting 
of the Board, a trustee, agent, or fiscal officer of the said Board, to 
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invest funds of the pension system for the said Pension Board, in the 
manner provided for in said resolution and subject to such limitation 
as to the amount of such investments, and subject to such other 
limitation as is specified in said resolution. The authority the Pension 
Board confers on any trustee, agent or fiscal officer of the Board under 
this Act shall be subject to all limitations applying to the Board’s 
power to invest assets of the system”. 

Section 2. This Act shall become effective upon its approval by 
the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To authorize any county of this State having a population of 600,000 or more, 
according to the 19/0 or any succeeding federal decennial census, to reimburse any 
officer or employee of such county whose clothing or equipment is damaged or destroyed 
while he is engaged in the performance of his official duties and is acting within the 
scope of his authority; to provide that a reimbursement hereunder may be less than, 
but shall not be greater than, the actual cost of replacing or repairing the clothing 
or equipment which is the subject of the reimbursement; and to empower the governing 
body of such county to establish procedures for the administration of this act and to 
establish rules and regulations prescribing the conditions on which payments under 
this Act shall be made. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 , This Act shall apply to any county having a popu¬ 
lation of 600,000 or more, according to the 1970 or any succeeding 
federal decennial census. 

As herein used, these terms have the meanings here given them: 
the county means any county subject to this act, and “governing 
body means the county commission or other governing body of the 
county. 

Section 2. When any county officer’s or county employee’s 
clothing or equipment is damaged or destroyed while he is engaged 
in the performance of his official duties and is acting within the line 
and scope of his authority the county is authorized to reimburse 
such officer or employee, to the extent provided for herein, for such 
damage to, or such loss of, his clothing or equipment. No reimburse¬ 
ment paid hereunder shall exceed the actual cost of repairing or 
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replacing the clothing or equipment which is the subject of such 
reimbursement; provided, further, that such reimbursement may be 
less than the actual cost of repairing or replacing such clothing or 
equipment. All reimbursements paid hereunder shall be payable from 
the general funds of the county. 

Section 3. The governing body is hereby authorized to estab¬ 
lish procedures for the administration of this act and to adopt rules 
and regulations prescribing the conditions on which payments under 
this act shall be made. The governing body may repeal or amend 
any such rules or regulations. 

Section 4. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with the pro¬ 
visions of this act are hereby repealed, to the extent of any such 
conflict. 

Section 5. This act shall be effective upon its approval by the 
Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

Relating to Elmore County; to amend section 5 of Act No. 983, H. 1019, Regular 
Session 1971, (Acts 1971, p. 1755) relating to the taxation of certain alcoholic beverages 
in said county, so as to provide further for such tax, and to provide for retroactive 
effect. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Section 5 of Act No. 983, H. 1019, Regular Session 
1971, (Acts 1971, p. 1755) is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“Section 5. The tax hereby levied shall be paid by and through 
the purchase of stamps or decals or such other device or methods 
for evidencing the payment hereof as is prescribed by the governing 
body of Elmore County. The governing body of Elmore County is 
hereby authorized and directed to prescribe the method of evidencing 
the payment of the tax and to have prepared and to purchase stamps, 
decals, or other devices needed or convenient for the enforcement 
and collection of the tax hereby levied. Such governing body shall 
provide for a reasonable compensation to the judge of probate for the 
administration of the terms and provisions of this act. The amount 
of such compensation shall be fixed by agreement between the judge 
of probate and the county governing body. Such governing body 
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shall also adopt rules and regulations reasonably needed to facilitate 
the enforcement and collection of the tax. 

“The county governing body of Elmore County shall also provide 
rules, regulations and administrative machinery and expense for the 
enforcement and collection of the tax levied by this act on malt or 
brewed beverages, and may also provide reasonable compensation to 
sellers and distributors of malt and brewed beverages for affixing 
stamps, decals or other devices evidencing payment of the tax and 
collecting such tax from purchasers.” 

Any and all surplus funds collected under the provisions of this 
Act shall be transferred to the county general fund as of February 1, 
1981. 

Section 2. This amendatory act shall have retroactive effect 
to February 1, 1981, and all actions taken and payments made 
pursuant thereto on and after that date are hereby ratified, validated 
and confirmed.

To amend Sections 136 and 137 of the Alabama Business Corporations Act, Act 
No. 80-633, H. 81, 1980 Regular Session (Acts 1980, p. 1094), appearing as Sections 
10-2A-260 and 10-2A-261 in 1980 Replacement Volume 7 of the Code of Alabama 
1975, so as to provide that information filed by corporations pursuant to Section 
40-14-21 and 40-14-22, Code of Alabama 1975, shall constitute and be accepted in lieu 
of the requirement of filing annual reports under the Sections referred to hereinabove 
and to amend Section 10-2A-281, Code of Alabama 1975, which provides for fees for 
filing certain documents, so as to eliminate the fee for filing an annual report. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Section 10-2A-260, of the Code of Alabama, 1975, 
is amended as follows: 

“§ 10-2A-260. (a) Each domestic corporation, and each foreign 

corporation authorized to transact business in this state, shall file, 
within the time prescribed by this chapter, an annual report setting 
forth: 

“(1) The name of the corporation and the state or country 
under the laws of which it is incorporated. 

“(2) The address of the registered office of the corporation in this 
state, and the name of its registered agent in this state at such 
address, and, in case of a foreign corporation, the address of its 
principal office in the state or country under the laws of which it 
is incorporated. 

“(3) A brief statement of the character of the business in which 
the corporation is actually engaged in this state. 

“(4) The names and respective addresses of the president and 
secretary of the corporation. 

“(b) Such annual report shall be made on prescribed forms and 
the information therein contained shall be given as of the date of the 
execution of the report. I shall be executed for the corporation by 
its president, a vice-president, secretary, an assistant secretary, or 
treasurer, and verified by the officer executing the report, of, if the 
corporation is in the hands of a receiver or trustee, it shall be executed 
on behalf of the corporation and verified by such receiver or trustee. 

“(c) The public record information filed with the Department 
of Revenue, pursuant to Sections 40-14-21 and 40-14-22, Code of 
Alabama 1975, shall constitute and be accepted in lieu of the annual 
report required pursuant to this Section.” 
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Section 2. Section 10-2A-261 of the Code of Alabama, 1975, is 
amended as follows: 

§ 10-2A-261. Such annual report of a domestic or foreign 
corporation shall be delivered to the secretary of state between the 
first day of January and the fifteenth day of March of each year 
except that the first annual report of a domestic or foreign corporation 
shall be filed between the first day of January and the fifteenth day 
of March of the year, next succeeding the calender year in which its 
certificate of incorporation or its certificate of authority, as the case 
may be, was issued by the secretary of state. Proof to the satisfaction of 
the secretary of state that prior to the fifteenth day of March such 
report was deposited in the United States mail in a sealed envelope, 
properly addressed, with postage prepaid, shall be deemed a compli¬ 
ance with this requirement. If the secretary of state finds that such 
report conforms to the requirements of this chapter, he shall file the 
same. If he finds that it does not so conform, he shall promptly return 
the same to the corporation for any necessary corrections, in which 
event the penalties hereinafter prescribed for failure to file such report 
with the time hereinabove provided shall not apply, if such report is 
corrected to conform to the requirements of this chapter and returned 
to the secretary of state within 30 days from the date on which it was 
mailed to the corporation by the secretary of state. 

“The public record information filed with the Department of 
Revenue, pursuant to Sections 40-14-21 and 40-14-22, Code of 
Alabama 1975, shall constitute and be accepted in lieu of the annual 
report required pursuant to this Section.” 

Section 3. Section 40-14-21 of the Code of Alabama, 1975, is 
amended as follows: 

“§ 40-14-21. Every foreign or nonresident corporation and all 
corporations organized under or by authority of the laws of any state 
or government other than the state of Alabama, in addition to other 
license and privelege taxes required to be paid by law, and for the 
purpose of registration and to prevent the duplication of names and in 
order to secure for the public record, for taxation and for other 
purposes, the names and addresses of the said corporations and indi¬ 
vidual officers thereof, shall be required to procure from the depart¬ 
ment of revenue, when it is admitted or authorized by law to do 
business and annually thereafter, a permit, which permit shall be 
prepared by and countersigned by the comptroller and shall be 
delivered by the comptroller to the department of revenue in a well- 
bound book with the stub and blanks therein showing the date thereof, 
the names of the corporations when issued and the character of 
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business engaged in by said corporation. The issuance of such permit 
to any such corporation shall be prima facie evidence of its having 
complied with all the laws required of it before engaging in business 
in this state. For all such permits said corporation shall, upon admis¬ 
sion and when authorized to do business as a corporation and 
annually thereafter, on or before March 15 of every year pay to 
the department of revenue a fee of $5.00 per annum or for a part 
of a year, if the capital employed in this state of such corporation 
is less than $1,000.00; if capital employed is $1,000.00 and not over 
$10,000.00, it shall pay the sum of $10.00; if the capital employed 
in this state is in excess of $10,000.00 but not in excess of $25,000.00, 
a fee of $20.00 shall be paid; if the capital employed in this state is 
in excess of $25,000.00 and not in excess of $50,000.00 the fee shall 
be $50.00; and if the capital employed in this state is in excess of 
$50,000.00, the fee shall be $100.00. The tax base under this section 
shall be upon the actual amount of capital employed as determined 
under section 40-14-41. The department of revenue shall keep a full 
and complete account of all moneys received by it for and on account 
of such permit and shall pay the same into the state treasury as all 
other moneys collected or received by it are paid into the state 
treasury. No corporation, its agents, officers or servants shall transact 
any business for or in the name of such corporation within the state 
of Alabama without having first procured said permit, and all con¬ 
tracts, engagements or undertakings or agreements with, by or to such 
corporations made without obtaining such permit shall be null and 
void. Application for said permit shall be made by said corporation 
as provided by law, giving the name and address of said corporation, 
its principal place of business where organized, its principal place of 
business in Alabama, its agent upon whom process can be served, 
his address and the names of the president and secretary of said 
corporation, and the names and addresses of its directors residing in 
Alabama. Strictly benevolent, educational or religious corporations 
shall not be required to pay such permit fee. 

“The application shall also include the state or country under 
the laws of which said incorporation is incorporated, the address of 
the registered office of the corporation in this state and the name of 
its registered agent in this state at such address, and, in the case of a 
foreign corporation, the address of its principal office in the state 
or country under the laws of which it is incorporated, as well as a 
brief statement of the character of business in which the corporation 
is actually engaged in this state and the names and addresses of the 
president and secretary of said corporation. 

“Only information secured as a public record shall be transferred 
to the office of the Secretary of State to be maintained for public 
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information purposes/’ 

“The Secretary of State is only authorized to certify as a part 
of the records of the Secretary of State’s office information filed with 
the Department of Revenue pursuant to this Section which is secured 
as a public record. 

“For purposes of this Section, the certification by an officer of the 
corporation, the receiver or trustees empowered to execute this appli¬ 
cation shall have the same legal effect as if made under oath.” 

Section 3. Section 40-14-22 of the Code of Alabama, 1975, is 
amended as follows: 

§ 40-14-22. Every domestic corporation organized under or by 
authority of the laws of the state of Alabama, in addition to other 
license and privelege taxes required to be paid by law, and for the 
purpose of registration and to prevent the duplication of names and in 
order to secure for the public record, for taxation and for other 
purposes the names and addresses of the said corporations and indi¬ 
vidual officers thereof, shall be required to procure from the depart¬ 
ment of revenue, when it is authorized by law to do business and 
annually thereafter, a permit, which permit shall be prepared by 
and countersigned by the comptroller, and shall be delivered by the 
comptroller to the department of revenue in a well-bound book with 
the stub and blanks therein showing the date thereof, the names of 
the corporations and when issued and the character of business 
en 8 a £ e d in by said corporation. The issuance of such permit to any 
such corporation shall be prima facie evidence of its having complied 
with all the laws required of it before engaging in business in this 
state. For all such permits said corporation shall, when authorized 
to do business as a corporation and annually thereafter, on or before 
March 15 of every year, pay to the department of revenue a fee of 
$10.00 per annum or for a part of a year if the paid capital stock 
of such corporation is less than $25,000.00; if more than $25,000.00 
and not over $50,000.00, it shall pay the sum of $20.00; if the paid 
capital stock is in excess of $50,000.00, but not in excess of $100,000.00, 
a fee of $30.00 shall be paid; if the paid capital stock is in excess 
of $100,000.00 and not in excess of $150,000.00, the fee shall be $50.00; 
if the paid capital stock is in excess of $150,000.00, the fee shall be 
$100.00. The department of revenue shall keep a full and complete 
account of all moneys received by it for and on account of such 
permit and shall pay the same into the state treasury as all other 
moneys collected or received by it are paid into the state treasury. 
If any corporation fails or refuses to take out the permit herein 
provided for within two and one-half months after January 1, such 
corporation shall be required to pay a penalty of $5.00 per day for 
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each day’s delinquency; provided further, that for good cause the 
department of revenue may relieve any domestic corporation of all 
or any part of the penalty imposed herein. Application for said permit 
shall be made by said corporation, its principal place of business 
where organized, its principal place of business in Alabama, its agent 
upon whom process can be served, his address and the names of 
the president and secretary of said corporation. Strictly benevolent, 
educational or religious corporations shall not be required to pay 
such permit fee. 

“The application shall also include the state or country under the 
laws of which said incorporation is incorporated, the address of the 
registered office of the corporation in this state and the name of its 
registered agent in this state at such address, and, in the case of a 
foreign corporation, the address of its principal office in the state or 
country under the laws of which it is incorporated, as well as a brief 
statement of the character of business in which the corporation is 
actually engaged in this state and the names and addresses of the 
president and secretary of said corporation. 

“Only information secured as a public record shall be transferred 
to the office of the Secretary of State to be maintained for public 
information purposes.” 

“The Secretary of State is only authorized to certify as a part 
of the records of the Secretary of State’s office information filed 
with the Department of Revenue pursuant to this Section which is 
secured as a public record.

Section 4. Section 10-2A-281, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

“§ 10-2A-281. (a) In lieu of all other charges and fees the 

probate judge shall charge and collect in accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of this chapter: 

“(1) Filing articles of incorporation and issuing a certificate of 
incorporation, $20.00 for the state of Alabama and $25.00 for the 
probate judge. 

“(2) Filing articles of corrections, $10.00 for the probate judge. 

“(3) Filing articles of amendment and issuing a certificate of 
amendment, $10.00 for the probate judge. 

“(4) Filing restated articles of incorporation, $25.00 for the 
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probate judge. 

“(5) Filing articles of merger or consolidation and issuing a 
certificate of merger or consolidation, $75.00 for the state of Alabama 
and $25.00 for the probate judge. 

“(6) Filing an application to reserve a corporate name, $5.00 for 
the state of Alabama.

The purpose 
and function of the board shall be to promote and encourage the 
growth and public support of aviation, especially general aviation 
within the state by providing official and public recognition and honor 
to individuals, living or dead, who by extraordinary achievement 
and service have made outstanding and substantial contributions to 
aviation in Alabama. Persons to receive such recognition may be 
residents of the state who receive national recognition for aviation 
achievements elsewhere, or non-residents who contributed directly to 
aviation in this state. 
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“Section 41-9-721. The board shall meet annually by the first 
day of March each year and at such other times as called either by 
the chairman or upon petition for such meeting submitted by three 
or more members. The board shall be composed of seven Alabama 
residents, who shall serve for terms as herein prescribed until a 
successor is named or they are reappointed. Two members shall be 
appointed by the governor of Alabama for terms of four years and six 
years, one shall be appointed by the trustees of the Southern Museum 
of Flight for a term of six years, and one each by the mayors or 
chief executives of Mobile, Montgomery, Huntsville and Birmingham.

any dentist, physician or individual who serves as a consultant or 
employee to one of said committees established by a dental society 
or dental association to review any aspect of dental care at the 
request of a government agency, a patient, dentist, provider of dental 
benefits or third party insurer shall not be liable to any person for 
damages as a result of any action taken or recommendation made 
by him within the scope of his function as a member of or employee 
or consultant to such review committee if such action was taken or 
recommendation made without malice and in a reasonable belief that 
such action or recommendation is warranted by the facts made known 
to him. No dental association or dental society shall be liable for 
damages for any action taken or recommendation made by a review 
committee or any member of said committee or consultants or em¬ 
ployees to said committee.

No provider of dental care services 
or recipient of same or fiscal intermediary or government agency shall 
be bound by a ruling of a review committee established pursuant 
to this section on a controversy, dispute or question unless he agrees 
in advance either specifically or generally to be bound by the ruling. 

“(d) All information, interviews, reports, statements or memo¬ 
randa furnished to any committee as defined in this section, and any 
findings, conclusions or recommendations resulting from the pro¬ 
ceedings of such committee are declared to be privileged.

Section 1 . Section 16-13-145 of the Code of Alabama 1975, is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

“§16-13-145. (a) Any county or city board of education shall 

have authority during any fiscal year upon the recommendation of 
the county or city superintendent of education, as the case may be, 
to borrow money in anticipation of the current revenues for that 
fiscal year and to pledge the current revenues for said fiscal year for 
the payment of such loan or loans if funds on hand are not sufficient 
to pay the salaries of teachers and to meet the current expenses when 
due; provided, that the party or parties making such loan or loans 
to a board of education shall not be put upon inquiry as to the validity 
of such indebtedness because of this provision. The total amount of 
such loans a board of education may have outstanding at any time 
during the fiscal year shall be determined as follows: From the total 
estimate of current revenue of that board of education for that fiscal 
year, which estimate is approved by the state superintendent of 
education, deduct the sum of the current revenue already received 
for that fiscal year and the principal and interest due on school war¬ 
rants during that fiscal year and unpaid at that time and the difference 
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shall be the maximum amount of current loans said board of education 
can have outstanding in anticipation of current revenue at any given 
time. All such current loans shall be due and payable not later than 
the close of the fiscal year for which the current revenue is pledged 
provided that if the state of Alabama makes the final apportionment 
of school funds for a fiscal year after the close of that fiscal year, such 
loans may be extended at the close of the fiscal year until such time 
as the state makes its final apportionment. If for any reason at the 
close of a fiscal year a board of education does not have on hand 
sufficient funds to retire all current loans, the party or parties making 
such loans to the board of education shall not be put upon inquiry 
as to the validity of such loan or loans due to any provision of this 
article and any such loans unpaid at the close of any fiscal year shall 
become a first lien on the current revenue of the succeeding fiscal 
year subject only to the prior lien of principal and interest due on 
school warrants if such warrants are outstanding. At no time shall 
loans be secured to meet the current expenses in any year which shall 
pledge the school revenues of any other fiscal year; provided, that 
expenditures for teachers’ salaries for services rendered and for trans¬ 
portation for the scholastic year, July 1 to June 30, inclusive, for any 
year, and expenditures for fuel and school supplies to be consumed 
in the scholastic year, July 1 to June 30, inclusive, for any year, shall 
be paid from receipts for that fiscal year, October 1 to September 30, 
inclusive, which begins October 1 after the beginning of the scholastic 
year, or from cash on hand and county and city boards of education 
shall have authority upon the recommendation of the county or city 
superintendent of education, as the case may be, to borrow money to 
pay for such expenditures and to pledge therefor the school revenue for 
that fiscal year from which such expenditures are to be paid; provided, 
that such loan must be repaid during that fiscal year for which the 
school revenue is pledged. 

4 ’(b) Notwithstanding the provisions of subsection (a) of this 
section, section 16-13-144, or any other provision of law, any county 
or city board of education upon the recommendation of the county 
or city superintendent of education shall have authority to contract 
with the Tennessee Valley Authority for the purpose of obtaining 
funds from the Tennessee Valley Authority’s Commercial and Indus¬ 
trial Energy Conservation Financing Plan or any similar plan de¬

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ADDRESS TO THE JOINT LEGISLATURE 
SPECIAL SESSION 
NOVEMBER 3, 1981 

Governor McMillan, Speaker McCorquodale, ladies and gentle¬ 
men of the Legislature, and my fellow Alabamians. Thank you for 
providing me this opportunity to address you tonight. 

I have called this special session to ask you to pass proposed 
legislation for utilization of a 449-million-dollar, one-time windfall oil 
bonus that belongs to the people of Alabama. A one-time bonus paid 
to the State of Alabama in April of 1981 for the right to drill for oil 
on designated areas in the Mobile Bay area. We have only the Good 
Lord to thank for this gift. We have a heavy responsibility to be good 
stewards of 449 million dollars and insure that every penny is used 
in the public interest. 

I submit to you that to be good stewards, we must guarantee 
that three conditions are fully met: 

1) Preserve the principal for future generations to use. My 
recommendation to you guarantees that 20 years from now that 
generation of Alabamians will have the 449 million dollars intact to 
use all over again. 

2) Maximize buying power 100 percent now for the public’s ben¬ 
efit by avoiding the negative effect of inflation. My recommendation 
to you guarantees maximum value to the public in appropriated, 
known facilities which, once created, no politician can ever take away. 

3) Insure that not one dime of this one-time windfall bonus is 
used to enlarge or enrich the operating costs of government. (Re¬ 
member, this is a one-time windfall; it will not reoccur.) My recom¬ 
mendation to you does exactly that, with one exception being Prisons, 
where we must have additional capacity if we are to lock up all the 
criminals that ought to be locked up. 

First, I wish to advise you that by March 1, 1982, the State of 
Alabama will have earned interest of 57 million dollars on the prin¬ 
cipal of the oil bonus. I recommend the following appropriations from 
the interest only: 

1) $19.5 million to the Alabama Housing Finance Authority 
which will allow this agency to create 200 million dollars per year 
for three years in low-interest home-mortgage financing for low — and 
middle-income Alabama families. This action carries a favorable ratio 
of 30:1 on your appropriation. It will generate 600 million dollars in 
home construction over the next 36 months, creating 6000 construc¬ 
tion jobs which will impact very favorably on Alabama’s economy. 
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2) $6.0 million to Alabama counties to pay them for feeding and 
housing state prisoners. This amount, plus the six million dollars you 
have already appropriated in this year’s budget, should clear that 
obligation. 

3) $10.0 million to create a research fund for higher education 
to use in the development of services for high-technology industry 
in order to attract the higher-paying jobs to Alabama. 

4) In addition, we estimate that by March 1, 1982, construction 
billings from Prisons and Mental Health will be 10.5 million dollars. 
When you subtract the sum total of these appropriations and expen¬ 
ditures from 57 million dollars accrued interest, you have an interest 
balance at March 1,1982, of 11 million dollars. 

Secondly, I recommend that we create a perpetual trust fund for 
the oil bonus money and purchase 20-year U.S. Treasury Notes with 
the principal of 449 million dollars plus the 11 million dollars remain¬ 
ing interest, all totaling 460 million dollars in U.S. Treasury Notes. 
This does two things for sure: 

a) It guarantees 100-percent preservation of the principal, and 

b) It enables the State to issue its general obligation bonds to 
fund a variety of capital projects, while improving its present 
credit rating and eliminating any threat to existing or 
future tax revenues. 

Thirdly, I recommend that we issue General Obligation Bonds 
of the State of Alabama and deposit the net proceeds of 507 million 
dollars in the State Treasury for deposit in Alabama lending institu¬ 
tions. This maximizes purchasing power of windfall bonus on behalf 
of the public as you increase 460 million dollars of citizens’ money 
to 507 million dollars of citizens’ money. 

Let us suppose that one day a rich uncle gave you one million 
dollars and you knew this was a one-time shot, non-recurring, and 
you had a little girl or little boy one year old and you wanted to use 
the money for the total well-being of you and your child. 

How better could you use the one million dollars than to put 
it all in U.S. Treasury Notes with a guaranteed income stream into 
your bank account that would allow you to go to your banker and 
borrow $1,100,000. You see, you have made yourself and your son 
or daughter 10 percent right off the bat. Then you take the one 
million dollars plus the $100,000 and buy a home, a farm, a shop, a 
factory, a store, machinery and equipment, or other things of value 
that will grow in value which you and your child and your future 
grandchildren can use to make a living — all the while knowing beyond 
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any shadow of a doubt that 20 years later, when your child is 21 years 
old, the original one million dollars will be released to him intact, 
guaranteed, and your banker will be fully paid off, guaranteed. That 
is good business and your rich uncle would be proud of you. 

Fourth, I recommend that we adopt a five-year construction 
schedule over which time the balance in our construction fund will 
earn another 150 million dollars for the people of Alabama. You have 
further maximized the value to be received by all citizens. 

Fifth, you now have 657 million dollars to meet the capital needs 
of your constituents, the people of Alabama. 

You have a list that identifies and details the projects so every¬ 
body will know what they are getting. This list has been given to the 
press to inform the public of all projects. Nothing is left to the political 
whim of tomorrow. The people should not be asked to buy a pig in 
a poke for the next 20 years. I recommend that we buy the following 
assets for all Alabama citizens. 

1) 150 million dollars for education; the majority of that money 
going to our 127 local school systems for renovation and construction 
of classrooms in Grades K-12. The first 75 million dollars to be allo¬ 
cated on a per-pupil basis. This means right off the bat, NOW: 

1. $ 11 , 827,500 for Jefferson County School Systems 

2. $ 6 , 195,000 for Mobile County School Systems 

3. $ 742,500 for Autauga County School Systems 

4. $ 1 , 507,500 for Baldwin County School Systems 

5. $ 652,500 for Clarke County School Systems 

6. $ 907,500 for Coffee County School Systems 

7. $ 1,065,000 for Jackson County School Systems 

8. $ 540,000 for Marengo County School Systems 

9. $ 1,223,836 for Montgomery County School Systems 

10. $ 1,837,500 for Morgan County School Systems 

And a pro-rata amount for each of our other 117 systems. 

Our schools of postsecondary and higher education certainly have 
some capital needs. I believe many of these needs can be met with 
70 million dollars in existing bond capacity to be made available to 
them as soon as possible. This source of funding is totally unrelated 
to the oil bonus money and should be available by Christmas or 
shortly thereafter. 

2) 300 million dollars for widening, repair, and construction of 
bridges and highways.

3) 65.0 million dollars for Mental Health. You have already 
made this appropriation which you were so right in doing, and I thank 
you. 
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4) 45.0 million dollars for Prisons. You have already made this 
appropriation which you were so right in doing, and I thank you. Let 
me report that a 1000-inmate prison is well under construction in St. 
Clair County, and construction of a 1000-inmate prison in Jefferson 
County is getting started. I must, however, request an additional 20 
million dollars to build a third 1000-inmate prison in the Tennessee 
Valley. Only then will the State of Alabama be able to lock up all 
the dangerous criminals that ought to be locked up. When it comes 
to fighting crime, let us be men and women of action, not words. 

4) 50.0 million dollars to initiate a joint venture with the federal 
government to deepen the Mobile Ship Channel from 40 feet to 55 
feet. Upon completion of this project, Alabama would have the only 
deep water port on the Gulf Coast, thus giving Alabama industry, 
mining, and agriculture a competitive advantage in transportation 
costs. These funds will also be available for the construction and 
improvement of up-state docks facilities on Alabama’s navigable 
waters. 

5) 10.0 million dollars for a new Highway Department building 
at the old Kilby Prison site (existing “shop and warehouse” facilities), 
thus enabling the state to renovate the present Highway Department 
building and house those state agencies now renting space outside the 
Capitol complex. This is an economic measure which will result in 
significant savings to the state. 

6) 12 million dollars to fix the Capitol. You are, of course, famil¬ 
iar with this problem. And we guarantee—NO BUGS! 

7) 7 million dollars for the Conservation Department to acquire 
public hunting and fishing lands under the Wildlife Heritage Program 
of the State; for capital improvement needs too long deferred in our 
state parks; shell planting and oyster improvement; equipment for 
enforcement and Oil and Gas Board monitoring; providing adequate 
water access for industrial development, with particular emphasis on 
our seafood and marine industries; and the continuance of our public 
fishing lake development. 

8) One-half million dollars to purchase new equipment for the 
Alabama Public Television Network, our educational television. 

I believe the people of Alabama need and deserve these projects. 
Out there across this state I ask the people to let me know if this 
is right. Let Speaker McCorquodale know. Let Governor McMillan 
know. Let your legislators know if you need renovated or new 
classrooms for your children’s sake; roads and bridges for your cars; 
trucks and school buses to travel on; prisons to safeguard the public, 
the women, the children and the elderly; the only deep-water port 
on the Gulf Coast to bring industry, trade, commerce and jobs to 
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Alabama; and over 12,000 new construction jobs for Alabamians; and 
all the others. 

There are those who evidently want to deny you these facilities 
to be purchased with your own money—the oil bonus. I say if you 
don t need these facilities and the jobs created from construction of 
these facilities, then I would propose we take the full 449 million 
dollars and divide it equally among the some one million households 
in the state and send every Alabama family a cash Christmas bonus 
of $449. 

There are those who say leave the money in the Treasury and 
let the people take pot luck on what they will get. Well, you have 
heard that for forty years but where are the roads and bridges and 
school houses? There are those who say all the projects in the Gover¬ 
nor s plan can be completed by 1989 anyway, and paid for from the 
interest on the principal of the oil money. Well, let's look at the simple 
arithmetic. 

You have a chart that shows 12 percent interest on the corpus 
of 449 million dollars will yield $53,880,000 per year. At this rate, it 
will take you three full years to fund the Housing Finance Authority 
and pay for Prisons and Mental Health. 

Now, if you subtract the 130 million dollars for Prisons and 
Mental Health from the 657 million dollars in my plan, you have 527 
million dollars left to buy facilities now. How long will it take the 
other plan? Let’s take a close look. (SEE HANDOUT.) What is 
guaranteed for the people by the other plan? Nothing. 

In summary, if you adopt my plan: 

1. You guarantee the principal of the 449-million-dollar oil wind¬ 
fall bonus is preserved in the perpetual trust fund. 

2. You create 600 million dollars in low-interest home mortgages 
for Alabama s low- and middle-income families, and construc¬ 
tion from this mortgage money will create 6000 construction 
jobs. 

3. You pay our county governments in full for boarding state 
prisoners. 

4. You provide funding to implement research and development 
through our institutions of higher learning. 

5. You secure for the people of Alabama 657 million dollars in 
much-needed capital assets. The construction of these capital 
assets will create an additional 6555 construction jobs, bringing 
the total to 12,555 new construction jobs. 
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6. And finally, you insure that all the citizens of Alabama will 
receive maximum value from the oil windfall bonus while pre¬ 
serving the principal 100 percent. 

I wish to express my gratitude to many of you who have expressed 
support of our plan, and, especially, I want to thank Senator John 
Teague of Childersburg, and Representative George Clark of Eutaw 
for sponsoring and handling the proposed legislation. 

Governor McMillan, Speaker McCorquodale, ladies and gentle¬ 
men of the Legislature. You have my plan, you have the necessary 
legislation to enact my plan. 

You represent the fine people of this state. They have entrusted 
you to be good stewards with their money. I urge you to maximize 
the use of this bonus money to benefit Alabama—now—and for the 
children of future generations. 

It is in your hands.

AN ACT 

To propose an amendment to the constitution to provide that the legislature may 
by local law, authorize the county governing body of Winston to further promote and 
provide forest fire protection within the county, assess in whole or part the cost thereof, 
by levying a tax on lands other than on ad valorem basis; it prescribes the manner 
for levying, collecting and distributing such assessments. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . The following amendment to the Constitution of 
1901 is proposed and shall become valid as a part of the Constitution 
when approved by a majority of the qualified electors voting thereon 
and upon proclamation by the Governor: 

PROPOSED AMENDMENT 

The legislature may prescribe by local law for Winston County 
for forest fire protection in the county and may authorize the county 
governing body to further promote and provide for tax on acreage, 
on a basis other than ad valorem, therefor. The legislature may pro¬ 
vide for the manner for levying and collecting such assessments and 
the distribution thereof. The legislature may further provide for the 
administration of such forest fire protection promotion. 

Section 2. An election upon the proposed amendment is or¬ 
dered to be held at the next statewide general or special election after 
the expiration of three months from final adjournment of the current 
session of the legislature. The election shall be held in accordance with 
the provisions of Sections 284 and 285 of the Constitution of Alabama, 
as amended, and Sections 17-17-1 through 17-17-6 of the Code of Ala¬ 
bama 1975. 

Section 3. Notice of the election and of the proposed amend¬ 
ment shall be given by proclamation of the Governor, which procla¬ 
mation shall be published once a week for four successive weeks next 
preceding the day appointed for the election in a newspaper in each 
county of the state. In every county in which no newspaper is pub¬ 
lished, a copy of the notice shall be posted at each courthouse and 
post office.

AN ACT 

To authorize a procedure whereby the Sheriff of Madison County, Alabama is 
authorized to offer for public auction to the highest bidder for cash abandoned and 
stolen personal property which has been recovered by the Sheriffs Department of 
Madison County and stored by said Department but which has been unclaimed after 
six (6) months; to provide that such auctions are to be made after notice of the time 
and place thereof shall have been given publication once a week for two weeks in a 
newspaper of general circulation published in Madison County, Alabama or by posting 
in a conspicuous place at the Madison County Courthouse; to provide that the first 
publication or posting of said notice shall be twenty days before the said auction; to 
provide a procedure for the conduct of said auction; to provide that the owner of any 
of the abandoned or stolen property recovered and stored by the Sheriff of Madison 
County, Alabama may redeem the same at anytime prior to its sale by paying any 
reasonable storage or maintenance costs incurred and a pro rata cost of publication 
and further providing that after deducting and paying all expenses incurred in storing 
or auctioning the said property, all proceeds from the sale of said property shall be 
paid into the office of the Sheriff of Madison County, Alabama. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . The Sheriff of Madison County, Alabama is hereby 
authorized to sell at public auction, in the manner provided in this 
Act, abandoned and stolen personal property recovered by the 
Sheriffs Department of Madison County, Alabama which said prop- 
erty has remained unclaimed by the rightful owner thereof for a period 
of six (6) consecutive months. 

Section 2. The Sheriff of Madison County, Alabama shall keep 
and maintain a permanent record of all abandoned and stolen per¬ 
sonal property recovered by the Sheriffs Department of Madison 
County, Alabama which said records shall state the description of the 
property, the date of recovery of said property, the serial or other 
identifying number of said property and the place of recovery of said 
property. Such records shall be open to public inspection at all 
reasonable times. All abandoned or stolen property recovered by the 
Sheriffs Department of Madison County, Alabama shall be stored 
in a suitable place to protect the same from deterioration; provided, 
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that if said property be of a perishable nature, after reasonable at¬ 
tempts have been made to locate and identify the owner thereof, if 
such attempts be unsuccessful, the same may be sold at once without 
notice in which case the proceeds shall be held for a period of six (6) 
months for the account of the owner and if not called for within that 
period of time, after deducting and paying all expenses incurred in 
the recovery, storage, maintenance and sale of such property, shall 
be paid into the office of the Sheriff of Madison County, Alabama. 

Section 3. At least every six months, the Sheriff of Madison 
County, Alabama shall sell at public auction to the highest bidder 
for cash all abandoned or stolen personal property which has been 
recovered by the Sheriffs Department of Madison County, Alabama 
and has remained unclaimed by the rightful owner thereof after a 
period of six months. Said sales are to be made after notice thereof 
shall have been given by publication in a newspaper of general cir¬ 
culation in Madison County once a week for two successive weeks 
or by posting such notice in a conspicuous place at the Madison 
County Courthouse for a period of at least twenty days prior to such 
sale. Such notice shall contain the place, date and time of each such 
auction and shall further contain a description of each item of per¬ 
sonal property to be sold at said auction. If publication of such notice 
be made by publication in the newspaper, the first notice shall run 
at least twenty days prior to said auction. 

Section 4. The owner of any abandoned or stolen personal 
property recovered by the Madison County Sheriffs Department may 
redeem the same at any time prior to its sale by paying any reasonable 
expenses incurred in the recovery of the said property, its maintenance 
and storage and a pro rata share of the costs, if any, of publication 
of notice of the sale of said property. 

Section 5. Whenever any property is sold at public auction as 
provided in this Act, a notation in the storage record book shall be 
made of the fact of said sale and of the amount received for such 
property. All sales shall be cash. The person making the sale shall 
have the right to reject any and all bids if the amount bid be unrea¬ 
sonably low and shall have the right to continue the sale from time 
to time if no bidders are present. 

Section 6. The proceeds from any auction conducted under the 
authority of this Act, after deducting any paying all expenses incurred 
in the recovery, storage, maintenance and sale of property sold at such 
auction, shall be paid into the office of the Sheriff of Madison County, 
Alabama. 

Section 7. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of this Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
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shall not affect the part which remains.

In Madison County, in addition to any and all other 
compensation, salary and expense allowances provided for by law, 
there shall be paid to each member of the jury commission an expense 
allowance in such an amount as will, together with any amount paid 
by the state, as salary, compensation or expense allowance, make the 
total paid to such members equal to twenty-five dollars ($25.00) per 
day. If the amount paid to such members as compensation or expense 
allowance by the state increases in the future, then the amount paid 
by the county under this act shall automatically decrease.

To authorize the Limestone County governing body to reimburse any officer or 
employee of the county whose clothing or equipment is damaged or destroyed while 
he is engaged in the performance of his official duties and is acting within the scope 
of his authority from the general fund of the county; to provide that a reimbursement 
hereunder may be less than, but shall not be greater than, the actual cost of replacing 
or repairing the clothing or equipment which is the subject of the reimbursement; and 
to empower the governing body of such county to establish procedures for the adminis¬ 
tration of this Act and to establish reasonable rules and regulations prescribing the 
conditions on which payments under this Act shall be made. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. In Limestone County, when any county officer’s or 
county employee’s clothing or equipment is damaged or destroyed 
while he is engaged in the performance of his official duties and is 
acting within the line and scope of his authority, the county is author¬ 
ized to reimburse such officer or employee, to the extent provided for 
herein, for such damage to, or such loss of, his clothing or equipment. 
No reimbursement paid hereunder shall exceed the actual cost of 
repairing or replacing the clothing or equipment which is the subject 
of such reimbursement; provided, further, that such reimbursement 
may be less than the actual cost of repairing or replacing such clothing 
or equipment. All reimbursements paid hereunder shall be payable 
from the general funds of the county. 

Section 2. The Limestone County governing body is hereby 
authorized to establish procedures for the administration of this Act 
and to adopt reasonable rules and regulations prescribing the condi¬ 
tions on which payments under this Act shall be made.

voters, so as to provide further for such reidentification. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Sections 2, 3, 6 and 7 of Act No. 81-224, H. 140, 
Regular Session 1981 (Acts 1981, p. 298) are hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

“Section 2. The board of registrars shall omit and remove from 
the lists of qualified electors of the county the name of any person 
who fails to reidentify himself, in the manner prescribed herein, before 
May 2, 1982. No person whose name is removed from the list of 
qualified electors as herein provided shall cease permanently to be 
a qualified elector nor be subject to re-registration, but shall be sub¬ 
ject only to the requirement that he reidentify himself as a duly 
registered elector before being listed on the list of qualified electors 
in the county, and before being entitled to vote. 

“Section 3. Prior to the second day of May 1982, the board of 
registrars of Sumter County is hereby authorized, directed, and re¬ 
quired to visit each beat in the county at least once, and more often 
if necessary, and remain there at least one day from nine o’clock in 
the morning until five o’clock in the afternoon, for the purpose of 
enabling qualified and registered voters residing in the beat to appear 
before the board and reidentify themselves. The board shall give at 
least ten days notice by advertisement in a newspaper published in 
the county, of the time when, and the place in the beat where, they 
will attend for the purpose of enabling voters to appear and reidentify 
themselves. Upon failure to give such notice, or to attend any ap¬ 
pointment made by them in any beat, they shall, after like notice, 
fill new appointments. The board shall remain in session for thirty 
days. During the 30-day session the board shall visit each beat on 
at least one day and the remainder of the time may be divided as 
the board of registrars deem necessary, to enable the qualified electors 
of the county to appear and reidentify themselves in the manner 
prescribed herein. The board will also be required to further give 
notice and visit each beat on two consecutive days during the period 
between January 1, 1982, and May 2, 1982. During these visits the 
board shall be present between the hours of 12:00 noon and 6:00 p.m. 

“Section 6. The board of registrars shall meet on the May 3, 
1982, for the purpose of purging the registration lists and the names 
of all persons who have failed to appear and reidentify themselves 
in the manner herein prescribed shall be stricken from the lists, pro¬ 
vided, however, that said board shall not strike the name of any 
person, or of the spouse of any person, known by any member of said 
board, or made known to the said board by the written affidavit of 
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another qualified elector, to be in active duty of any of the armed 
forces of the United States of America, and to be stationed, or to be 
living with her or his spouse, as the case may be, outside Sumter 
County, Alabama, during the period of time from the effective date 
hereof to May 2,1982. 

“Section 7. Any qualified elector of the county who shall have 
his name omitted or removed from the list of qualified electors in the 
county by failure to appear and reidentify himself as herein provided 
shall be entitled to have his name restored to the list of qualified 
electors by appearing in person at the office of the board of registrars, 
or at the office of the judge of probate, and answering such questions 
and submitting such proof, under oath, as the board may require to 
establish the voter's identity, place of legal residence, and the fact 
that the voter has not become disqualified from voting in the county. 
Provided however, notwithstanding any of the provisions of this act, 
the county shall permit a voter to reidentify at the county courthouse 
and vote through the September 7, 1982, primary; provided further, 
however, that this act shall not be construed or applied to impair or 
deny the right to vote in person or by absentee ballot of any person

To authorize the Tallapoosa County Commission to provide protection against 
forest fires within the county and to assess the whole or a part of the cost thereof, 
within a prescribed limit, against forest lands in the county; and to prescribe the 
procedure for levying and collecting such assessments. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . The County Commission of Tallapoosa County is 
authorized, when the need exists, to provide protection against forest 
fires in Tallapoosa County by participating in the Alabama Forestry 
Commission’s fire protection program in the manner hereinafter spe¬ 
cified. 

Section 2. (a) After the Tallapoosa County Commission has 
determined that such a need does exist in Tallapoosa County, the 
County Commission may, in the manner hereinafter specified, provide 
for a financial charge or tax to be paid by the owners of forest lands 
located in Tallapoosa County for the use of the land for timber grow¬ 
ing purposes amounting to the whole or any part of the cost of such 
fire protection program, but not in excess of ten cents per acre, pro¬ 
vided such financial charge or tax is not greater than the benefit 
accruing to such forest lands due to availability of such fire protection. 

(b) Forest lands as used in this Act, shall mean any land 
which supports a forest growth, or which under prevailing natural and 
economic conditions may be expected to support such a growth in 
the future, or which is being used or reserved for any purpose. “Forest 
lands as used in this Act, shall not include any lands primarily used 
for residential purposes nor shall it include any publicly owned lands. 

(c) The finance charge or tax fixed as provided in the above 
section shall be payable at the same time and in the same manner 
as county taxes, and the owners of the “Forest lands,” as herein de¬ 
fined, shall make report of the same to the Tax Assessor of Tallapoosa 
County, Alabama, at the time fixed by law for making return of the 
property of such property owned. Financial charges or taxes levied 
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shall constitute a lien on the property against which they are charged 
or taxed in case of default in the payment of such financial charge 
or tax. 

"Section 3. The County governing body of Tallapoosa County 
is authorized to appoint agents and delegate authority to individuals 
to search out forest lands in Tallapoosa County, to determine the area 
and owners thereof, and report the same to the Tax Assessor of Talla¬ 
poosa County who shall be authorized, after notice by certified mail 
to such owners, and hearing before the County governing body is to 
requested by such owners, to place said financial charge or tax against 
the said forest land as may be determined by the report of such agents 
or the determination of said County governing body. It shall be the 
responsibility of the Tax Assessor of Tallapoosa County to establish 
such rules and regulations as are necessary to administer the provi¬ 
sions of this Act.” 

"Section 4. The tax herein imposed shall be due and payable 
to the Tax Collector of Tallapoosa County, and shall, when collected, 
be paid to the Treasurer of Tallapoosa County. All monies collected 
in accordance with this Act shall be spent in participating in the 
Alabama Forestry Commission’s forest fire protection program in 
Tallapoosa County.” 

Section 5. The County Commission of Tallapoosa County is 
authorized to remove such financial charge or tax after said County 
Commission has determined that the financial charge or tax is no 
longer needed. The County Commission shall hold public hearings to 
determine whether or not the financial charge or tax is still needed. 
Procedures for such public hearings shall be the same as those in 
Section 3 of this Act.

cost of issuance. 

Section 2. Any person who is required by § 9-11-53 of the Code

PROPOSED AMENDMENT 

Amendment No. 132 to the Constitution of 1901, relating to the 
abolishing of Macon County is hereby repealed. The repeal of this 
amendment shall in no manner affect the other constitutional 
authority of the Legislature with respect to changing boundaries. 

Section 2. An election upon the proposed amendment is or¬ 
dered to be held at the next general or statewide election after the 
expiration of three months from final adjournment of the current 
session of the Legislature. The election shall be held in accordance 
with the provisions of Sections 284 and 285 of the Constitution of 
Alabama, as amended, and Sections 17-17-1 through 17-17-6 of the 
Code of Alabama 1975.

To provide further for the Alabama Housing Finance Authority; to amend Section 
24-1A-4 of the Code of Alabama 1975, relating to the membership, appointments, com¬ 
pensation and expenses of the authority, so as to increase the membership and to provide 
further for the compensation and expenses of the members of the authority and Over¬ 
sight Committee, to provide that all such compensation and expenses for all such 
members shall be paid from any funds of the Alabama Housing Finance Authority; 
to provide for published notice of meetings of the authority; to provide that a majority 
of a quorum present and voting shall be sufficient for any corporate action: to amend 
Section 24-1A-7 of the Code of Alabama 1975, relating to the use and distribution of 
the proceeds from the sale of bonds, so as to provide further therefor; and to amend 
Section 24-1A-9 of the Code of Alabama 1975, which limits the period for the issuance 
of bonds. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . § 24-1A-4 of the Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby 

amended to read as follows: 

“§ 24-1A-4. 

“(a) The applicants named in the application and their respec¬ 
tive successors in office together with the appointments made by the 
speaker of the house and the lieutenant governor, respectively, shall 
constitute the members of the authority. The speaker of the house 
shall appoint two members to the board of directors and the lieu¬ 
tenant governor shall appoint two members to the board of directors. 
The governor shall, as soon as convenient after the passage of this 
chapter, appoint one person from each of the now existing seven 
congressional districts as members of the authority, and at the expira¬ 
tion of the terms for which they are appointed or the existence of 
a vacancy, their successors. Each member and/or successor shall be 
a citizen of the state, of good reputation and at the time of their 
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appointment two of such members shall be engaged in the business 
of home building, two shall be licensed real estate brokers, who are 
not in the business of home building; one shall be engaged in the 
business of lending money on the security of mortgages on residential 
property or the officer or employee of a mortgage lender; one shall 
be an elected commissioner of a county in the state; and one shall 
be an elected mayor of a municipality. The members first appointed 
shall be appointed for terms of one, two, three, four, five, six and seven 
years respectively, and the governor in the appointment shall desig¬ 
nate the expiration date of the term of the member. The members 
appointed by the speaker of the house shall be appointed for three 
and five year terms and the members appointed by the lieutenant 
governor shall be for four and six year terms, each commencing Jan¬ 
uary 1, 1982.

The proceeds of a series of bonds 
shall be used either for making, directly or indirectly, single family 
mortgage loans or for making, directly or indirectly, multi-family 
mortgage loans or for making, directly or indirectly, home improve¬ 
ment loans for eligible existing single family housing units, and the 
proceeds of a single series of bonds shall not be used for any combina¬ 
tion of single family mortgage loans, multi-family mortgage loans and 
home improvement loans. Separate series of bonds may be issued at 
the same time. No series of bonds, the proceeds which are to be used 
for multi-family mortgage loans, shall be actually issued prior to Jan¬ 
uary 1, 1981, although the authority may enter into agreements or

by the bond issue exceed an amount equal to the maximum principal 
amount of mortgage revenue bonds which may be issued under 
Federal law during the then-current calendar year, then thirty-five 
percent (35%) of the net proceeds available for mortgage loans shall 
be allocated equally among the 67 counties of the state for a period 
of sixty (60) days commencing on the date of issuance of such series 
of bonds.

by the Probate Judge of Shelby County, not less than twenty nor 
more than forty days from the date of this enactment. The notice 
of the election shall be given by the Probate Judge of Shelby County, 
and the results thereof canvassed in the manner prescribed by Title 
11 , Chapter 42, Article 3, Code of Alabama, 1975, for giving notice 
of and conducting elections on the question of annexing territory to 
cities of twenty-five thousand or more inhabitants insofar as such 
provisions of said article may be appropriate; provided, however, no 
municipal resolution of the municipal governing body need be made 
or filed with the Probate Judge, nor need a plat or map of the territory 
to be annexed be filed with the Probate Judge. The question shall 

be on the adoption of Act No.-of the 1981 Special Session 

of the Legislature, which alters, rearranges, and extends the corporate 
limits of the City of Calera, Shelby County, Alabama. Each voter may 
furnish his own ballot, and if he desires to vote for the adoption of 
f< aid ^ Ct tbere shab be writ t en or printed on such ballot the word 
Yes . If he desires to vote against the adoption of such Act the word 
“No” shall be written or printed on his ballot. The City of Calera 
shall pay all costs and expenses incident to the election. 

If a majority of the votes cast in the election are “Yes”, the provi- 
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sions of this Act shall become operative immediately. If the majority 
are “No”, this Act shall have no further effect. 

Section 3, The provisions of this act are severable. If any part 
of the act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the parts which remain. 

Section 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage and 
approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming law.

AN ACT 

To amend further Section 2, Act No. 100, Second Special Session 1959, the State 
Sales Tax Act, so as to provide that where any used tire of an automotive vehicle 
or truck trailer, semitrailer, or house trailer is taken in trade as a credit or part payment 
on the sale of a tire for an automotive vehicle, truck trailer, semitrailer, or house trailer, 
the sales tax shall be paid on the net difference. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 2, Act No. 100, Second Special Session 1959 
(Acts 1959, p. 298), as heretofore amended, is hereby amended further 
to read as follows: 

“Section 2. There is hereby levied, in addition to all other taxes 
of every kind now imposed by law, and shall be collected as herein 
provided, a privilege or license tax against the person on account of 
the business activities and in the amount to be determined by the 
application of rates against gross sales, or gross receipts, as the case 
may be, as follows: 

“(a) Upon every person, firm, or corporation, (including the 
State of Alabama and its Alcoholic Beverage Control Board in the 
sale of alcoholic beverages of all kinds, the University of Alabama, 
Auburn University and all other institutions of higher learning in the 
state, whether such institutions be denominational, state, county or 
municipal institutions, any association or other agency or instrumen¬ 
tality of such institutions) engaged or continuing within this state, 
in business of selling at retail any tangible personal property whatso¬ 
ever, including merchandise and commodities of every kind and char¬ 
acter, (not including, however, bonds or other evidences of debts or 
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stocks, nor sales of material and supplies to any person for use in 
fulfilling a contract for the painting, repair, or reconditioning of 
vessels, barges ships and other watercraft of over fifty tons burden), 
an amount equal to four percent of the gross proceeds of sales of the 
business except where a different amount is expressly provided herein. 
Provided, however, that any person engaging or continuing in business 
as a retailer and wholesaler or jobber shall pay the tax required on 
the gross proceeds of retail sales of such business at the rates specified, 
when his books are kept so as to show separately the gross proceeds 
of sales of each business, and when his books are not so kept he shall 
pay the tax as a retailer, on the gross sales of the business. 

Where any used part including tires of an automotive vehicle 
or a truck trailer, semitrailer or house trailer is taken in trade, or in 
a series of trades, as a credit or part payment on the sale of a new 
or rebuilt part of tire, the tax levied herein shall be paid on the net 
difference, that is, the price of the new or used part or tire sold less 
the credit for the used part or tire taken in trade, provided, however, 
this provision shall not be construed to include batteries. 

“(b) Upon every person, firm or corporation engaged or con¬ 
tinuing within this state in the business of conducting or operating 
places of amusement or entertainment, billiard and pool rooms, bowl¬ 
ing alleys, amusement devices, musical devices, theaters, opera houses, 
moving picture shows, vaudevilles, amusement parks, athletic contest, 
including wrestling matches, prize fights, boxing and wrestling exhibi¬ 
tions, football and baseball games, (including athletic contests, con¬ 
ducted by or under the auspices of any educational institution within 
this state, or any athletic association thereof, or other association 
whether such institution or association be a denominational, a state, 
or county, or a municipal institution, association or school), skating 
rinks, race tracks, golf courses, or any other place at which any exhibi¬ 
tion, display, amusement or entertainment is offered to the public or 
place or places where an admission fee is charged, including public 
bathing places, public dance halls of every kind and description within 
the State of Alabama, an amount equal to four percent of the gross 
receipts of any such business. 

“(c) Upon every person, firm or corporation engaged or continu¬ 
ing within this state in the business of selling at retail machines used 
in mining, quarrying, compounding, processing and manufacturing of 
tangible personal property an amount equal to one and one-half per¬ 
cent of the gross proceeds of the sale of such machines; provided, that 
the term machines, as herein used, shall include machinery which 
is used for mining, quarrying, compounding, processing or manufac¬ 
turing tangible personal property, and the parts of such machines, 
attachments and replacements therefor, which are made or manufac- 
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tured for use on or in the operation of such machines and which are 
necessary to the operation of such machines and are customarily so 
used. 

“(d) Upon every person, firm or corporation engaged or con¬ 
tinuing within this state in the business of selling at retail any au¬ 
tomotive vehicle or truck trailer, semitrailer or house trailer, an 
amount equal to one and one-half percent of the gross proceeds of 
sale of said automotive vehicle or truck trailer, semitrailer, or house 
trailer, provided, however, where a person subject to the tax provided 
for in this subsection withdraws from his stock intrade any automo¬ 
tive vehicle or truck trailer, semitrailer or house trailer for use by him 
or by his employee or agent in the operation of such business, there 
shall be paid, in lieu of the tax levied herein, a fee of five dollars per 
year or part thereof during which such automotive vehicle, truck 
trailer, semitrailer or house trailer shall remain the property of such 
person. Each such year or part thereof shall begin with the day or 
anniversary date, as the case may be of such withdrawal and shall 
run for the twelve succeeding months or part thereof during which 
such automotive vehicle, truck trailer, semitrailer or house trailer 
shall remain the property of such person. 

“Where any used automobile vehicle or truck trailer, semitrailer 
or house trailer is taken in trade or in a series of trades, as a credit 
or part payment on the sale of a new or used vehicle, and tax levied 
herein shall be paid on the net difference, that is, the price of the 
new or used vehicle sold less the credit for the used vehicle taken in 
trade. 

“(e) Upon every person, firm or corporation engaged or continu¬ 
ing within this state in the business of selling through coin-operated 
dispensing machines, food and food products for human consumption, 
not including beverages other than coffee, milk, milk products and 
substitutes therefor, there is hereby levied a tax equal to three percent 
(3%) of the cost of such food, food products and beverages sold through 
such machines, which cost for the purpose of this subsection shall be 
the gross proceeds of sales of such business.” 

Section 2. This Act shall become effective on the first day of 
the second month following its passage and approval by the Governor, 
or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

To amend Sections 40-17-160, 40-17-161, 40-17-165 and 40-17-166 of the Code of 
Alabama, 1975, relating to the use of liquefied petroleum gas in certain motor vehicles, 
so as to provide further for the use of liquefied petroleum gas and natural gas in such 
vehicles; to provide further for decals to be placed on such vehicles; to provide certain 
exemptions from taxation of such gas; and to provide further for penalties for the 
violation of the provisions of the act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Sections 40-17-160, 40-17-161, 40-17-165 and 40-17- 
166 of the Code of Alabama, 1975, are hereby amended to read as 
follows: 

Section 40-17-160. In lieu of an excise tax on liquefied petro¬ 
leum gas and natural gas used to propel motor vehicles over the high¬ 
ways of this state, there is hereby levied an annual flat fee on the 
following classes of vehicles which require a motor vehicle license 
using liquefied petroleum gas or natural gas as fuel. For all other 
purposes other than the excise tax, the terms ‘Liquefied Petroleum 
Gas and Natural Gas shall be included with the term gasoline as 
defined in Section 40-17-30: 


Class 1. Passenger automobiles, vans, and trucks 

and pickups under one ton . $ 75.00 

Class 2. Recreational vehicles and vans and trucks 
one ton or over but with a rear axle carrying 

capacity of less than 14,000 pounds . $ 85.00 

“Class 3. Bobtail trucks and equivalent vehicles to 
be defined as any other vehicle having the 
capacity of carrying a loaded rear axle 

we ight of 14,000 pounds or more . $150.00 

“Class 4. Tractor/trailer units . $175.00 


Section 40-17-161. (a) Every person owning and/or operating 

such vehicles shall make application for and obtain an annual decal 
from the liquefied petroleum gas board which shall serve as an iden¬ 
tification marker that said flat fee has been paid. Each decal issued 
by the liquefied petroleum gas board shall not exceed a cost of $5.00. 
The decal shall be in such form and of such size as the liquefied 
petroleum gas board shall prescribe. Such decal shall be attached or 
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affixed to the vehicle in the place and manner prescribed by the lique¬ 
fied petroleum gas board. The first decals provided for in this chapter 
shall be issued October 1,1980, for a term of six months and thereafter 
the term of the decals shall begin at April 1 of each year and expire 
on March 31 of the following year. If any passenger automobile or 
truck is acquired, liquefied petroleum gas or natural gas system in¬ 
stalled or vehicle put in operation after September 30 the fee shall 
be one-half the flat fee stated in Section 40-17-160, or after December 
31, the fee shall be one-fourth of the flat fee stated in Section 40-17- 
160. Owners of all newly converted vehicles must apply for the re¬ 
quired decal as provided for in Section 40-17-160 within ten days of 
the completion date in which the liquefied petroleum or natural gas 
system was installed on the vehicle. Failure to submit an appli¬ 
cation within the ten-day period requires the payment of penalties 
as prescribed by Section 40-17-164. 

“(b) In order to easily identify vehicles using liquefied petro¬ 
leum gas as a motor fuel to police, fire and rescue members, a decal 
reading “Powered by Liquefied Petroleum Gas” shall be prominently 
displayed on the rear of any vehicle using liquefied petroleum gas as 
a motor fuel. The decal colors shall be blue with a white background 
with the letters no smaller than 1 inch in size. Provided, however, 
that such decal shall not be required on liquefied petroleum gas bob- 
tail delivery units. 

“The board administrator and the board inspectors shall have the 
power and authority to issue a uniform traffic citation to any person 
violating the provisions of this section. For the purpose of enforcing 
this section, there shall be prima facie evidence that a connected, 
operational liquefied petroleum gas carburetion system, which is part 
of a dual or switchable gasoline-liquefied petroleum gas system, has 
been in use, if there is liquefied petroleum gas in the liquefied petro¬ 
leum gas tank. Any violation of the provision of the section shall 
constitute a Class B misdemeanor as defined in Title 13A of the Code 
of Alabama, 1975, and shall be punished as provided by law. 

“Section 40-17-165. If an out-of-state vehicle comes to a pro¬ 
pane or natural gas dealer or supplier in the state of Alabama to 
purchase fuel, the dealer must collect in lieu of any fees levied by 
this chapter an amount equal to the current Alabama motor fuel tax 
in effect as prescribed by Sections 40-17-2 and 40-17-220 and remit 
these funds to the Alabama LP-gas board before the 20th of the 
following month after the date of the sale. Decals for out-of-state 
vehicles can be purchased with decal fees and issue fees to be paid 
as prescribed by Sections 40-17-160 and 40-17-161. 

“Section 40-17-166. Any vehicles of the classes described in Sec- 
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tion 40-17-160 owned by the state, county or any incorporated munic¬ 
ipality or agency, or instrumentality thereof or any vehicle not re¬ 
quiring a license plate or motor vehicle license, including but not 
limited to forklift trucks and agricultural vehicles, shall be exempt 
from any excise tax levied by the provisions of Title 40, Chapter 17, 
Code of Alabama, 1975, as amended/’

The 
board shall, on receipt of proof of the incorporation of a newly created 
municipality in a wet county and the population thereof, accept the 
municipality as a beneficiary for participation in the ABC system 
profits as provided by law at the beginning of the next fiscal quarter 
of the boards’ fiscal year.

AN ACT 

To amend section 36-17-3, Code of Alabama 1975, relating to the duties of the 
state treasurer, so as to further authorize the treasurer to deposit money and securities 
deposited with the state to be held in the vault of any bank in the state which is insured 
by the Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation and located in a federal reserve bank 
city. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 36-17-3, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

“§ 36-17-3. The powers, functions and duties of the treasurer 
shall be: 

“(1) To receive all moneys due the state and deposit them in 
the proper accounts. 

“(2) To perform the functions and duties now authorized by law 
with respect to state depositaries. 

“(3) To pay all warrants duly executed by the comptroller, upon 
the determination that there is sufficient money for the payment 
thereof in the fund upon which they are drawn. No warrant executed 
by any other person shall be honored. All checks drawn on the state 
funds shall be signed by the treasurer, or the chief clerk in the office, 
and countersigned by the special assistant in the office of the trea¬ 
surer, who is appointed by the treasurer with the approval of the 
governor. Another employee may be designated by the treasurer, with 
the approval of the governor, to countersign checks in the absence 
of the special assistant. No checks shall be honored unless so signed 
and countersigned. 

“(4) To take receipts for all payments, to file such receipts and 
warrants, to number same in chronological order for each fiscal year 
and to keep account of the receipts and expenditures of the public 
money. 

“(5) To particularly enter in his books the amounts of money 
he receives for taxes, licenses or on any other account of the state, 
so that the net receipts of the whole revenue as well as of every branch 
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thereof and the amounts of disbursements shall distinctly appear. 

“(6) To give information, in writing, to the legislature or either 
house thereof or to the governor when required, reporting all matters 
pertaining to his office. 

“(7) To pay the principal and interest on the state debt and for 
the purpose of paying the interest on the bonded indebtedness of the 
state, and it is his particular duty to conform in all respects to the 
requirements of the law as set forth in this chapter. 

(8) To have the custody of, and keep safe, all moneys, bonds 
and other securities held in any sinking fund for the payments of 
bonds of the state and to do and perform such other duties with 
reference to state bonds and their redemption as are now, or may be, 
required by law. 

(9) To have the custody of, and to keep safe, all moneys, bonds, 
mortgages and other securities required or permitted by law to be 
deposited with the state or any officer thereof, by any bank, trust 
company, insurance company, mutual aid or benefit association or 
other person or corporation, and also all securities held by the state, 
including those held for the account of any sinking fund (including 
those heretofore in the custody of their sinking fund commission). All 
such moneys, bonds, mortgages and other securities shall be guarded 
at all times by a bonded officer or employee while in the office of the 
treasurer and shall, upon receipt, be deposited in a burglar proof and 
fireproof vault by the treasurer. Until the state shall have acquired 
an adequate burglar proof and fireproof vault, the combinations to 
which shall be known only to the treasurer and an adequately bonded 
employee, all such bonds, mortgages and other securities shall be kept 
in safety deposit boxes or vaults in one or more banks or trust compa¬ 
nies approved for that purpose by the treasurer. In any event, 
however, whether any vault shall have been acquired by the state 
or not, when requested by any depositor, the treasurer may authorize 
the deposit of any money, bonds, mortgages or other securities by such 
depositor with a bank or trust company in the state of Alabama to 
be held in its safety deposit boxes or vaults, or securities pledged to 
secure state funds may be held in the vault of any bank insured by 
the Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation and located in a federal 
reserve bank city, which bank or trust company shall have been ap¬ 
proved in advance by the treasurer and which shall have executed 
with the treasurer a contract with respect to the safekeeping of such 
money, bonds, mortgages or other securities, and the substitution 
therefor of other money, bonds, mortgages or other securities. Such 
contract shall be approved in writing by such depositor. Any charges 
in connection with such deposit shall be paid by such depositor. The 
treasurer shall not be personally liable for the loss of money, bonds, 
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mortgages or other securities so deposited if he shall have used 
reasonable precaution in approving such bank or trust company. 
When, in the opinion of the governor, it is considered necessary, the 
treasurer shall be required to give an additional bond in such a sum 
as is determined by the governor, the premium thereon to be paid 
from the state treasury. 

“(10) To serve as a member of the state board of adjustment 
and of the other boards and commissions of which he is by law made 
a member. 

“(11) To have access to all records and accounts relating to 
receipts and disbursements of the state treasury in any other depart¬ 
ment, board, bureau, commission, agency or office of the state, to 
enable him the better to perform the functions and duties required 
of him by the Constitution and laws of the state and to protect himself 
in the performance of those functions and duties. 

“(12) To make such reports as are required by the Constitution, 
which reports shall, however, be printed and bound with, and as a 
part of, the annual financial report of the state prepared by the de¬ 
partment of finance and to make such other reports as may be re¬ 
quired by the governor or the legislature. 

“(13) To pay salary warrants issued to state officers and 
employees semimonthly and to pay pension warrants issued to the 
widows of confederate soldiers and sailors monthly. 

“(14) To furnish to the comptroller, on or before the tenth day 
of each month, a list of all outstanding warrants existing at the end 
of the month next preceding and from the beginning of the fiscal year 
as shown by the records of the treasurer’s office. 

“(15) To take out security insurance for the safekeeping of 
bonds, robbery insurance, burglary insurance or such other insurance 
as may be deemed necessary for the safeguarding of money and secur¬ 
ity, the premiums thereon to be paid from the state treasury. 

“(16) To perform such other duties as are, or may be, by law 
required of him.” 

Section 2. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise be¬ 
coming a law.

AN ACT 

To state the intent of the Legislature; to amend § 34-24-70 of the Code of Alabama, 
1975, to state the qualifications required of applicants by examination or by reciprocity; 
to distinguish between graduates of colleges of medicine and colleges of osteopathy 
located in the United States or District of Columbia and other such graduates; to permit 
receipt of satisfactory evidence showing graduation in lieu of a diploma; to delete the 
requirement that a graduate of a foreign medical or osteopathic school complete a 
residency; to delete the requirement that a graduate of a foreign medical or osteopathic 
school be eligible to take the examination of an approved specialty board; to amend 
the requirement that a graduate of a foreign medical or osteopathic school be certified 
bv the educational council for foreign medical graduates so that such graduate must 
only have received a passing grade on the written examination; to require that graduates 
of foreign medical or osteopathic schools complete at least one year of internship at 
a hospital approved by the board of medical examiners; to delete the provision of 
$ 34-24-70 that relates to county licenses; to require graduates of foreign medical or 
osteopathic schools and graduates of medical or osteopathic schools located in the 
United States or District of Columbia who have not passed a specified written examina¬ 
tion within the ten years immediately preceding the date of the application to success¬ 
fully complete an oral examination; to exempt from such oral examination applicants 
who have been certified by an approved specialty board or who have passed a recer¬ 
tification examination given by an approved board within the same ten year period; 
and to provide rule making authority. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . That the Legislature of the State of Alabama finds 
that with large numbers of foreign medical school graduates seeking 
licensure in Alabama it is essential to ensure that such individuals 
can adequately communicate in the English language with their pa¬ 
tients and peers. It is the intent of the Legislature that these appli¬ 
cants be examined orally to determine both their ability to communi¬ 
cate as well as their basic competence. 

Section 2 . That § 34-24-70, Code of Alabama, 1975, as 
amended, be and the same is, hereby amended to read as follows: 

§ 34-24-70. Qualifications of applicants. 

(a) Any applicant for a certificate of qualification by examina¬ 
tion or by reciprocity to practice medicine or osteopathy in the state 
of Alabama who has graduated from a college of medicine or osteo¬ 
pathy in the United States or District of Columbia which has been 
approved by the board of medical examiners shall submit to the board 
of medical examiners: 

(1) A diploma or other satisfactory evidence showing graduation 
from such college of medicine or osteopathy; and 

(2) Evidence satisfactory to the board that the applicant has 
completed at least one year of internship at a hospital approved by 
the board of medical examiners. 
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(b) Any applicant for a certificate of qualification by examina¬ 
tion or by reciprocity to practice medicine or osteopathy in the state 
of Alabama who has not graduated from a college of medicine or 
college of osteopathy located in the United States or District of Co¬ 
lumbia shall submit to the board of medical examiners: 

(1) A diploma or other satisfactory evidence showing graduation 
from a college of medicine or osteopathy; 

(2) Evidence satisfactory to the board that the applicant has 
received a passing grade on the written examination given by the 
educational council for foreign medical graduates; 

(3) Evidence satisfactory to the board that the applicant has 
completed at least one year of internship at a hospital approved by 
the board of medical examiners; 

(c) Any applicant for a certificate of qualification to practice 
medicine or osteopathy in the state of Alabama who has complied 
with the requirements set forth in the preceding subsections shall be 
permitted to take the examination given by the National Board of 
Medical Examiners, the Federation Licensing Examination or any 
other examination which is or shall be approved by the board of medi¬ 
cal examiners and which examines in the following branches of medi¬ 
cal learning: general medicine, surgery, obstetrics, gynecology, preven¬ 
tive medicine and jurisprudence and such other branches as the board 
may require. 

(d) Any applicant for a certificate of qualification by examina¬ 
tion or by reciprocity to practice medicine or osteopathy in the state 
of Alabama who has not graduated from a college of medicine or 
college of osteopathy located in the United States or District of Co¬ 
lumbia and any applicant who has graduated from a college of medi¬ 
cine or college of osteopathy in the United States or District of Co¬ 
lumbia, but has not passed a written state licensing examination, the 
examination given by the National Board of Medical Examiners, or 
the Federation Licensing Examination within the ten (10) years 
immediately preceding the date of the application shall be required 
to successfully complete an oral examination given by the board of 
medical examiners or its designated agent. An oral examination shall 
not be required of any applicant who has been certified by or who 
has passed a recertification examination given by one of the specialty 
boards approved by the American Medical Association within the ten 
(10) years immediately preceding the date of the application. 

(e) Any applicant who successfully completes such examina¬ 
tions with a passing score acceptable to the board of medical exam¬ 
iners shall be issued a certificate of qualification to practice medicine

or osteopathy in the state of Alabama. 

Section 3. That in addition to its existing rule making author¬ 
ity, the board of medical examiners is specifically empowered to pro¬ 
mulgate rules prescribing the form and content of the oral examina¬ 
tion required by the preceding section, governing the conduct of the 
examination and setting the standards for successful completion of 
the examination. The board is further authorized to set by rule the 
number of times an applicant may take an examination and the inter¬ 
val between examinations. 

Section 4. Repeal — All laws or parts of laws which conflict 
with this act or any of its provisions are, to the extent of such conflict, 
hereby repealed. 

Section 5. Severability — The provisions of this act are severa¬ 
ble.

AN ACT 

To amend Sections 22-12A-2, 22-12A-3 and 22-12A-6 of the Code of Alabama 1975, 
relating to the Perinatal Health Act and legislative intent, content and the use of funds 
generally, so as to further provide therefor and enunciate the legislative intent with 
respect to educational programs. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Sections 22-12A-2, 22-12A-3 and 22-12A-6 of the 
Code of Alabama 1975, are hereby amended to read as follows: 

§ 22-12A-2. (a) It is the legislative intent to effect a program 

in this state of: 

“(1) Perinatal care in order to reduce infant mortality and han¬ 
dicapping conditions; 

(2) Administering such policy by supporting quality perinatal 
care at the most appropriate level in the closest proximity to the 
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patients’ residences and based on the levels of care concept of regiona¬ 
lization; and 

“(3) Encouraging the closest cooperation between various state 
and local agencies and private health care services in providing high 
quality, low cost prevention oriented perinatal care, including op¬ 
tional educational programs. 

“(b) For the purposes of this chapter, the word ‘perinatal’ shall 
include that period from conception to one year post delivery. 

“Section 22-12A-3. The bureau of maternal and child health 
under the direction of the state board of health shall, in coordination 
with the state health planning and development agency, the state 
health coordinating council, the Alabama council on maternal and 
infant health and the regional and state perinatal advisory commit¬ 
tees, annually prepare a plan, consistent with the legislative intent 
of section 22-12A-2, to reduce infant mortality and handicapping con¬ 
ditions to be presented to legislative health and finance committees 
prior to each regular session of the legislature. Such a plan shall 
include: primary care, hospital and prenatal; secondary and tertiary 
levels of care both in hospital and on an outpatient basis; trans¬ 
portation of patients for medical services and care and follow-up and 
evaluation of infants through the first year of life; and optional 
educational programs, including pupils in schools at appropriate ages, 
for good perinatal care covered pursuant to the provisions of this 
chapter. All recommendations for expenditure of funds shall be in 
accord with provisions of this plan. 

“Section 22-12A-6. Available funds will be expended in each 
geographic area based on provisions within the plan developed in 
accordance with section 22-12A-3. Funds when available will be used 
to support medical care and transportation for women and infants 
at high risk for infant mortality or major handicapping conditions 
who are unable to pay for appropriate care. Funds will only be used 
to provide prenatal care, transportation, hospital care for high risk 
mothers and infants, outpatient care in the first year of life and 
educational services to improve such care, including optional educa¬ 
tional programs, for pupils in schools at appropriate ages but subject 
to review and approval by the local school boards involved on an 
annual basis.” 

Section 2. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise be¬ 
coming a law.

AN ACT 

To amend Section 40-25-23, Code of Alabama 1975, so as to reallocate a portion 
of the revenues derived from the taxes levied upon cigarettes authorized by Sections 
40-25-2 and 40-25-41, Code of Alabama 1975, and to appropriate so much of these 
revenues as may be necessary for the retirement of additional bonds of the State 
Industrial Development Authority not exceeding $3,000,000 in aggregate principal 
amount. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 40-25-23, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

“§ 40-25-23. Payment of revenues collected; disposition of reve¬ 
nue. 


All revenues collected under the provisions of this article, except 
as otherwise provided, shall be paid to the department of revenue by 
check or draft made payable to the treasurer of Alabama, and shall 
be distributed in the following manner: 

(1) All of the revenue derived from the tax levied upon cigarettes 
by sections 40-25-2 and 40-25-41 shall be deposited in the state trea¬ 
sury and shall be divided as follows: 

a. One twelfth to the credit of the state public welfare trust 
fund, which is hereby appropriated for general welfare purposes. In 
this section, “general welfare purposes” means: 

1. The administration of public assistance as set out in sections 
38-2-5 and 38-4-1; 

2. Services, including supplementation and supplementary ser¬ 
vices under the federal Social Security Act, to or on behalf of persons 
to whom such public assistance may be given under section 38-4-1; 

3. Services to and on behalf of dependent, neglected or delin¬ 
quent children; and 

4. Investigative and referal services to and on behalf of needy 
persons. 

b. One twelfth shall be set apart and used for the following 
purposes only and in the following order: 

1. So much thereof as may be necessary for such purpose is 
hereby appropriated and shall be used by the state treasurer to pay 
at their respective maturities the principal and interest that will 
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mature during the then current fiscal year on all bonds at the time 
outstanding that may have been issued by the state industrial devel¬ 
opment authority under the provisions of the following acts: 

1. Sections 41-10-20 through 41-10-32; 

ii. Acts 1967, No. 231; 

iii. Acts 1969, No. 168; 

iv. Acts 1973, No. 1039; 

v. Acts 1975, No. 1217; 

vi. Acts 1978, 2nd Ex. Sess., No. 99; and 

vii. Acts 1981, No. 81-843. 

2. The balance thereafter remaining during each fiscal year shall 
be paid into a special fund in the state treasury to be designated the 
“general and mental health fund,” and is hereby appropriated and 
shall be distributed as follows: 

i. Sixty percent of the said balance shall be expended by the 
state health officer, with the approval of the state board of health, 
for salaries, other expenses and equipment purchases, incident to 
general health work; 

ii. Thirty percent of the said balance shall be paid to the Ala¬ 
bama mental health board to be expended by the sai,d board for such 
purposes as it may designate for the provision of mental health ser¬ 
vices; and 

iii. Ten percent of the said balance shall be paid to the Alabama 
mental health board to be expended by the said board for such pur¬ 
poses as it may designate for the provision of services to the mentally 
retarded. 

c. Two twelfths shall be set apart and used for the following 
purposes only and in the following order: 

1. So much thereof as may be necessary for such purpose is 
hereby appropriated to the purpose of acquiring and constructing 
mental health facilities in the state, and to that end shall be used 
by the state treasurer to pay, at their respective maturities, the prin¬ 
cipal and interest that will mature during the then current fiscal year 
on whichever of the following may be issued: 

i. Any bonds that may be issued by the Alabama mental health 
building authority under the provisions of law pursuant to which the 
said authority may be organized; or 

ii. Any bonds of the state that may be issued for acquisition and 
construction of mental health facilities under amendment 266 of the 
Constitution of Alabama. 
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2. The balance thereafter remaining during each fiscal year shall 
be paid into a special fund in the state treasury, designated the 
general and mental health fund,” and is hereby appropriated and 
shall be distributed as follows: 

i. Thirty percent of said balance shall be expended by the state 
health officer, with the approval of the state board of health, for 
salaries, other expenses and equipment purchases incident to general 
health work; and 

ii. Seventy percent of the said balance shall be paid to the Ala¬ 
bama mental health board created in sections 22-50-4 through 22-50- 
14, and shall be used by the said board for mental health purposes 
in the state. 

d. One twelfth shall be set apart and used for the following 
purposes only and in the following order: 

1. So much thereof as may be necessary for such purpose is 
hereby appropriated and shall be used by the state treasurer to pay, 
at their respective maturities, the principal and interest that will 
mature during the then current fiscal year on all bonds that may be 
issued by the state parks development authority under the provisions 
of Acts 1967, No. 272, which provided for the creation of said authority 
and also provided for the submission of a constitutional amendment 
to authorize the issuance of general obligation bonds by said author¬ 
ity. 


2. The balance thereafter remaining during each fiscal year shall 
be deposited into a special fund in the state treasury to be designated 
the “state parks fund” and is hereby appropriated and shall be distrib¬ 
uted as follows: Said fund may be expended by the state director of 
conservation at his discretion and with the approval of the governor 
for salaries, other expenses, land acquisition, equipment purchases, 
capital additions or improvements or other lawful expenses relating 
to the state division of parks, monuments and historical sites. 

e. Two twelfths to the credit of the general fund. 

f. The balance to the credit of the Alabama special educational 
trust fund. 

(2) All of the revenue derived from the tax levied by sections 
40-25-2 and 40-25-41 upon tobacco products other than cigarettes shall 
be deposited in the state treasury to the credit of the Alabama special 
educational trust fund.” 

Section 2. This Act shall become effective upon its approval 
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by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming law.

SENATE JOINT RESOLUTION 
MOURNING THE DEATH OF J. GORDON MADISON. 
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WHEREAS, this Legislature has been greatly saddened to learn 
of the death of J. Gordon Madison, a distinguished lawyer and public

No member of the council shall be eligible for 
increased compensation under the provisions of Section 1 of this Act 
unless the term of office of such member begins on a date subsequent 
to the effective date of this Act. 

Section 3. This Act shall become effective upon its approval 
of the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming law.

AN ACT 

Relating to Conecuh County; legalizing the sale of draft or keg beer or malt 
beverages, any laws to the contrary notwithstanding; and providing for the levy, collec¬ 
tion and distribution of tax on such draft or keg beer or malt beverages. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . The Alabama alcoholic beverage control board may 
in its discretion grant permits to licensed retailers to sell or dispense 
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draft or keg beer or malt beverages anywhere within Conecuh County, 
the provisions of Section 28-3-161, Code of Alabama 1975, to the con¬ 
trary notwithstanding, and the board may revoke any such permit 
so granted if, in the judgment of the board, the sale of draft or keg 
beer or malt beverages in the community is prejudicial to the welfare, 
health, peace and safety of the people of the community or of the 
state. 

Section 2. There is hereby levied a privilege license tax on all 
persons, firms and corporations, selling, distributing or delivering to 
retailers in Conecuh County, any draft or keg beer or malt beverages, 
which tax shall be on the basis of an amount equal to three cents 
($0.03) on each twelve (12) fluid ounces, or fraction thereof, contained 
in any size keg or container for such draft or keg beer sold or distrib¬ 
uted within the county, including within all municipalities located 
within the county. Such taxes shall be collected and the net revenues 
distributed in the same manner as are all other taxes on malt or 
brewed beverages in Conecuh County. 

Section 3. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part 
of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 4. The provisions of this act are cumulative and shall 
not be construed to repeal or supersede any laws not directly inconsis¬ 
tent herewith. 

Section 5. The provisions of this act shall become effective on 
the first day of the second month immediately following its passage 
and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

AN ACT 

Relating to Colbert County; to create a license-issuing division within the probate 
judge’s office for the issuance of certain licenses; to provide for the selection of personnel 
for such license-issuing division; to provide certain duties for the division; to provide 
for an optional procedure for the renewal of motor vehicle licenses in the county by 
mail; to authorize certain additional fees and cost pursuant to such system of renewal 
of motor vehicle licenses by mail; such fees shall be set by the county commission from 
time to time to pay the cost of mailing tags or decals; to prescribe more convenient 
and efficient procedures for assessing and collecting of certain taxes; the issuance of 
licenses by the probate judge’s office; and to transfer certain duties now performed 
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bv the tax assessor and tax collector to said probate office. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . There is hereby created within the probate judge’s 
office of Colbert County a license division which shall issue all licenses 
issued through the probate judge’s office, except marriage licenses. 
The county commission shall furnish suitable quarters and provide 
the necessary forms, books, stationery, records, equipment and sup¬ 
plies, except such stationery forms and supplies as are furnished 
pursuant to law by the state department of finance or the state comp¬ 
troller. The county commission shall also provide such clerks, and 
other assistants for said probate judge as shall be necessary from time 
to time for the proper and efficient performance of the duties of his 
office. The probate judge shall have authority to employ such clerks, 
and other assistants, and to fix their compensation; however, the 
number and compensation of such clerks and other assistants shall 
be subject to the approval of the county commission. The compensa¬ 
tion of the clerks and assistants shall be paid monthly out of the 
general fund of the county in the same manner as other county 
employees are paid. 

Section 2. The probate judge shall perform all duties relating 
to the assessment and collection of taxes on motor vehicles in the 
county, which have heretofore been performed by the tax assessor and 
tax collector. The tax assessor and the tax collector of Colbert County 
are hereby relieved of all duties and responsibilities relative to the 
assessment and collection of taxes on such motor vehicles. The pro¬ 
bate judge shall receive the commissions and fees now allowed the 
assessor and collector for performing these functions, and such fees 
and commissions shall be remitted to the county general fund. Re¬ 
porting and remitting of such tax shall be made at the same time 
as other reports and remittances are now made by the probate judge. 

Section 3. The probate judge shall keep at all times an ac¬ 
curate record of all licenses received by him from the state comp¬ 
troller and of the disposition made of them, of all monies received, 
and of the licenses issued by him. He shall report to the state comp¬ 
troller at the same time and in the same manner that the judges of 
probate are required to do under the general law. All unissued licenses 
and the stubs or duplicates or carbon copies of licenses issued shall 
be accounted for in the same manner that judges of probate are re¬ 
quired to account for by law. 

Section 4. Except as hereinafter provided, the probate judge 
shall be entitled to charge and collect the same fees that are provided 
for by law. For the performance of duties relative to the recording 
of the transfer of the ownership of motor vehicles as prescribed in 
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the Code of Alabama 1975, said probate judge shall charge and collect 
a fee of $1.00. All such fees shall be the property of the county and 
shall be paid to the general fund of the county. Refunds for licenses 
issued by mistake or fact of law shall be made under the conditions 
and in the manner prescribed by the Code of Alabama 1975. 

Section 5. To prevent motor vehicles from escaping taxation 
and to provide for a more efficient procedure for assessment and col¬ 
lection of taxes due on same, no licenses shall be issued to operate 
motor vehicles on the public highways of this state, nor shall any 
transfer be made by the probate judge until the ad valorem tax on 
such vehicles shall have been paid to the county for the preceding 
year as evidenced by receipt from the said judge. Every person, firm 
or corporation driving or owning a motor vehicle who desires to 
operate a motor vehicle on the public highways of Alabama shall first 
return such motor vehicle for ad valorem taxation purposes to said 
probate judge who shall issue a certificate of assessment on a form 
prescribed by the state department of revenue, shall collect the taxes 
shown thereon, and shall make a duplicate of the tax receipt and keep 
same on file in his office. The license tag shall be evidence of the 
payment of the license and ad valorem tax due as provided under this 
Act. 

Section 6. Before any vehicle can be assessed, the probate 
judge shall be furnished the tag number presently on the vehicle 
unless such vehicle is new, in which case said probate judge shall be 
furnished a bona fide bill of sale from the dealer showing when the 
vehicle was bought new. In the case of a used car brought into the 
state from a state which provides that upon sale or transfer of the 
motor vehicle the tags are either surrendered to an appropriate 
authority or subsequently reissued by the seller, said probate judge 
shall be furnished a bona fide certificate of title properly assigned 
which shows when the car was sold to an individual, firm, corporation 
or association, living or operating in this state. If such tag number 
of bill of sale or certificate of title is not furnished, the vehicle will 
be presumed to have been in the state the entire year for which taxes 
are being assessed. Those motor vehicles brought into the state during 
any tax year and new motor vehicles for which licenses have never 
been issued that have been sold from the stock of a dealer during any 
tax year, shall be subject to taxation as if they had been held or owned 
in the state on the first day of October. 

Section 7. The probate judge may, at his discretion, mail an 
application for renewal of licenses to whom such license has been 
previously issued, such renewal forms required to be returned prior 
to the expiration date of the license. Such renewal forms may be in 
post card form and with sufficient information thereon to adequately 
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identify and process such renewal. The signature of the licensee 
thereon and proper remittance shall constitute sufficient authority 
for the probate judge to issue such license and return to the licensee 
by mail. There is hereby established a fee to be entitled “Mail Order 
Fee which shall be set from time to time by the county governing 
body to pay the cost of the mailing procedure herein provided, and 
such fee shall be collected by the probate judge at the time of issuance 
and paid over to the general fund of the county as are other fees and 
commissions. 

Section 8 . The provisions of this act are severable. If any part 
of the act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 9. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are hereby repealed. 

Section 10. This act shall become effective January 1, 1982, 
after its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

Relating to Escambia County; providing for the payment and distribution of net 
monies received from severance tax and privilege tax on oil and gas received under 
any general or local law; providing for the distribution of such funds received pursuant 
to Sections 40-20-1 through 40-20-13, Code of Alabama 1975; providing for the distribu¬ 
tion and allocation of said taxes from the State of Alabama; providing further for the 
use of all such funds received in Escambia County; authorizing certain other expendi¬ 
tures therefrom; providing for the allocation thereof for educational purposes; providing 
funds from such revenues for the construction of an elevator in the county courthouse 
and the construction of and equipment and supplies for the Escambia County -Jail; 
creating the Escambia County Courthouse and County -Jail Trust Fund toi the funds 
and administration thereof for such construction, equipment and supplies; authorizing 
the investment of certain funds therefor; providing further for the distribution of a 
portion of such funds, pursuant to Sections 40-20-1 through 40-20-13, Code of Alabama 
1975, to the Escambia County Industrial Development Authority and providing that 
any unexpended monies therefrom shall revert to the county general fund; to make 
certain provisions of the act retroactive; to specifically repeal; Act No. 344, H. 679 
of the 1953 Regular Session (Acts 1953, p. 407); Act No. 883, S. 771 of the 1978 Regular 
Session (Acts 1978, p. 1312); and Act No. 612, H. 1141 of the 1978 Regular Session 
(Acts 1978, p. 869), all relating to the distribution and allocation of net funds from 
severance taxes on oil and gas; and providing for the effective operations of the provi¬ 
sions of the Act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. One-third of all net funds received by Escambia 
County from the severance tax levied pursuant to Sections 40-20-1 
through 40-20-13, Code of Alabama 1975, shall be paid as received to 
the Escambia County Board of Education, to be used for educational 
purposes and to be distributed as follows: Each Board of Education, 
now in existence or hereafter created in Escambia County, shall 
receive a pro rata share of said moneys based upon the relation its 
average enrollment in its schools during the preceding school year 
bears to the average enrollment of all the public schools in Escambia 
County. 

Section 2. An amount equal to one-tenth of the net funds re¬ 
ceived by Escambia County pursuant to Sections 40-20-1 through 
40-20-13 of the Code of Alabama 1975, or one hundred thousand 
dollars ($100,000) of such funds, whichever is the lesser, shall be 
appropriated by the Escambia County governing body from the 
county general fund to the Escambia County Industrial Development 
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Authority, created by Act No. 894, S. 773 of the 1978 Regular Session 
(Acts 1978, p. 1330). Any such monies which are not expended by the 
said authority by September 30, 1982, and each September 30th 
thereafter, shall at the request of the Escambia County governing 
body be returned to the general fund of the county. 

Section 3. (a) An amount equal to ten percent of the total 

of all net funds received, pursuant to any severance tax as privilege 
tax on oil and gas under any general or local law whatsoever, shall 
be deposited in the county treasury designated for the “Escambia 
County Courthouse and County Jail Trust Fund” which trust fund 
is hereby created. The county governing body shall cause such funds 
to be invested at the best return of interest in the manner allowed 
by law. The county governing body shall be responsible to utilize the 
interest from such investments first for the installation of an elevator 
in the Escambia County Courthouse; thereafter the interest from 
such investments shall be paid by the county governing body for the 
construction, equipping and supplying of the Escambia County Jail.

Section 4. The remainder of all revenues paid to Escambia

However, on the effective date of this Act, 
any earned fees and commissions shall be granted to said county 
officials with the first monies collected in October. The tax collector 
is hereby authorized to employ up to four assistants to aid in carrying 
out the duties of his office; the tax assessor is authorized to employ 
up to five assistants to aid in carrying out the duties of his office.

Section 1 . Sections 43-3-1, as amended, and 43-3-10 of the Code 
of Alabama 1975, are amended to read as follows: 

“ § 43-3-1. The real estate of persons dying intestate, as to such 
estate descends, subject to the payment of debts and charges against 
the estate as follows: 

“(1) Subject to the widow’s dower, to the children of the intes¬ 
tate, or their descendants, in equal parts. 

“(2) If there are no children or their descendants then the whole 
to the surviving spouse of the intestate. 

“(3) If there are no children or their descendants, and no surviv¬ 
ing spouse, then to the father and mother, in equal parts. 

“(4) If there are no children or their descendants, no surviving 
spouse, and if there be but one surviving parent, then one half to such 
surviving parent, and the other half to the brothers and sisters of the 
intestate, or their descendants, in equal parts. 

“(5) If there are no children or their descendants, no surviving 
spouse, no brothers or sisters or their descendants, and if there be 
but one surviving parent, then the whole to such surviving parent. 

“(6) If there are no children or their descendants, no surviving 
spouse, and no father or mother, then to the brothers and sisters of 
the intestate, or their descendants, in equal parts.

(7) If there are no children or their decendants, no surviving 
spouse, no father or mother, and no brothers or sisters or their 
descendants, then to the next of kin to the intestate, in equal degree, 
in equal parts. 

(8) If there are no children or their descendants, no surviving

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Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . The County Commission of Blount County is 
authorized, when the need exists, to provide protection against forest 
fires in Blount County by participating in the Alabama Forestry 
Commission’s fire protection program in the manner hereinafter spe¬ 
cified. 

Section 2. (a) After the Blount County Commission has de¬ 

termined that such a need does exist in Blount County, the County 
Commission may, in the manner hereinafter specified, provide for a 
financial charge or tax to be paid by the owners of forest lands located 
in Blount County for the use of the land for timber growing purposes 
amounting to the whole or any part of the cost of such fire protection 
program, but not in excess of ten cents per acre, provided such finan¬ 
cial charge or tax is not greater than the benefit accruing to such 
forest lands due to availability of such fire protection. 

(b) “Forest lands” as used in this Act, shall mean any land which 
supports a forest growth, or which under prevailing natural and 
economic conditions may be expected to support such a growth in 
the future, or which is being used or reserved for any purpose. Forest 
lands” as used in this Act, shall not include any lands primarily used 
for residential purposes nor shall it include any publicly owned lands. 

(c) The finance charge or tax fixed as provided in the above 
section shall be payable at the same time and in the same manner 
as county taxes, and the owners of the “Forest lands,” as herein de¬ 
fined, shall make report of the same to the Tax Assessor of Blount 
County, Alabama, at the time fixed by law for making return of the 
property of such property owned. Financial charges or taxes levied 
shall constitute a lien on the property against which they are charged 
or taxed in case of default in the payment of such financial charge 
or tax. 

Section 3. The county governing body of Blount County is 
authorized to determine the area and owners thereof, and report the 
same to the Tax Assessor of Blount County who shall be authorized, 
after notice by mail to such owners, and hearing before the county 
governing body is requested by such owners, to place said financial 
charge or tax against the said forest land as may be determined. It 
shall be the responsibility of the Tax Assessor of Blount County to 
establish such rules and regulations as are necessary to administer 
the provisions of this Act.

AN ACT 

To propose a self-executing amendment to the Constitution of Alabama of 1901 
which will create a permanent trust fund for the benefit of the State and the citizens 
thereof, provide for the funding of such trust fund with certain moneys derived by the 
State from the leasing of its rights in offshore oil, gas and other hydrocarbon minerals, 
create a board of trustees to manage such trust fund and prescribe the powers thereof, 
provide for the investment of moneys held in such trust fund, provide for the appro¬ 
priation by the Legislature of the income from such trust fund, limit the liability of 
individual members of the board of trustees of such trust fund, and establish a legislative 
oversight commission. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Proposed Constitutional Amendment. The 
following amendment to the Constitution of Alabama of 1901 is 
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hereby proposed and shall become valid as a part of said Constitution 
when approved by a majority of the qualified electors voting thereon: 

CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT 

Section 1. Creation of Trust Fund. For the continuing bene¬ 
fit of the State of Alabama and the citizens thereof, there is hereby 
created an irrevocable, permanent trust fund named “The Alabama 
Heritage Trust Fund” which shall be funded and administered in 
accordance with the provisions of this amendment. 

Section 2. Definitions. As used in this amendment, the 
following words and phrases shall have the following respective mean¬ 
ings: 

“Alabama Housing Finance Authority” means (i) the public cor¬ 
poration and instrumentality of the State organized pursuant to the 
provisions of Act No. 80-585 enacted at the 1980 Regular Session of 
the Legislature or (ii) any other public corporation and instrumen¬ 
tality of the State which performs substantially the same functions 
as said corporation organized pursuant to said Act No. 80-585 and 
which is declared by the Legislature to be a successor thereto or 
replacement thereof. 

Amortized Premium”, when used with reference to any Eligible 
Investment acquired for a purchase price (exclusive of accrued inter¬ 
est) reflecting a premium above the face or par amount thereof, means 
an amount determined by first dividing the total dollar amount of 
the premium at which such investment was purchased by the number 
of days between the date of purchase and the maturity of such invest¬ 
ment (or other date when the principal thereof is contractually re¬ 
quired to be paid to the holder thereof) and by then multiplying the 
quotient so obtained by the number of days between the date of pur¬ 
chase and the date as of which such amount is to be determined. 

“Board” means the Board of Trustees of the Trust Fund. 

Commission” means the “Alabama Heritage Trust Fund Legis¬ 
lative Oversight Commission” created in this amendment. 

“Eligible Investments” means any of the following: 

(1) demand deposits (whether or not interest bearing) in Fed¬ 
erally Insured Banks, interest bearing time deposits (whether or not 
evidenced by certificates of deposit) in Federally Insured Banks, and 
banker’s acceptances endorsed and guaranteed by Federally Insured 
Banks; provided that non-interest bearing deposits shall constitute 
an Eligible Investment for moneys in the Trust Fund for only so long 
as sound business practice shall require such moneys to be held in 
such deposits pending the investment thereof in other Eligible Invest¬ 
ments or the disbursement thereof in accordance with the provisions 
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of this amendment; provided further that the aggregate amount of 
deposits (including both demand and time deposits) of the Trust Fund 
in any one bank at any time plus the aggregate amount of banker’s 
acceptances of such bank then held by the Trust Fund (i) shall not 
exceed ten percent (10%) of the total Trust Capital and (ii) shall not 
exceed ten percent (10%) of the combined capital, surplus and un¬ 
divided profits of such bank unless any excess of the combined amount 
of deposits and banker’s acceptances over ten percent of such com¬ 
bined capital, surplus and undivided profits shall be secured by obli¬ 
gations described in subdivisions (2) and (3) of this definition having 
at all times a market value (exclusive of accrued interest) at least 
equal to such excess amount of deposits and banker’s acceptances, 
including accrued interest thereon; 

(2) bonds, notes or other evidences of indebtedness that are 
direct obligations of the United States of America or that are uncon¬ 
ditionally guaranteed as to both principal and interest by the United 
States of America; 

(3) bonds, debentures, notes or other evidences of indebtedness 
issued or guaranteed by any of the following agencies or corporations: 
Federal Farm Credit Bank, Federal Intermediate Credit Banks, the 
Export-Import Bank of the United States, Federal Land Banks, the 
Federal National Mortgage Association, the Tennessee Valley 
Authority, the Governmental National Mortgage Association, the 
Federal Financing Bank, the Farmers Home Administration, or any 
agency or instrumentality of the United States of America which shall 
be established for the purpose of acquiring the obligations of any of 
the foregoing or otherwise providing financing therefor; 

(4) repurchase agreements with Federally Insured Banks or 
with government bond dealers reporting to and trading with the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New York, provided that such repurchase 
agreements are secured by obligations described in subdivisions (2) 
and (3) of this definition; and 

(6) interest bearing time deposits (whether or not evidenced by 
certificates of deposit) in savings and loan associations (a) the deposits 
of which are insured to the maximum extent possible by the Federal 
Savings and Loan Insurance Corporation or any agency of the United 
States of America that may succeed to its functions and (b) the prin¬ 
cipal office of which is located in the State; provided further that the 
aggregate amount of deposits of the Trust Fund in any one savings 
and loan association at any time (i) shall not exceed ten percent (10%) 
of the total Trust Capital and (ii) shall not exceed ten percent (10%) 
of the net worth of such savings and loan association unless any excess 
of the amount of deposits over ten percent (10%) of such net worth 
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shall be secured by obligations described in subdivisions (2) and (3) 
of this definition having at all times a market value (exclusive of 
accrued interest) at least equal to such excess amount of deposits, 
including accrued interest thereon. 

Federally Insured Bank’’ means any bank, whether organized 
under the laws of the United States of America or the laws of any 
state thereof, which is a member of the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation or which obtains deposit insurance to the maximum 
extent possible from any agency of the United States of America that 
may succeed to the functions of the Federal Deposit Insurance Cor¬ 
poration. 

Fiscal Year means the fiscal year of the State as may from time 
to time be provided by law. 

Oil and Gas Capital Payment” means any payment (except any 
royalty or other payment described in the last sentence of this defini¬ 
tion) received by the State or any agency or instrumentality thereof 
as all or part of the consideration for the sale, leasing or other disposi¬ 
tion by the State or any agency or instrumentality thereof of any 
right to explore and drill for or to produce oil, gas or other hydrocar¬ 
bon minerals in any area on the water side of the high water mark 
of Mobile Bay or in any other offshore area. Any royalty or other 
payment that is based upon, or determined with respect to, the pro¬ 
duction of oil, gas or other hydrocarbon minerals and that is paid to 
the State or any agency or instrumentality thereof in advance of the 
actual realization of the production upon which it is based or with 
respect to which it is determined shall be considered an Oil and Gas 
Capital Payment irrespective of whether it is to be credited, in whole 
or in part, against future payments based upon, or determined with 
respect to, the actual production of oil, gas or other hydrocarbon 
minerals. No royalty or other payment shall be considered an Oil and 
Gas Capital Payment if it is based upon, or determined with respect 
to, the production of oil, gas or other hydrocarbon minerals actually 
realized at or prior to the time such royalty or other payment is 
remitted to the State or any agency or instrumentality thereof. 

“State” means the State of Alabama. 

Trust Capital means all assets of the Trust Fund other than 
Trust Income that is at the time subject to appropriation by the 
Legislature and has not become part of the Trust Capital. 

Trust Fund means “The Alabama Heritage Trust Fund” 
created by this amendment. 

Trust Income , when used with reference to any period, means 
the net income received during such period from the investment and 
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reinvestment of all assets of the Trust Fund, determined in accordance 
with the provisions of Section 5(c) of this amendment. 

“Trustee” means a member of the Board of Trustees of the Trust 
Fund. 

“Section 3. Management of Trust Fund Vested in Board of 
Trustees, (a) The Trust Fund shall be under the management and 
control of the Board, and all powers necessary or appropriate for the 
management and control of the Trust Fund shall be vested solely in 
the Board. The Board shall have a membership of nine Trustees con¬ 
sisting of the Governor, the State Treasurer, the Director of Finance 
(or such other official as may by law succeed to the responsibilities 
of the Director of Finance), two Trustees appointed by the Governor, 
two Trustees appointed by the Lieutenant Governor, and two Trust¬ 
ees appointed by the Speaker of the House of Representatives. The 
Governor, the State Treasurer and the Director of Finance shall each 
serve as a Trustee ex officio, and the service of each such official as 
a Trustee shall begin and end concurrently with the beginning and 
end of his or her tenure in such office. As promptly as practicable 
after the effective date of this amendment, the other Trustees shall 
be appointed for the following initial terms: the Trustees to be ap¬ 
pointed by the Governor shall be appointed for terms beginning 
immediately upon their respective appointments and ending at noon 
on October 1 in the first and second calendar years, respectively, next 
following the calendar year in which this amendment shall become 
effective; the Trustees to be appointed by the Lieutenant Governor 
shall be appointed for a term beginning immediately upon his or her 
appointment and ending at noon on October 1 in the third calendar 
year next following the calendar year in which this amendment shall 
become effective; and the Trustees to be appointed by the Speaker 
of the House of Representatives shall be appointed for a term begin¬ 
ning immediately upon his or her appointment and ending at noon 
on October 1 in the fourth calendar year next following the calendar 
year in which this amendment shall become effective. Thereafter, the 
term of office of each appointed Trustee shall be six years, commenc¬ 
ing at noon on the October 1 on which the term of the immediate 
predecessor Trustee shall end. 

(b) If at any time there shall be a vacancy among the appointed 
Trustees, a successor Trustee shall be appointed to serve for the unex¬ 
pired term applicable to such vacancy. The appointment of each ap¬ 
pointed Trustee (other than those initially appointed), whether for 
a full six-year term or to complete an unexpired term, shall be made 
by the same officer of the State who appointed the Trustee whose 
term shall have expired or is to expire or*in whose position on the 
Board a vacancy otherwise exists and shall be made not earlier than 
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t ^* rty < 3 °) da y s Pnor to the date on which such Trustee is to take 
office as such. Each appointed Trustee shall hold office from the 
effective date of his or her appointment until his or her confirmation 
or rejection by the Senate as provided in subsection (c) of this section, 
and, if confirmed by the Senate, until the expiration of the term (or 
portion thereof) for which he or she was appointed; provided that if 
the term of any Trustee shall expire prior to the reappointment of 
such Trustee or prior to the appointment of his or her successor, such 
Trustee shall continue to serve until his or her successor is appointed, 
and if such Trustee is reappointed for a new term after the expiration 
of the immediately preceding term which he or she has been serving, 
his or her new term of office shall be deemed to have commenced at 
noon on the October 1 on which the immediately preceding term shall 
have expired. Trustees shall be eligible for reappointment without 
limit as to the number of terms previously served. 

(c) At the beginning of every regular session of the Legislature 
the Governor shall certify to the Senate the names of all who shall 
have been appointed as Trustees since the commencement of the last 
regular session of the Legislature, and the Senate shall confirm or 
reject each of them as it shall determine to be in the best interests 
of the State. If the Senate takes no action during such regular session 
with respect to any Trustee whose appointment was so certified, such 
Trustee shall be deemed to have been confirined by the Senate. If 
the Senate rejects the appointment of any Trustee, such rejection 
shall immediately terminate the service of such Trustee and the re¬ 
sulting vacancy in the membership of the Board shall be filled by a 
subsequent appointment made in accordance with the provisions of 
subsection (b) of this section. Trustees appointed during a regular 
session of the Legislature shall not be subject to confirmation or 
rejection by the Senate until the regular session of the Legislature 
next succeeding their appointment. 

(d) Each appointed Trustee shall, at the time of his or her ap¬ 
pointment and at all times during his or her term of office, be a quali¬ 
fied elector of the State, and a failure by any Trustee to remain so 
qualified during such term shall cause a vacancy of the office of such 
Trustee. Each appointed Trustee shall have recognized competence 
and experience in the evaluation and management of investments. No 
person holding a full-time office or position of employment with the 
United States of America, the State, any county or municipality in 
the State, or any instrumentality, agency or subdivision of any of the 
foregoing, shall be eligible for appointment as a Trustee. Any person 
who is an appointed Trustee shall be deemed to vacate his or her office 
as such Trustee by the acceptance of any office or employment which, 
had such person held such office or been so employed at the time of 
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his or her appointment as a Trustee, would have rendered such person 
ineligible for appointment as a Trustee. Service by any person as a 
member, director, trustee or other participant in the management or 
administration of any governmental agency, board or commission, or 
public educational institution, or other public body of the United 
States of America, the State, or any county or municipality or other 
political subdivision shall not render such person ineligible for ap¬ 
pointment as a Trustee unless such service constitutes full-time em¬ 
ployment. Any appointed Trustee may be impeached and removed 
from office as a Trustee in the same manner and on the same grounds 
provided in Section 174 of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, or 
successor provision thereof, and the general laws of the State for 
impeachment and removal of the officers of the State subject to said 
Section 174 or successor provision thereof. The Governor, the State 
Treasurer and the Director of Finance may not be impeached and 
removed from office as a Trustee apart from their impeachment and 
removal from the respective offices by virtue of which, ex officio, they 
serve as Trustees. 

(e) The Governor, the State Treasurer and the Director of 
Finance shall perform the duties of Trustees, ex officio, without any 
compensation other than that to which they are respectively entitled 
as Governor, State Treasurer and Director of Finance. Appointed 
Trustees shall be entitled to such compensation for their services as 
may from time to time be provided by law duly enacted by the Legis¬ 
lature, but the power to provide compensation of appointed Trustees 
shall be discretionary with the Legislature and nothing in this amend¬ 
ment shall be construed to confer upon such Trustees an absolute 
right to any compensation for their services. Each appointed Trustee 
shall be reimbursed for expenses actually incurred in the performance 
of his or her duties as a Trustee. 

(f) A majority of the Trustees shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business by the Board, and decisions shall be made on 
the basis of a majority of the quorum then present and voting, with 
each Trustee to have a single vote. No vacancy in the membership 
of the Board or the voluntary disqualification or abstention of any 
Trustee shall impair the right of a quorum to exercise all of the powers 
and duties of the Board. The Governor shall be the chairman and 
presiding officer of the Board, and the Board may appoint such other 
officers to perform such duties, not inconsistent with the provisions 
of this amendment or applicable law, as the Board shall deem neces¬ 
sary or appropriate. In addition to such regular meetings of the Board 
as may be provided by law or by bylaws or rules duly adopted by 
the Board, special meetings of the Board may be called by the Gover¬ 
nor acting alone or by any three other Trustees acting in concert, 
in each case upon two days’ notice to each Trustee given in person 
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or by registered letter or telegram; provided, however, that such notice 
to each Trustee may be waived by such Trustee, either before or after 
the meeting with respect to which such notice would otherwise be 
required. Any meeting held by the Board for any purpose shall be 
open to the public, except that executive or secret sessions may be 
held by the Board when the character or good name of a person is 
involved. All proceedings of the Board shall be reduced to writing on 
behalf of the Board and maintained in the permanent records of the 
Board, a copy of which shall be filed in the principal office of the Board 
and shall be open for public inspection there during regular business 
hours. The principal office of the Board shall be the principal office 
of the Director of Finance. 

(g) No Trustee shall vote on or participate in the discussion or 
consideration of any matter coming before the Board in which such 
Trustee, personally or through family connections or business associ¬ 
ations, has any direct or indirect pecuniary interest, including, but 
without limitation thereto, decisions of the Board concerning the 
investment of moneys constituting part of the Trust Fund in any 
deposit or obligation of any bank or corporation in which such Trustee 
may have such an interest. If there shall be brought before the Board 
any matter in which a Trustee shall have any interest which may 
conflict with his duties as a Trustee, he or she shall immediately make 
a complete disclosure to the Board of such interest and shall thereaf¬ 
ter withdraw from participation in any deliberation and decision of 
the Board with respect to such matter. 

(h) The Board shall have all of the powers necessary to carry 
out and effectuate the purposes and provisions of this amendment, 
including, without limiting the generality of the foregoing, the follow¬ 
ing powers: 

(1) to adopt, alter and repeal bylaws, regulations and rules for 
the regulation and conduct of its affairs and business; 

(2) to make, enter into and execute contracts, agreements and 
other instruments and to take such other actions as may be necessary 
or convenient to accomplish any purpose for which the Trust Fund 
was created or to exercise any power expressly, or by reasonable im¬ 
plication, granted by this amendment; 

(3) to enter into contracts with, to accept aid and grants from, 
to cooperate with and to do any and all things that may be necessary 
in order to avail itself of the aid and cooperation of the United States 
of America, the State or any agency, instrumentality or political sub¬ 
division of either thereof in furtherance of the purposes of this amend¬ 
ment; and 
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(4) to appoint, employ and contract with such employees, 
agents, advisors and consultants, including, but not limited to, attor¬ 
neys, accountants, financial experts and such other advisors, consul¬ 
tants and agents as may in its judgment be necessary or desirable, 
and to fix their compensation; 

provided, however, that any obligation created or assumed by the 
Board shall not create any pecuniary obligation or liability of the 
State or the Trust Fund other than such as shall be payable out of 
moneys appropriated by the Legislature to defray the expenses of the 
Board in carrying out the purposes of this amendment. No lien or 
charge against any assets of the Trust Fund for any purpose whatso¬ 
ever shall be created by or result from any law enacted by the Legisla¬ 
ture or any action taken by the Board or any other department, 
agency or instrumentality of the State. 

(i) The expenses of making and disposing of investments such 
as brokerage commissions, legal expenses referable to a particular 
transaction, transfer taxes and other customary transactional ex¬ 
penses shall, as provided in Section 5(c) of this amendment, be payable 
from the investment income of the Trust Fund, but no administrative 
or other expenses not specifically required to make or dispose of a 
particular investment shall be payable out of any assets of the Trust 
Fund. The Legislature shall provide for the administrative and other 
necessary expenses of the Board in the same rrjanner as it provides 
for the expenses of operating other departments and agencies of the 
State. 

“Section 4. Sources of Trust Capital, (a) There shall be trans¬ 
ferred from the general fund of the State into the Trust Fund, as the 
initial Trust Capital, moneys in an amount equal to the sum of (i) 
all proceeds of any Oil and Gas Capital Payments received by the 
State at any time after January 1, 1981, and on or before November 
1, 1981, and (ii) all income or profit derived from the investment and 
reinvestment of the proceeds of such Oil and Gas Capital Payments 
(including income or profit derived from the investment and reinvest¬ 
ment of previously derived income or profit) prior to the transfer of 
such proceeds into the Trust Fund, less and except the following: 

(1) any amount of such proceeds, income or profit which has 
been disbursed by the State, prior to the effective date of this amend¬ 
ment, for the use of the Board of Corrections pursuant to the provi¬ 
sions of Act No. 81-764 enacted at the 1981 Regular Session of the 
Legislature; 

(2) any amount of such proceeds, income or profit which has 
been disbursed by the State, prior to the effective date of this amend¬ 
ment, for the use of the Department of Mental Health pursuant to 
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the provisions of Act No. 81-770 enacted at the 1981 Regular Session 
of the Legislature; 

(3) any amount of such proceeds, income or profit which has 
been appropriated by the Legislature, prior to the effective date of 
this amendment, for the use or benefit of the Alabama Housing 
Finance Authority and which, as of the effective date of this amend¬ 
ment, is required by any then applicable law to be held apart from 
the Trust Fund and not included with the moneys to be transferred 
into such fund as part of the initial Trust Capital; 

(4) any amount of such proceeds, income or profit not exceeding 
$6,000,000 which has been appropriated by the Legislature, prior to 
the effective date of this amendment, for the reimbursement of the 
counties of the State for expenses incurred by such counties in the 
incarceration or confinement of convicts or other prisoners who are 
the responsibility of the State; and 

(5) any amount of such proceeds, income or profit not exceeding 
$10,000,000 which has been appropriated by the Legislature, prior to 
the effective date of this amendment, for the support and encour¬ 
agement of educational, agricultural and industrial activities involv¬ 
ing basic and applied scientific research and development. 

Promptly following the effective date of this amendment, the State 
Treasurer shall take all actions necessary to transfer to the Board 
the possession, control and management of the initial Trust Capital. 
If at the time of such transfer into the Trust Fund all or part of the 
initial Trust Capital is invested in certificates of deposit or other 
investments which cannot be converted into cash prior to the matu¬ 
rity thereof without loss of interest or other penalty, the State Trea¬ 
surer shall directly transfer such certificates of deposit or other in¬ 
vestments to the Board as part of the initial Trust Capital without 
first converting the same into cash. In the event that any certificates 
of deposit or other investments shall be transferred into the Trust 
Fund, the initial Trust Capital shall include only the income or profit 
from such certificates of deposit or other investments that has been 
received by the State on or before such transfer or that constitutes 
accrued interest, amortized discount or other amounts which, in ac¬ 
cordance with generally accepted accounting principles, should be 
considered as having been earned by the State as of the date of such 
transfer. To the extent that any income or profit derived from such 
certificates of deposit or other investments is referable to any period 
after the transfer thereof into the Trust Fund, such income or profit 
shall constitute Trust Income and shall not constitute part of the 
Trust Capital (except to the extent otherwise provided by Section 5(a) 
of this amendment). 
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Any provision of this amendment to the contrary notwithstand¬ 
ing, no Oil and Gas Capital Payment received by the State after 
November 1, 1981, or any income from the investment thereof, shall, 
unless subsequently authorized by law, be transferred into the Trust 
Fund. 

(b) The Trust Capital shall be augmented by any Trust Income 
which, as provided in Section 5(a) of this amendment, shall have 
remained in the Trust Fund beyond the end of the Fiscal Year next 
succeeding the Fiscal Year during which it was received without 
having been appropriated for any purpose by act of the Legislature. 
The Trust Capital shall also consist of (i) such other moneys or assets 
as the Legislature may by law appropriate and transfer to the Trust 
Fund as a permanent part thereof and (ii) such other moneys or assets 
as may be contributed to the Trust Fund from any source. 

“Section 5. Investment of Moneys in Trust Fund; Appro¬ 
priation of Trust Income, (a) Except to the extent otherwise pro¬ 
vided in Section 6 of this amendment, the Trust Capital shall be held 
in perpetual trust and shall not be appropriated by the Legislature 
or expended or disbursed for any purpose other than to acquire Eligi¬ 
ble Investments in accordance with the provisions of this amendment. 
All Eligible Investments acquired, in whole or in part, with moneys 
constituting part of the Trust Capital shall to the extent of such 
moneys constitute part of the Trust Capital, but any Trust Income 
derived therefrom shall be subject to appropriation and withdrawal 
by the Legislature to the extent provided in this amendment. Until 
and including the last day of the Fiscal Year next succeeding the 
Fiscal Year during which any Trust Income shall be received into the 
Trust Fund, the Legislature may at any time and from time to time, 
whether before or after the actual receipt of such Trust Income, enact 
laws appropriating all or any part of such Trust Income for any lawful 
purpose, and any Trust Income so appropriated may be withdrawn 
from the Trust Fund at any time after the receipt thereof; provided, 
however, that the right of the Legislature to appropriate any Trust 
Income prior to the actual receipt thereof shall not be construed to 
authorize the recognition and withdrawal of any moneys equivalent 
to such Trust Income prior to the actual receipt thereof into the Trust 
Fund. If any Trust Income shall not be appropriated by a law which 
becomes effective on or before the last day of the Fiscal Year next 
succeeding that during which it was received, such Trust Income shall 
thereafter cease to be subject to appropriation and shall become part 
of the Trust Capital to be held in the Trust Fund on the same terms 
and conditions as are applicable to all other assets constituting the 
Trust Capital. Any Trust Income appropriated by a law becoming 
effective on or before the last day of the Fiscal Year next succeeding 
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that during which it was received shall remain Trust Income even 
though it is permitted to remain in the Trust Fund after the end of 
such Fiscal Year, and any such Trust Income shall be subject to 
withdrawal from the Trust Fund at any time thereafter in the manner 
provided by law for the p ‘noses for which it shall theretofore have 
been appropriated. 

(b) To the extent practicable, the Board shall keep all moneys 
at any time held in the Trust Fund (including both Trust Capital 
and Trust Income) invest in such Eligible Investments as shall, in 
its sole and uncontrolled judgment, produce the greatest Trust 
Income over the term of such investments while preserving the Trust 
Capital. In making any investment of moneys held in the Trust Fund, 
the Board shall exercise the judgment and care, under the circum¬ 
stances prevailing at the time of such investment, which an institu¬ 
tional investor of the highest standard of prudence, intelligence and 
financial expertise would exercise in the management and investment 
of large assets entrusted to it not for the purpose of speculative profit 
but for the permanent generation and disposition of funds, considering 
the probable safety of capital as well as the expected amount and 
frequency of income. The Board shall have full power and authority 
to select the Eligible Investments in which moneys held in the Trust 
Fund shall at any time be invested, and, to the extent not inconsistent 
with any express provision of this amendment, the Eligible Invest¬ 
ments so selected shall be acquired from such issuers, underwriters, 
brokers or other sellers on such terms and conditions, shall be acquired 
for purchase prices reflecting such discount below or premium above 
the par or face amount thereof, shall bear such dates and be in such 
form, denominations and series, shall mature or be subject to manda¬ 
tory redemption on such dates, shall bear interest at such rate or rates 
payable at such intervals or, alternatively, shall provide income to 
the holder thereof in such other manner (including, without limitation 
thereto, the purchase of such investments at a discount which repre¬ 
sents all or part of the income or profit to be derived therefrom), shall 
be unsecured or secured in such manner, shall contain such provisions 
for prepayment or redemption at the option of the issuer or obligor, 
and shall contain or be subject to such other provisions as shall, in 
all of the foregoing respects, be determined by the Board in the exer¬ 
cise of its sole and uncontrolled judgment. The Board shall have full 
power and authority to invest the Trust Capital in long-term invest¬ 
ments producing Trust Income in accordance with such schedule as 
the Board shall, in the exercise of its sole and uncontrolled judgment, 
determine to be in the best interests of the State, and in determining 
such schedule the Board may emphasize future benefits in preference 
to near-term needs. The Board shall have complete and uncontrolled 
discretion in making decisions as to when moneys in the Trust Fund

shall be invested, as to the purchase price or other acquisition cost 
to be paid or incurred in acquiring investments for the Trust Fund, 
as to when investments constituting part of the Trust Fund shall be 
sold, liquidated or otherwise disposed of, and, notwithstanding the 
provisions of Section 100 of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, as 
to the amount and nature of the price or other consideration to be 
received by the Trust Fund upon the sale, liquidation or other disposi¬ 
tion of investments constituting part of the Trust Fund; provided, 
however, that to the extent the provisions of this amendment autho¬ 
rize the withdrawal of moneys from the Trust Fund (including both 
Trust Capital and Trust Income) pursuant to appropriation by the 
Legislature, the Board shall invest the moneys so subject to with¬ 
drawal in investments which shall mature or otherwise be subject to 
liquidation on such terms as will provide cash when required for with¬ 
drawal from the Trust Fund. No law shall be enacted nor any action 
taken by the executive department of the State which impairs or 
interferes with the power, authority and discretion conferred upon 
the Board by this amendment with respect to the acquisition, 
management, control and disposition of investments at any time 
constituting part of the Trust Fund. 

(c) The Trust Income for any period shall be the net income 
(determined as hereinafter provided) actually received in cash or cash 
equivalents during such period from the investment and reinvestment 
of all moneys held in the Trust Fund (including both moneys repre¬ 
senting Trust Capital and moneys representing previously received 
Trust Income that has not become part of the Trust Capital). No 
accrual or other accounting calculation or classification shall consti¬ 
tute the basis for recognizing Trust Income unless the moneys in 
question shall have been actually received and paid into the Trust 
Fund. The Trust Income for any period shall consist of the aggregate 
interest received from investments during such period plus any profit 
realized during such period from any payment, sale, liquidation or 
other disposition of investments resulting in the receipt of an amount 
greater than the purchase price thereof, less (i) any negative audit 
adjustments to income and any losses with respect to investments 
which are required to be charged against the income of the Trust Fund 
for such period pursuant to the provisions of subsection (d) of this 
section, (ii) any accrued interest paid as part of the purchase price 
of investments acquired during such period, and (iii) all expenses of 
selling and disposing of investments during such period such as 
brokerage commissions, legal expenses referable to a particular trans¬ 
action, transfer taxes and other customary transactional expenses. For 
purposes of determining the amount of the Trust Capital at any time 
held in the Trust Fund, any investment acquired for a purchase price 
reflecting a discount below its face or par amount shall, at all times 
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prior to its payment, sale, liquidation or other disposition, be valued 
at its original purchase price. If any investment is acquired for a 
purchase price reflecting a premium above its face or par amount, 
then, for purposes of calculating Trust Income, the cumulative inter¬ 
est or other income theretofore received from such investment as of 
any time shall be reduced by the then applicable Amortized Premium 
of such investment. For purposes of determining the amount of Trust 
Capital at any time held in the Trust Fund, any investment acquired 
for a purchase price reflecting a premium above its face or par amount 
shall, at all times prior to its payment, sale, liquidation or other dispo¬ 
sition, be valued at its original purchase price less its then applicable 
Amortized Premium. 

(d) The Trust Income shall be adjusted in accordance with the 
succeeding provisions of this subsection if the application of generally 
accepted accounting principles in connection with the annual audit

cluding the recognition of any reduction in value or write off of invest- 

m ?, ntS . r°f / eaSO " S relatin 8 to the probability of their payment or 
collectibility, or if any loss is realized upon any payment, sale, liquida-

of interest or other yield thereon has fallen below the market rates 
then applicable to comparable investments. Any audit adjustment 
resulting in a charge against income or any loss realized from the 
payment, sale, liquidation or other disposition of investments, as the 
case may be, shall be charged first against any Trust Income which, 
as ol the time such adjustment is made or such loss is realized has

In the event 
that, as a result of any audit adjustment or any realized loss, the 
aggregate amount of income appropriated and withdrawn from the 
trust fund as of any time during or at the end of any Fiscal Year 
exceeds the aggregate Trust Income which, taking into account such 
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adjustment or loss, should have been available for withdrawal at or 
before such time, then, and in such event, the excess amount so with¬ 
drawn need not be returned to the Trust Fund from the general fund 
of the State or from any other source of funds available to the State, 
but the amount of such excess withdrawal shall be recovered through 
charges against future income of the Trust Fund as above provided. 

(e) To the extent appropriate and not at the time prohibited 
by law, the Board shall use the facilities of the State Treasurer in 
the administration of the Trust Fund, including, but without limita¬ 
tion thereto, the keeping of records, the management of bank ac¬ 
counts, the transfer of funds and the safekeeping of securities evidenc¬ 
ing investments. 

(f) The Board shall cause an annual audit of the Trust Fund 
to be performed for each Fiscal Year by the State Auditor or, in the 
discretion of the Board, by an independent accounting firm and shall 
cause a report of such audit to be prepared in accordance with appli¬ 
cable accounting principles and made public within ninety (90) days 
following the end of the Fiscal Year covered thereby. The Board shall 
cause to be prepared and publicized such financial and other informa¬ 
tion concerning the Trust Fund as may from time to time be provided 
by law duly enacted by the Legislature, but in the absence of any 
law directing the preparation and publication of different reports, the 
Board shall cause to be prepared and made public, within thirty (30) 
days after the end of each quarterly period in each Fiscal Year, a 
report containing (i) a statement of the Trust Capital then held in 
the Trust Fund showing any changes thereto since the last quarterly 
report, (ii) a statement of the Trust Income then held in the Trust 
Fund showing receipts and withdrawals therefrom during the quar¬ 
terly period in question and further showing the portion thereof pre¬ 
viously appropriated and the portion thereof subject to appropriation 
but not then appropriated, (iii) a statement of the investments then 
held in the Trust Fund including descriptions thereof and the respec¬ 
tive values thereof, (iv) a statement of the Trust Income received to 
date during the current Fiscal Year, (v) if such report covers the first, 
second or third quarterly period, an estimate of the Trust Income 
anticipated for the entire current Fiscal Year and for each of the 
remaining quarterly periods thereof, and (vi) an estimate of the Trust 
Income anticipated for the next succeeding Fiscal Year and in each 
of the quarterly periods thereof. 

“Section 6. Alternative Disposition of Certain Trust Fund 
Moneys, (a) By any duly enacted law or laws, whether becoming 
effective before or after the effective date of this amendment, the 
Legislature may appropriate moneys constituting Trust Capital or 
Trust Income or a combination of both for the use or benefit of the 
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Alabama Housing Finance Authority in such aggregate amount as, 
when added to any amount excluded from the initial Trust Capital 
pursuant to clause (3) of the first sentence of Section 4 of this amend¬ 
ment, shall not exceed the sum of $19,500,000. All or any part of the 
moneys so appropriated may be held in the Trust Fund until disbursed 
for the purpose for which appropriated, or all or any part of such 
moneys may be immediately withdrawn from the Trust Fund and 
transferred to the Alabama Housing Finance Authority for the use 
thereof or, alternatively, transferred to the State and held by it until 
used to pay expenses for and on behalf of such authority, all in accor¬ 
dance with such law or laws as may from time to time be enacted 
by the Legislature. 

(b) In order to provide an alternative source for the moneys 
appropriated for the use of the Board of Corrections pursuant to the 
provisions of Act No. 81-764 enacted at the 1981 Regular Session of 
the Legislature, the Legislature may, by any duly enacted law or laws 
whether becoming effective before or after the effective date of this 
amendment, appropriate moneys constituting Trust Capital or Trust 
Income or a combination of both for the use of the Board of Correc¬ 
tions in making capital expenditures; provided, however, that the 
aggregate amount so appropriated for the use of the Board of Correc¬ 
tions and withdrawn from the Trust Fund shall not exceed an amount 
computed as the difference between $45,000,000 and the sum of (i) 
the amount excluded from the initial Trust Capital pursuant to clause 
(1) of the first sentence of Section 4 of this amendment and (ii) all 
other amounts at any time appropriated by the Legislature from the 
proceeds of bonds of the State or other sources for the use of the Board 
of Corrections in substitution for or replacement of all or any part 
of the moneys appropriated pursuant to said Act No. 81-764. 

(c) In order to provide an alternative source for the moneys 
appropriated for the use of the Department of Mental Health pursu¬ 
ant to the provisions of Act No. 81-770 enacted at the 1981 Regular 
Session of the Legislature, the Legislature may, by any duly enacted 
law or laws, whether or not becoming effective before or after the 
effective date of this amendment, appropriate moneys constituting 
Trust Capital or Trust Income or a combination of both for the use 
of the Department of Mental Health in making capital expenditures; 
provided, however, that the aggregate amount so appropriated for 
the use of the Department of Mental Health and withdrawn from 
the Trust Fund shall not exceed an amount computed as the dif¬ 
ference between $65,000,000 and the sum of (i) the amount excluded 
from the initial Trust Capital pursuant to clause (2) of the first sen¬ 
tence of Section 4 of this amendment and (ii) all other amounts at 
any time appropriated by the Legislature from the proceeds of bonds 
of the State or other sources for the use of the Department of Mental 
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Health in substitution for or replacement of all or any part of the 
moneys appropriated pursuant to said Act No. 81-770. 

“Section 7. Limitation of Personal Liability of Trustees. An 
individual Trustee shall not in any way be personally liable for any 
liability, loss or expense suffered by the Trust Fund unless such liabil¬ 
ity, loss or expense arises out of or results from the willful misconduct 
or wrongdoing of such Trustee. 

“Section 8. Legislative Oversight Commission, (a) There is 
hereby created the Alabama Heritage Trust Fund Legislative Over¬ 
sight Commission to consist of the Lieutenant Governor, the Speaker 
of the House, and five members each from the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives and the Senate to be appointed by the Speaker of the House 
and the Lieutenant Governor, respectively. If the Legislature is in 
regular session at the time this amendment shall become effective, 
the original members of the Commission shall be appointed at such 
regular session, and if the Legislature is not in regular session at the 
time this amendment shall become effective, the members of the 
Commission shall be appointed at the next regular session of the 
Legislature. The original members of the Commission shall serve for 
the remainder of their elected terms of office as members of the Legis¬ 
lature, and the terms of office of members of the Commission shall 
thereafter correspond to the full four-year terms for which members 
of the Legislature are elected. If at any time there shall be a vacancy 
among the appointed members of the Commission, a successor shall 
be appointed from the same body of the Legislature as that to which 
the previous incumbent belonged, and such successor shall serve for 
the remainder of the unexpired term of such previous incumbent. 

(b) The Commission shall hold an organizational meeting at the 
State Capitol within ten (10) days after the appointment of the origi¬ 
nal members thereof, and shall elect a chairman and vice chairman 
from among its members. Thereafter, the Commission shall meet, 
from time to time, at the call of the chairman or vice chairman or 
upon the request of seven or more members, with such notice and 
in accordance with such procedure as shall be prescribed by the rules 
of the Commission. 

(c) The Commission shall adopt its own rules of procedure for 
the transaction of business, except as otherwise provided in this 
amendment. A majority of the members of the Commission shall 
constitute a quorum for the purpose of transacting any business or 
performing any authorized duties. All members of the Commission, 
including both those who serve ex officio and those who are appointed, 
shall have an equal vote. The Commission shall keep full and complete 
minutes in writing of its proceedings, and every action taken shall 
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be authorized by duly adopted resolution recorded in such minutes. 

(d) Each member of the Commission shall be entitled to his or 
her regular legislative compensation and per diem and travel expenses 
for each day he or she attends a meeting or conducts business of the 
Commission, and such compensation and expenses shall be paid as 
provided by law out of the funds from time to time appropriated by 
the Legislature to pay the expenses of administering the Trust Fund. 

(e) The Commission shall monitor and evaluate the manage¬ 
ment of the Trust Fund by the Board, shall report to the Legislature 
on both the present and future availability of Trust Income for appro¬ 
priation by the Legislature, and shall recommend to the Legislature 
the enactment of such laws respecting the Trust Fund as the 
Commission shall deem desirable; provided, however, that nothing 
contained in this amendment respecting the Commission shall be 
construed to authorize the Legislature to enact laws inconsistent with 
the express provisions of this amendment.” 

Section Amendment Self-Executing. This amendment 
shall be self-executing, but the Legislature shall have the right and 
power to enact laws supplemental to this amendment and in further¬ 
ance of the purposes and objectives thereof, provided that such laws 
are not inconsistent with the express provisions of this amendment.”

AN ACT 

To propose an amendment to the Constitution of Alabama of 1901 that will autho¬ 
rize the State of Alabama to become indebted and to sell and issue its interest bearing 
general obligation bonds, in addition to all other bonds of the State, in an aggregate 
principal amount not exceeding $520,000,000 for the purpose of paying the capital costs 
of public facilities and works of internal improvement consisting of (i) public roads, 
streets, highways and bridges, (ii) buildings, equipment and other facilities for public 
schools, public technical and vocational schools and public institutions of higher educa¬ 
tion, (iii) state prisons, facilities for the housing, training, education or rehabilitation 
of prisoners, and other facilities necessary or useful in connection with prisons and other 
penal or correctional facilities, (iv) mental hospitals and other mental health facilities, 

(v) the improvement of navigation in Mobile Harbor and the construction and installa¬ 
tion of dock and wharf facilities in Mobile Harbor and on navigable inland waterways, 

(vi) the renovation and restoration of buildings in the main governmental complex o 
the State, including the State Capitol Building and the present headquarters office 
building of the State Highway Department; (vii) the construction and equipment of 
a new headquarters office building for the State Highway Department, (vm) facilities 
for the Alabama Department of Youth Services, (ix) the renovation and restoration 
of the State Coliseum, (x) public parks and park facilities, the acquisition of land tor 
conservation and preservation by the Alabama Department of Conservation and Natu¬ 
ral Resources, planting of shells to be used as culch for the improvement of oyster 
cultivation and other maricultural activities in Alabama coastal waters, bays and 
sounds, and (xi) equipment for the Alabama Educational Television Commission; that 
will authorize the refunding of said bonds through the sale and issuance of refunding 
bonds; that will pledge the full faith and credit of the State for payment of the principal 
of and interest and premium (if any) on all bonds issued pursuant to said amendmen , 
and that will provide certain terms and conditions with respect to the sale and issuance 
of bonds issued pursuant to said amendment. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Proposed Constitutional Amendment. The 
following amendment to the Constitution of Alabama of 1901 is 
hereby proposed and shall become valid as a part of said Constitution 
when approved by a majority of the qualified electors voting thereon: 

CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT 

“The State of Alabama is authorized to become indebted and to 
sell and issue its interest bearing bonds, in addition to all other bonds 
of the State, in an aggregate principal amount not exceeding 
$520,000,000. The expenses incurred in the sale and issuance of said 
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bonds shall be paid out of the proceeds derived from the sale thereof. 
The proceeds of said bonds shall be paid into the State Treasury, shall 
be kept continually invested pending the expenditure thereof, and 
shall, together with the income derived from the investment and rein¬ 
vestment thereof (including income derived from the investment and 
reinvestment of previously derived income), be retained in one or more 
separate accounts of the State Treasury until expended for the pur¬ 
poses authorized in this amendment and in the manner provided by 
law. The proceeds of said bonds remaining after payment of the ex¬ 
penses of selling and issuing the same, together with the investment 
income derived from said proceeds, shall be used solely for the purpose 
of paying the capital costs of public facilities and works of internal 
improvement consisting of (i) public roads, streets, highways and 
bridges, (ii) buildings, equipment and other facilities for public schools, 
public technical and vocational schools and public institutions of 
higher education, (iii) state prisons, facilities for the housing, training, 
education or rehabilitation of prisoners, and other facilities necessary 
or useful in connection with prisons and other penal or correctional 
facilities, (iv) mental hospitals and other mental health facilities, (v) 
the improvement of navigation in Mobile Harbor by the deepening 
and widening of channels therein and the construction and installa¬ 
tion of dock and wharf facilities in Mobile Harbor and on navigable 
inland waterways, (vi) the renovation and restoration of buildings in 
the main governmental complex of the State, including the State 
Capitol Building and the present headquarters office building of the 
State Highway Department, (vii) the construction and equipment of 
a new headquarters office building for the State Highway Depart¬ 
ment, (viii) facilities for the Alabama Department of Youth Services, 
(ix) the renovation and restoration of the State Coliseum in Mont¬ 
gomery County, (x) public parks and park facilities, the acquisition 
of land for conservation and preservation by the Alabama Depart¬ 
ment of Conservation and Natural Resources, the planting of shells 
to be used as culch for the improvement of oyster cultivation and 
other maricultural activities in Alabama coastal waters, bays and 
sounds, and (xi) equipment for the Alabama Educational Television 
Commission. 

“The Legislature shall enact appropriate implementing laws to 
provide for the sale and issuance of the bonds authorized by this 
amendment, to appropriate and allocate the proceeds thereof, to¬ 
gether with the investment income derived from said proceeds, among 
the hereinbefore described purposes, and otherwise to carry out the 
intent and purpose of this amendment. 

The State of Alabama is also authorized to become indebted and 
to sell and issue one or more series of bonds to refund all or any of 
the bonds authorized by this amendment in such principal amount 
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or amounts (which may exceed the principal amount of the bonds 
being refunded) and in such manner as may be provided by law duly 
enacted by the Legislature. 

“All bonds issued pursuant to this amendment (including refund¬ 
ing bonds) may be sold at public or private sale, with or without 
competitive bidding, to such person or persons, at such price or prices 
and upon such terms as the Governor, the Director of Finance and 
the State Treasurer shall determine to be in the best interests of the 
State. All such bonds (including refunding bonds) shall be direct, 
general obligations of the State, and the full faith and credit of the 
State are hereby irrevocably pledged for the prompt and faithful pay¬ 
ment of the principal of said bonds and the interest and premium (if 
any) thereon.”

WHEREAS, agriculture must look to new and innovative 
methods and crops in order to diversify and expand its economic 
potential; and 

WHEREAS, fruits, vegetables, nuts and ornamental horticultural 
products represent a highly marketable and economically viable 
alternative to traditional agricultural products and 

WHEREAS, fruits, vegetables, nuts and ornamental horticultural 
would represent a potential for diversifing the agricultural production 
on Alabama farms and 

WHEREAS, the ability to produce these products exist optimally 
in Alabama and 

WHEREAS, the capacity for increased production must rely on 
the ability to market these products in local and national markets, 
m an organized fashion; and 

WHEREAS, Governor Fob James having recognized the above 
facts campaigned vigorously and committed his campaign to the 
fulfillment of the concept of this economic and marketing capability 
for the farmers and consumers of Alabama. 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, That a feasibility study be 
conducted by the Board of Agriculture & Industries of the state of 
Alabama to ascertain the full potential for the establishment of a 
retail and terminal marketing facility for fruits, vegetables, nuts, and 
ornamental horticulture products centrally located in the state; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That the Vice President for 
Agriculture, Home Economics and Veterinary Medicine of Auburn 
University be designated as chairman to conduct such study and a 
report be made to the Governor and to the Legislature by January 1, 
1982.

HOUSE JOINT RESOLUTION

WHEREAS, a recent property tax reassessment plan of the 
Commissioner of Revenue utilizes a formula for the evaluation of 
residential property in our state using 6.0 as an index rate; and 

WHEREAS, with the implementation of this new ruling of the 
Commissioner, taxes would automatically increase some 25 percent 
for the average residential property owner in Alabama; and 

WHEREAS, in rebuttal of the 6.0 index plan the legislature 
contends that the formula is improper in that such costs as discount 
points and real estate commissions are included in the evaluation for 
tax assessments; and 

WHEREAS, it is conservatively estimated that such a plan will 
increase taxes of Alabamians some $125 million without legislative 
approval or action of any kind; now therefore, 

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, 
BOTH HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That we hereby direct 
the Commissioner of Revenue to withdraw the new property tax 
reassessment plan and to continue to allow property to be taxed at 
the value as assessed for 1980-81. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That copies of this resolution 
be forwarded forthwith to the Commissioner of Revenue and to 
Governor Fob James.

Relating to the state merit system; to further provide for the adoption of new 
classification and compensation plans for the state service, or changes in sick leave 
policies. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Any law to the contrary notwithstanding, any new 
pay plan or classification plan for state employees resulting from the 
1980-81 Pay and Classification Study or any change in existing sick 
leave policies shall not become effective until approved by a joint 
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resolution of the legislature after public hearing conducted by a joint 
legislative committee established for such purposes. The said joint 
committee shall consist of eight members of the legislature, four of 
whom shall be Senators appointed by the Lieutenant Governor and 
four of whom shall be Representatives appointed by the Speaker of 
the House. The said committee shall dissolve upon the adoption by 
the legislature of a joint resolution approving the 1980-81 Pay and 
Classification Study. 

Section 2. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part 
of the act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 3. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are hereby repealed. 

Section 4. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise be¬ 
coming a law.

ea aci lties, (v) the improvement of navigation in Mobile Harbor and the construc¬ 
tion and installation of dock and wharf facilities in Mobile Harbor and on navigable 
in an wateiwa>s, (vi) the renovation and restoration of buildings in the main govern¬ 
mental complex of the State, including the State Capitol Building and the present

to pledge the full faith and credit of the State for payment of the principal of and 
interest and premium {if any) on said bonds; to create a bond commission with authority 
to determine the details of said bonds and to sell and issue the same; to provide for 
the terms, execution and issuance of said bonds; to provide for the investment and 
reinvestment of the proceeds of such bondspending the disbursement thereof; to allocate 
the proceeds of said bonds, together with the investment income derived from said 
proceeds, to the purposes for which they are to be expended; to authorize the issuance 
of refunding bonds for the purpose of refunding any outstanding bonds issued pursuant 
to this Act; and to-exempt from taxation in the State the interest on all bonds issued 
pursuant to this Act and the income therefrom. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Definitions. As used in this Act, the following 
words and phrases shall have the following respective meanings: 

“Alabama Heritage Trust Fund” means that certain permanent 
trust fund which is to be created by an amendment to the Consti¬ 
tution of Alabama of 1901 proposed by an act adopted at the session 
of the Legislature at which this Act was adopted and which is to be 
initially funded with Oil and Gas Rentals and income derived from 
the investment thereof. 

“Bond Amendment” means that certain amendment to the 
Constitution of Alabama of 1901 authorizing the issuance by the State 
of $520,000,000 principal amount of its general obligation bonds which 
was proposed by an act adopted at the session of the Legislature at 
which this Act was adopted. 

“Bonds” means bonds, other than Refunding Bonds, issued 
pursuant to the provisions of the Bond Amendment and Section 2 
of this Act; provided, however, that as used in Section 20 hereof, the 
term Bonds shall include previously issued and outstanding Refund¬ 
ing Bonds, as well as all Bonds issued pursuant to Section 2 hereof. 

“Bond Commission” means the Bond Commission created by this 

Act. 

“Bond Proceeds and Investment Income” means the proceeds of 
the Bonds remaining after payment of the expenses of selling and 
issuing the same plus the income derived from the investment and 
reinvestment of such proceeds (including income derived from the 
investment and reinvestment of previously derived income), all of 
which, as provided in Section 7 hereof, are to be held in one or more 
separate accounts of the State Treasury until expended for the pur¬ 
poses authorized by this Act. 
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“Capital Equipment”, when used with reference to any Capital 
Improvement, means items of movable machinery, equipment, furni¬ 
ture or other personal property necessary or useful in connection with 
such Capital Improvement (i) each item of which has an anticipated 
useful life of not less than ten (10) years and (ii) all items of which 
have an aggregate purchase price not exceeding five percent (5%) of 
the cost of the related Capital Improvement. 

Capital Improvement” means, as may in the circumstances be 
appropriate, (i) the acquisition of land to serve as a site for any new 
building, structure or other facility, (ii) the acquisition by purchase 
of any existing building, structure or other facility, (iii) the construc¬ 
tion of any new building, structure, or other facility, and (iv) the 
renovation, expansion, modernization, alteration or other improve¬ 
ment of any existing building, structure or facility; provided that to 
qualify as a Capital Improvement any building, structure or other 
facility, whether previously existing for any period of time or newly 
constructed, or any renovation, expansion, modernization, alteration 
or other improvement of any building, structure or other facility, shall 
have an anticipated useful life of not less than twenty-five (25) years 
as of the date that such shall be acquired, constructed or made by 
any entity using any money provided pursuant to this Act to pay all 
or any portion of the costs thereof. The term Capital Improvement 
shall be deemed to include all items of machinery, equipment, hard¬ 
ware, appliances, fixtures and other property that are permanently 
installed as part of any building, structure or other facility and school 
buses, regardless of the fact that the anticipated useful lives of such 
items may be less than twenty-five (25) years as of the date of acquisi¬ 
tion or construction of the building, structure or other facility in 
which they may be installed. 

Oil and Gas Rentals” means the advance rentals received by the 
State at any time after January 1, 1981, and before May 21, 1981, 
from the leasing of rights to explore and drill for or to produce oil, 
gas or other hydrocarbon minerals in any area on the water side of 
the high water mark of Mobile Bay or in any other offshore area. 

Refunding Bonds” means refunding bonds issued pursuant to 
the provisions of the Bond Amendment and Section 20 of this Act. 

“State” means the State of Alabama. 

The definitions hereinabove set forth shall be deemed applicable 
whether the words defined are used in the singular or plural. Any 
pronoun used herein shall be deemed to include both the singular and 
the plural and to cover all genders. 

Section 2. Authorization of the Bonds. In order to implement 
the Bond Amendment, there are hereby authorized to be sold and 
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issued Bonds of the State in an aggregate principal amount not 
exceeding $520,000,000. As provided in the Bond Amendment, the 
Bonds issued pursuant to the provisions of this Act shall be general 
obligations of the State, and the full faith and credit of the State are 
hereby irrevocably pledged for the prompt and faithful payment of 
the principal of the Bonds and the interest and redemption premium 
(if any) thereon. 

Section 3. Bond Commission. The Governor, the Director of 
Finance and the State Treasurer are hereby constituted a Bond 
Commission with full authority, except as herein specified or limited, 
to determine the terms and conditions of the Bonds and to provide 
for the sale and issuance thereof. No member of the Bond Commission 
shall receive compensation in any form for any services performed by 
him or her in and about his or her duties as a member or officer of 
the Bond Commission. The Bond Commission shall meet at the call 
of the Governor, who is hereby designated its chairman. The Governor 
and one other member of the Bond Commission shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business, and all proceedings of the 
Bond Commission shall be reduced to writing, recorded in a substan¬ 
tial record book, signed by at least two members of the Bond Commis¬ 
sion, and filed with the Director of Finance, who is hereby designated 
as the secretary of the Bond Commission and who shall keep the 
records of the proceedings of the Bond Commission. 

Section 4. Terms and Conditions of the Bonds. Except as 
hereinafter limited, the Bonds may be sold and issued in one or more 
series at any time and from time to time, may have such series desig¬ 
nations, may be in such forms, principal amounts, denominations and 
numbers, may be of such tenor and maturities, may bear such date 
or dates, may be in bearer form or registered either as to principal 
or interest or both, may be payable in such installments and at such 
time or times, may be payable at such place or places within or with¬ 
out the State, may bear interest at such rate or rates payable and 
evidenced in such manner, may contain provisions for redemption at 
the option of the State on such date or dates prior to their respective 
maturities and upon payment of such redemption price or prices, and 
may contain such other provisions not inconsistent with the provi¬ 
sions of the Bond Amendment and this Act, all as shall be provided 
by the Bond Commission in the resolution or resolutions pursuant 
to which the Bonds shall be authorized, sold and issued. 

For the purpose of paying the principal and interest on this 
bonded indebtedness, the Commission shall designate at least two 
banks, one or more within the State of Alabama and one or more 
within the City of New York. Funds for the payment of debt service 
shall be transferred by the State to the Alabama paying agent bank, 
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two business days prior to actual due date of the principal and inter¬ 
est. 


The Bonds of each series may be issued as serial bonds payable 
in annual installments or as term bonds or as a combination thereof, 
and the principal of the Bonds of each series shall mature or be subject 
to mandatory redemption according to such schedule as the Bond 
Commission shall determine in the resolution authorizing the issuance 
of such series, provided that the first installment of principal of the 
Bonds of each series shall mature or be subject to mandatory redemp¬ 
tion not later than fifteen (15) years from the date of such series and 
the last installment of principal of the Bonds of each series shall 
mature not later than twenty-five (25) years from the date of such 
series. Before any series of the Bonds shall be offered for sale, the 
Bond Commission shall determine by resolution, on the basis of pro¬ 
jections of revenue and expenditures furnished by the Director of 
Finance, that the revenues anticipated to be received into the general 
fund of the State, in each fiscal year of the State during the period 
over which the Bonds of such series shall be outstanding, will be 
sufficient to pay the principal of and interest on such series of the 
Bonds coming due in each such fiscal year, plus the debt service on 
all other then outstanding obligations of the State and the expenses 
of government that will also be payable out of the general fund of 
the State in each such fiscal year. Any determination made by the 
Bond Commission to comply with the requirements of the preceding 
sentence shall be final and conclusive, and the purchasers of any the 
Bonds from the State and all subsequent holders thereof shall be fully 
protected by such determination. 

Those of the Bonds of each series having stated maturities more 
than ten years after the date thereof shall be made subject to redemp¬ 
tion prior to their respective maturities, at the option of the State, 
at the end of the tenth year following their date and on any interest 
payment date thereafter on such terms and conditions as shall be 
provided by the Bond Commission in the resolution authorizing the 
issuance of such series; provided, however, that the redemption price 
required to be paid in order to redeem any Bond of any series prior 
to maturity shall not exceed the face amount of such Bond plus 
accrued interest thereon to the date fixed for redemption and a pre¬ 
mium equal to one year’s interest thereon. Any or all of the Bonds 
subject to redemption at the option of the State may be called for 
redemption by the Bond Commission pursuant to a resolution 
adopted thereby if, pursuant to appropriations theretofore made by 
the Legislature, the moneys required for such redemption are at the 
time held in the State Treasury or if such redemption is to be effected 
with moneys provided by the sale and issuance of Refunding Bonds 
pursuant to Section 20 of this Act. The Bond Commission may provide 
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terms and conditions under which any of the Bonds may be exchanged 
for like Bonds of other denominations and converted from bearer 
Bonds into Bonds registered as to principal or interest or both, as the 
Bond Commission may prescribe, and again converted into bearer 
Bonds. 

Section 5. Sale of the Bonds. The Bonds of each series may 
be sold by the Bond Commission at public or private sale, with or 
without competitive bidding, at such price or prices and on such terms 
and conditions as the Bond Commission shall determine to be in the 
best interest of the State; provided, however, that no series of the 
Bonds shall be sold pursuant to terms and conditions which will result 
in the total fees or compensation realized by the original purchaser 
or purchasers of such Bonds from the State in connection with the 
issuance and distribution of such Bonds (including, without limita¬ 
tion, the difference between the price paid to the State for such Bonds 
and the price realized upon the resale thereof by such purchaser or 
purchasers) exceeding an amount equal to two and one-half percent 
(2 1/2 %) of the principal amount of such series of Bonds. Accrued 
interest shall in all cases be excluded from the purchase or resale price 
of any Bonds in any determination of the difference between the price 
paid to the State for such Bonds and the price for which they are 
resold. 

Section 6. Execution of the Bonds. The Bonds shall be exe¬ 
cuted in the name of the State by the Governor and countersigned 
by the Director of Finance, and the great seal of the State shall be 
impressed thereon and attested by the Secretary of State. Notwith¬ 
standing any other laws now in effect with respect to the execution 
of bonds or other obligations of the State, a facsimile of the signature 
of each such official may be imprinted on any of the Bonds in lieu 
of being manually inscribed thereon, and a facsimile of the great seal 
of the State may be printed on the Bonds in lieu of such seal being 
manually impressed thereon. The coupons evidencing any installment 
of interest on the Bonds shall be executed with a facsimile of the 
signature of the State Treasurer. Each such facsimile signature shall 
be valid in all respects as if the officials whose facsimile signatures 
are so used had signed the Bonds in person, and any facsimile of the 
great seal of the State so used shall be valid in all respects as if such 
seal had been manually impressed on the Bonds. In the event any 
official who shall sign any of the Bonds or whose facsimile signature 
shall appear thereon or on the coupons applicable thereto shall there¬ 
after cease to hold office before such Bonds or coupons are delivered 
and paid for, such Bonds and coupons shall nevertheless be valid for 
all purposes to the same extent as if the official who signed such or 
whose facsimile signature appears thereon had remained in office until 
all of the Bonds and coupons bearing such signature or facsimile 
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thereof shall have been delivered and paid for. 

Section 7. Investment of Bond Proceeds Pending Expenditure 
Thereof; Payment of Issuance Expenses. The proceeds derived from 
the sale of each series of the Bonds shall be paid into the State Trea¬ 
sury upon receipt thereof, and the State Treasurer shall keep such 
proceeds, as well as all income received from the investment and 
reinvestment of such proceeds (including income derived from the 
investment and reinvestment of previously derived income), in one 
or more separate accounts of the State Treasury pending the expendi¬ 
ture of such proceeds and income for the purposes hereinafter author¬ 
ized. All proceeds of the Bonds deposited in the State Treasury shall 
be continuously invested by the State Treasurer in investments of 
the same kind as those in which the State Treasurer is at the time 
legally authorized to invest moneys held in the general fund of the 
State, and as and when income from the investment of such proceeds 
is received, such income shall be kept continuously invested in the 
same manner as such proceeds; provided, however, that notwith¬ 
standing any legal limitation that might otherwise be applicable, the 
State Treasurer shall have the authority, in his or her discretion, to 
invest such proceeds and income in certificates of deposit of any 
savings and loan association, whether federally or state chartered, 
whose principal office is located in the State. The State Treasurer, 
acting on projections of expenditures provided by the Director of 
Finance, shall keep all proceeds of the Bonds, together with the 
income derived from the investment and reinvestment of such pro¬ 
ceeds, invested in investments which shall mature or otherwise be 
subject to liquidation on such terms as will provide cash when re¬ 
quired for the purposes hereinafter authorized. 

Upon order of the Bond Commision, all expenses incurred in 
connection with the authorization, preparation, sale and issuance of 
the Bonds shall be paid out of the proceeds of the Bonds. The proceeds 
of the Bonds remaining after payment of such expenses, together with 
the income derived from the investment and reinvestment of such 
proceeds (including income derived from the investment and reinvest¬ 
ment of previously derived income) shall be used for the purposes 
hereinafter authorized; provided that if, for any reason, the proceeds 
of the Bonds and the investment income therefrom available for 
disbursement from the State Treasury are not at the time sufficient 
to pay the amounts hereinafter allocated for each of such purposes, 
the available amount of such proceeds and income shall be allocated 
in proportion to the stated amounts hereinafter allocated for each 
such purpose, except that the amounts hereinafter allocated for Capi¬ 
tal Improvements and related Capital Equipment with respect to 
prisons and other related penal and correctional institutions and 
facilities and with respect to mental hospitals and other mental health 
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facilities shall be effective to the extent of any Bond Proceeds and 
Investment Income then available and, if necessary, to the exclusion 
of expenditures for any other purpose hereinafter authorized, it being 
expressly provided that such prison and mental health allocations 
shall not be reduced because the aggregate amount of said proceeds 
and income is not at the time sufficient to fund in full the stated 
amounts hereinafter allocated to each of the purposes hereinafter 
authorized. 

Section 8. Public Roads, Streets, Highways and Bridges. 
Bond Proceeds and Investment Income in the amount of three hundred 
million dollars ($300,000,000) are hereby appropriated and allocated 
to the State Highway Department for payment of the costs of the 
planning, acquisition, construction and improvement of public roads, 
streets, highways, bridges and installation and maintenance of auto¬ 
matic signals at highway-rail grade crossings to the extent necessary 
to assure that all federal funds allocated to the state for grade crossing 
protection shall be matched and that no such funds will revert to 
the federal government because of failure to match by the state, pro¬ 
vided that ten percent (10%) of the moneys appropriated and allocated 
to the State Highway Department shall be used to pay the costs of 
county roads, municipal streets, highways, bridges and grade crossing 
protections in accordance with the conditions hereinafter provided. 
The specific projects for the planning, acquisition, construction and 
improvement of public roads, streets, highways and bridges which are 
to be financed in full out of the Bond Proceeds and Investment 
Income hereby allocated to the State Highway Department (exclud¬ 
ing 10% portion thereof to be used for county roads, municipal streets, 
highways and bridges) shall include, but shall not be limited to, the 
following described projects:

1. Recycling of materials from, and resurfacing of, Quintard 
Avenue in Anniston between P Street and 22nd Street and wi¬ 
dening and resurfacing of U. S. Highway 78 between its intersec¬ 
tion with Alabama Highway 21 at Oxford and its intersection 
with Alabama Highway 9 at Heflin. (This project also listed under 
Calhoun County.) 

Colbert County 

1. Grading, draining, basing and paving in connection with 
the addition of two lanes to Alabama Highway 157 between its 
intersection with Alabama Highway 20 and the Lawrence County 
line. 

Conecuh County 

1. Widening and resurfacing of U.S. Highway 84 between 
its intersection with Interstate Highway 65 and Evergreen. 

Coosa County 

1. Widening and resurfacing of U.S. Highway 231 from the 
end of its four lane portion near Rockford to its intersection with 
County Road 49 at Hanover. 

Crenshaw County 

1. Widening and resurfacing of U.S. Highway 331 between 
Brantley and Luverne. 

Cullman County 
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1. Construction of a bridge on the Cullman northeast 
bypass. 

2. Construction of paved shoulders and resurfacing on Ala¬ 
bama Highway 157 between its intersection with Interstate 
Highway 65 and Battleground School. 

Dale County and Coffee County 

1. Grading, draining, basing and paving of Alabama High¬ 
way 134 between the Enterprise bypass in Coffee County and its 
intersection with Alabama Highway 85 in Dale County. 

2. Grading, draining, basing and paving of the intersection 
of U.S. Highway 84 and Alabama Highway 92 at the Wicksburg 
Wye. 

Dallas County 

1. Widening and resurfacing of Alabama Highway 41 
between the Wilcox-Dallas County line and its intersection with 
U.S. Highway 80. 

2. Grading, draining and construction of a bridge or bridges 
in connection with the addition of two lanes to the existing two 
lanes of U.S. Highway 80 between its crossing of the Cahaba River 
and Browns. 

Dekalb County 

1. Grading, draining, basing and paving in connection with 
the widening to four lanes of Alabama Highway 35 between its 
intersection with U.S. Highway 11 and its crossing of Big Wills 
Creek. 

Elmore County 

1. Widening, resurfacing and construction of a bridge or 
bridges on Alabama Highway 14 between Wetumpka and Tallas- 
see. 

Etowah County 

1. Widening, resurfacing and construction of passing lanes 
on U. S. Highway 411 between Gadsden and Leesburg. (This 
project also listed under Cherokee County.) 

Fayette County 

1. Widening and resurfacing of U.S. Highway 43 between 
its intersection with Alabama Highway 102 and Winfield. 

Hale County 

1. Grading and draining in connection with the addition of 
two lanes to the existing two lanes of U.S. Highway 80 from a 
point five miles east of Demopolis running east for five miles. 

Henry County 
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1. Grading, draining and basing of a new four-lane segment 
of U.S. Highway 431 between a point in the vicinity of its inter¬ 
section with Henry County Road 18 and Abbeville. 

2. Grading, draining, basing, paving of, and construction of 
a bridge or bridges on, a new four-lane segment of U.S. Highway 
431 between Headland and a point in the vicinity of its intersec¬ 
tion with Henry County Road 18. 

Houston County 

1. Construction of intersection improvements at the inter¬ 
section of Ross Clark Traffic Circle with the following public 
roads: U.S. Highway 431; U.S. Highway 231 at its northern inter¬ 
section; U.S. Highway 84 at its western intersection; Denton 
Road; and Fortner Road. 

Jefferson County 

1. Construction of a bridge and related approaches on Ala¬ 
bama Highway 75 over the railroad track of the Louisville & 
Nashville Railroad near Pinson. 

2. Grading, draining, basing and paving in connection with 
the widening to four lanes of Alabama Highway 75 between its 
intersection with Alabama Highway 151 and Pinson High School. 

3. Grading, draining, basing and paving in connection with 
the widening to four lanes of Alabama Highway 79 near Pinson 
between a point one mile south of its intersection with Alabama 
Highway 151 and a point 1.3 miles north of said intersection. 

4. Rehabilitation and resurfacing of U.S. Highway 11 
between 30th Street in Bessemer and Lomb Avenue in Bir¬ 
mingham. 

5. Grading, draining, basing, paving and construction of a 
bridge or bridges in connection with the construction of a Lake 
Griffin interchange southwest of Bessemer on Interstate Highway 
59.

1. Widening and resurfacing of Alabama Highway 17 
between Vernon and Millport. 

Lauderdale County 

1. Grading, draining, basing, paving, and construction of a 
bridge or bridges on a new two-lane segment of Alabama 20 
between the Natchez Trace Parkway and Florence. 

2. Grading, draining, basing and paving in connection with 
the construction of a turning lane on Alabama Highway 20 at 
Central High School. 

Lawrence County 

1. Basing, paving and construction of a bridge or bridges 
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in connection with the construction of a four-lane Courtland 
bypass on U.S. Highway 72. 

Lee County 

1. Grading, draining, basing and paving in connection with 
the widening to three lanes of Wire Road at its intersection with 
Alabama Highway 267. 

2. Grading, draining and construction of a bridge or bridges 
in connection with the addition of two lanes to the existing two 
lanes of U.S. Highway 431 between Salem and Motts. 

3. Grading, draining, basing, paving and construction of a 
bridge or bridges on a public road running between the intersec¬ 
tion of U.S. Highway 431 and Interstate Highway 85 and the 
intersection of U.S. Highway 431 with U.S. Highway 29 and a 
segment of U.S. Highway 431 between its intersection with U.S. 
Highway 29 and its crossing of the railroad tracks of Western 
Railway of Alabama. 

Limestone County 

L Widening and resurfacing of Alabama Highway 251 
between Athens and the Tennessee state line. 

2. Widening and resurfacing of Alabama Highway 99 
between Athens and its crossing of the Elk River. 

Madison County 

1. Grading, draining, basing, paving and construction of a 
bridge or bridges and related approaches on Memorial Parkway 
at its interchange with Oakwood Avenue or University Drive. 

2. Grading, draining, paving and construction of a bridge 
or bridges in connection with the addition of two lanes to the 
existing two lanes of U.S. Highway 431 between Big Cove and 
New Hope. 

Marengo County 

1. Grading and draining in connection with the addition of 
two lanes to the existing two lanes of U. S. Highway 80 from a 
point five miles east of Demopolis running east for five miles. 
(This project also listed under Hale County.) 

Marion County 

1. Construction of a bridge and related approaches crossing 
the Northfork River on U.S. Highway 43 north of Hamilton. 

Marshall County 

1. Grading, draining, basing and paving of an addition of 
two lanes to the existing two lanes of U.S. Highway 431 between 
Guntersville and Henryville. 
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Mobile County 

1. Grading, draining, basing and paving in connection with 
the widening to five lanes of U.S. Highway 98 between its crossing 
of Three Mile Creek and Larkwood Drive. 

2. Grading, draining, basing and paving in connection with 
the widening to five lanes of U.S. Highway 98 between Larkwood 
Drive and Racine Avenue. 

3. Grading, draining, basing and paving in connection with 
the widening to five lanes of U.S. Highway 98 between Racine 
Avenue and the vicinity of Clear Creek. 

4. Grading, draining, basing and paving in connection with 
the widening to five lanes of U.S. Highway 98 between the urban 
limits of Mobile and the vicinity of Clear Creek. 

5. Basing and paving of two lanes of Range Line Road from 
approximately one mile south of Island Road to its intersection 
with Interstate Highway 10.

1. Widening and resurfacing of Alabama Highway 110 
between its intersection with the Montgomery eastern bypass and 
its crossing of the railroad tracks of the Seaboard Coastline 
Railroad.

67. 

Randolph County 

1. Grading, draining, basing and paving of two lanes of U.S. 
Highway 431 between Swagg Road and Fosters Crossroads. 

St. Clair County 

1. Widening and resurfacing of U.S. Highway 411 between 
Leeds and Odenville. 

2. Grading, draining, basing, paving and construction of a 
bridge or bridges in connection with construction of a State prison 
access road. 

Shelby County 

1. Widening and resurfacing of Alabama Highway 119 
between its intersection with U.S. Highway 280 and the Lake 
Purdy Bridge. 

2. Grading and draining of an addition of two lanes to the 
existing two lanes of U.S. Highway 280 between Harpersville and 
Childersburg. 

Sumter County 
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1* Widening and resurfacing of U.S. Highway 11 between 
Livingston and York. 

Talladega County 

1* Grading, draining, basing, paving and construction of a 
bridge or bridges in connection with construction on U.S. High¬ 
way 231 of a two-lane western bypass of Talladega between its 
crossing of Talladega Creek and a point near the northern city 
limits of Talladega. 

2. Grading, draining, basing and paving in connection with 
widening to five lanes of Alabama Highway 21 in Sylacauga 
between 10th Street and Country Club Road. 

3. Grading and draining of an addition of two lanes to the 
existing two lanes of U. S. Highway 280 between Harpersville and 
Childersburg. (This project also listed under Shelby County.) 

Tallapoosa County 

1. Grading, draining, basing and paving of a new four-lane 
segment of U.S. Highway 280 between Alabama Highway 22 and 
its crossing of the Tallapoosa River. 

Wilcox County 

1. Widening and resurfacing of Alabama Highway 10 
between Camden and Oak Hill. 

Any other provision of this section notwithstanding, in the event 
federal discretionary funds become available to the State Highway De¬ 
partment which may be utilized in the funding of any of the foregoing 
projects set forth in this section, such funds may be so utilized and an 
amount equal to such funds so utilized, may be used by the State High¬ 
way Department from the bond funds provided by this section for fund¬ 
ing other highway projects. 

Any provision of this Act to the contrary notwithstanding, the 
Bond Proceeds and Investment Income appropriated and allocated 
to the State Highway Department pursuant to this section (excluding 
the portion thereof allocated to the counties of the State) shall be 
used exclusively for the projects listed above as STATE PROJECTS. 
All funds not expended by the State Highway Department for such 
projects shall be disbursed to each of the counties in the same manner, 
in such proportion and for such purposes as the funds distributed 
according to the provisions of clauses (i) and (ii) below. 

Out of the total Bond Proceeds and Investment Income appro¬ 
priated and allocated to the State Highway Department, the sum of 
$30,000,000 (viz., 10% of the total amount so appropriated and allo¬ 
cated to the State Highway Department) shall be made available for 
the payment of the costs of projects for constructing or improving

county roads and municipal streets, highways and bridges. The 
amount allocated to projects in each of the counties shall be deter¬ 
mined by (i) allocating one-half of said sum of $30,000,000 to each 
county in equal shares and (ii) allocating the remaining half of said 
sum of $30,000,000 to each county in the same proportion as the total 
road mileage in such county bears to the total road mileage in all 
counties of the State; provided that in computing the road mileage 
in any county and in the entire State for purposes of the allocation 
made pursuant to the preceding clause (ii), there shall be excluded 
all mileage in each county attributable to Interstate Highways, U.S. 
Highways, Alabama Highways (without duplication where the same 
highway is both a U.S. Highway and an Alabama Highway), and all 
highways, roads and streets located within the corporate limits of 
incorporated municipalities. Any city may share in the moneys allo¬ 
cated to the county in which it is located by entering into an agree¬ 
ment with such county pursuant to which all or any portion of the 
county allocation shall be made available to the city. 

The share of Bond Proceeds and Investment Income allocated 
to any particular county shall not be used to pay the costs of any 
project unless 

(a) such project shall be selected by such county, or a munici¬ 
pality located therein, for submission to the State Highway Depart¬ 
ment; 

(b) the plans for such project prepared by, or under the super¬ 
vision of, the county engineer, a licensed engineer registered in this 
state, or the city engineer, as the case may be, shall be submitted to 
the State Highway Department; 

(c) the project shall be approved by the State Highway Depart¬ 
ment and an agreement respecting the administration and construc¬ 
tion of the project (in such form as shall be prescribed by the State 
Highway Department) shall be entered into between the State High¬ 
way Department and the county or the municipality undertaking 
such project; and 

(d) the construction of such project shall conform to the stan¬ 
dards and specifications set out in the State Highway Department 
publication, “State Of Alabama Highway Department Standard 
Specifications For Highway Construction, 1981 Edition , and shall be 
carried out under the inspection and supervision of the county engi¬ 
neer, a licensed civil engineer registered in this state or city engineer, 
as may be appropriate. Moneys obligated by the State Highway De¬ 
partment to any project pursuant to this section shall be applied to 
pay for completed work on such project as such work progresses, and 
such moneys shall be disbursed according to such procedure as shall 
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be prescribed by the State Highway Department with the approval 
of the Director of Finance. 

The State Highway Department shall give notice to the counties 
of the availability of any Bond Proceeds or Investment Income to 
be respectively allocated to the counties pursuant to this section, and 
the moneys with respect to which notice shall be given shall remain 
available for projects to be undertaken by the counties, or by munici¬ 
palities therein, for a period of two years after such notice is given, 
and any moneys covered by such notice which are not obligated to 
a project within such period of two years may be used by the State 
Highway Department to pay the capital costs of any construction 
or improvement of any road, highway or bridge anywhere in the State. 

Any provision of this Act to the contrary notwithstanding, no 
Bond Proceeds or Investment Income appropriated and allocated to 
the State Highway Department pursuant to this section (including 
the portion thereof allocated to the counties of the State) shall be 
used to acquire machinery or equipment to be used in the construction 
or maintenance of roads, highways and bridges. 

It is the legislative intent that each of the highway, road and 
bridge projects enumerated and listed in this section shall be com¬ 
pleted in their entirety and if sufficient funds are not provided for 
by the provisions of this act, then said projects shall be completed 
out of any other funds appropriated to the use of the State Highway 
Department during the current or any future fiscal year. 

Section 9. Public Schools and Other Educational Institu¬ 
tions. Bond Proceeds and Investment Income in the amount of one 
hundred and fifty million dollars ($150,000,000) are hereby appro¬ 
priated and allocated to the Alabama Public School and College 
Authority and shall be disbursed from time to time on order of such 
authority as follows: (i) the sum of $75,000,000 shall be disbursed for 
the payment of the costs of Capital Improvements and related Capital 
Equipment in each county, city or other local school district in pro¬ 
portion to the number of pupils in each such district; (ii) the sum 
of $22,000,000 shall be disbursed for the payment of the costs of Capi¬ 
tal Improvements and related Capital Equipment at four year colleges 
and junior colleges, with the amount (if any) to be disbursed for the 
use of any such institution to be determined by the Alabama Public 
School and College Authority in the exercise of its judgment and 
discretion; (iii) the sum of $8,000,000 shall be disbursed for the acqui¬ 
sition of equipment (which need not constitute Capital Equipment 
within the meaning of this Act) for technical and vocational schools, 
with the amount (if any) to be disbursed for the use of any such school 
to be determined by the Alabama Public School and College Author¬ 
ity in the exercise of its judgment and discretion; and (iv) the sum 
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of $45,000,000 shall be disbursed for payment of the costs of Capital 
Improvements and related Capital Equipment in such amounts and 
for the use of such public educational institutions (including schools 
at the kindergarten, elementary and secondary levels, technical and 
vocational schools and institutions of higher education) as shall be 
determined by the Alabama Public School and College Authority in 
the exercise of its judgment and discretion. 

Section 10. Prisons. Bond Proceeds and Investment Income 
in the amount of sixty-five million dollars ($65,000,000) are hereby 
appropriated and allocated to the use of the Board of Corrections and 
shall be disbursed from time to time, on order of the Board of Correc¬ 
tions Capital Outlay Oversight Commission created by Act No. 81-764 
enacted at the 1981 Regular Session of the Legislature, for the pay¬ 
ment of the costs of Capital Improvements and related Capital 
Equipment with respect to prisons of the State, facilities for the hous¬ 
ing, training, education or rehabilitation of prisoners, and other facili¬ 
ties necessary or useful in connection with prisons and other penal 
or correctional facilities; provided, however, that the amount of Bond 
Proceeds and Investment Income appropriated and allocated to the 
use of the Board of Corrections for Capital Improvements and related 
Capital Equipment pursuant to this section shall be reduced by the 
aggregate amount of Oil and Gas Rentals or income from the invest¬ 
ment thereof which, pursuant to appropriation by the Legislature, 
shall have been disbursed from either the general fund of the State 
or the Alabama Heritage Trust Fund (in the event that such trust 
fund shall have come into existence) to the use of the Board of Correc¬ 
tions for capital outlays and capital improvements at any time prior 
to the date on which Bond Proceeds and Investment Income shall 
be made available to the Board of Corrections pursuant to the provi¬ 
sions of this section. Despite any reduction in the overall amount o 
Bond Proceeds and Investment Income appropriated and allocated 
to the Board of Corrections that may result from the previous 
disbursement of Oil and Gas Rentals and investment income there¬ 
from for the use of the Board of Corrections, such reduction shall not 
have the effect of delaying the availability of all or any part of the 
net amount of Bond Proceeds and Investment Income (taking into 
account such reduction) which is hereby appropriated and allocated 
to the use of the Board of Corrections and which is at the time held 
in the State Treasury and available for disbursement. To the extent 
that any Bond Proceeds and Investment Income shall become avail¬ 
able from any such reduction of the amount allocated to the Board 
of Corrections, such Bond Proceeds and Investment Income shall be 
allocated to all purposes herein authorized in proportion to such es¬ 
timated amount needed for the completion of each thereof as may 
be determined by the Director of Finance, and if any balance of such 
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Bond Proceeds and Investment Income shall not be needed for any 
of the purposes herein authorized, such balance may, at the direction 
of the Governor, be deposited in the general fund of the State or 
transferred into the Alabama Heritage Trust Fund (in the event that 
such trust fund shall have come into existence). 

Section 11. Mental Health Facilities. Bond Proceeds and In¬ 
vestment Income in the amount of sixty-five million dollars 
($65,000,000) are hereby appropriated and allocated to the use of the 
Department of Mental Health and shall be disbursed from time to 
time, on order of the Mental Health Capital Outlay Oversight 
Commission created by Act No. 81-770 enacted at the 1981 Regular 
Session of the Legislature, for the payment of the costs of Capital 
Improvements and Capital Equipment with respect to mental hospi¬ 
tals and other mental health facilities of the State; provided, however, 
that the amount of Bond Proceeds and Investment Income appro¬ 
priated and allocated to the use of the Department of Mental Health 
for Capital Improvements and related Capital Equipment pursuant 
to this section shall be reduced by the aggregate amount of Oil and 
Gas Rentals or income from the investment thereof which, pursuant 
to appropriation by the Legislature, shall have been disbursed from 
either the general fund of the State or the Alabama Heritage Trust 
Fund (in the event that such trust fund shall have come into exis¬ 
tence) to the use of the Department of Mental Health for capital 
outlays and capital improvements at any time prior to the date on 
which Bond Proceeds and Investment Income shall be made available 
to the Department of Mental Health pursuant to the provisions of 
this section. Despite any reduction in the overall amount of Bond 
Proceeds and Investment Income appropriated and allocated to the 
Department of Mental Health that may result from the previous 
disbursement of Oil and Gas Rentals and investment income there¬ 
from for the use of the Department of Mental Health, such reduction 
shall not have the effect of delaying the availability of all or any part 
of the net amount of Bond Proceeds and Investment Income (taking 
into account such reduction) which is hereby appropriated and allo¬ 
cated to the use of the Department of Mental Health and which is 
at the time held in the State Treasury and available for disbursement. 
To the extent that any Bond Proceeds and Investment Income shall 
become available from any such reduction of the allocation to the 
Department of Mental Health, such Bond Proceeds and Investment 
Income shall be allocated to all purposes herein authorized in propor¬ 
tion to such estimated amount needed for the completion of each 
thereof as may be determined by the Director of Finance, and if any 
balance of such Bond Proceeds and Investment Income shall not be 
needed for any of the purposes herein authorized, such balance may, 
at the direction of the Governor be deposited in the general fund of 
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the State or transferred into the Alabama Heritage Trust Fund (in 
the event that such trust fund shall have come into existence). 

Section 12. Improvement of Mobile Harbor and Construction 
and Improvement of Dock and Wharf Facilities. Bond Proceeds and 
Investment Income in the amount of fifty million dollars ($50,000,000) 
are hereby appropriated and allocated for payment of the costs of (i) 
the improvement of navigation in Mobile Harbor by deepening and 
widening the channels therein and (ii) the construction and installa¬ 
tion of dock and wharf facilities in Mobile Harbor and on navigable 
inland waterways, and the moneys so appropriated and allocated shall 
be disbursed from time to time for such purposes on order of the 
Governor, with the advice and consultation of the Alabama State 
Docks Department. 

Section 13. Renovation and Restoration of Buildings in Main 
Governmental Complex. Bond Proceeds and Investment Income in 
the amount of twelve million dollars ($12,000,000) are hereby appro¬ 
priated and allocated for payment of the costs of Capital Improve¬ 
ments (consisting primarily of renovation and restoration) and Capi¬ 
tal Equipment with respect to the State Capitol Building, the present 
headquarters building of the State Highway Department and other 
buildings in the main governmental complex of the State, and the 
moneys so appropriated and allocated shall be disbursed from time 
to time for such purposes on order of the Governor, with the advice 
and consultation of the Building Commission and the Alabama 
Historical Commission and the Alabama Beautification Board, as in 
the case may be appropriate, provided however that no funds shall 
be expended pursuant to this section unless the plans for construction 
or renovation have been certified by the State Fire Marshal and 
State Building Commission to provide for access to and for the physi¬ 
cally handicapped. Provided further that this section shall be ex¬ 
pressly exempt from the waiver provisions contained in Sections 21-4-4 
and 21-4-5 Code of Alabama 1975. 

Section 14. Construction of Main Headquarters Office Build¬ 
ing for Highway Department of the State of Alabama. Bond Proceeds 
and Investment Income in the amount of ten million dollars 
($10,000,000) are hereby appropriated and allocated for payment of 
the costs of a Capital Improvement consisting of a new headquarters 
office building in Montgomery, Alabama, for the State Highway De¬ 
partment, together with related Capital Equipment, and the moneys 
so appropriated and allocated shall be disbursed from time to time for 
such purpose on order of the Governor, with the advice and consulta¬ 
tion of the State Highway Department. 

Section 15. Facilities for Alabama Department of Youth Ser- 
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vices. Bond Proceeds and Investment Income in the amount of six 
million dollars ($6,000,000) are hereby appropriated and allocated for 
payment of the costs of Capital Improvments and related Capital 
Equipment with respect to facilities for the Alabama Department of 
Youth Services, and the moneys so appropriated and allocated shall 
be disbursed from time to time for such purpose on order of the 
Governor, with the advice and consultation of the Alabama Depart¬ 
ment of Youth Services. 

Section 16, State Coliseum. Bond Proceeds and Investment 
Income in the amount of two million dollars ($2,000,000) are hereby 
appropriated and allocated for payment of the costs of Capital 
Improvements and related Capital Equipment with respect to the 
State Coliseum, and the moneys so appropriated and allocated shall 
be disbursed from time to time for such purpose on order of the 
Governor, with the advice and consultation of the Building Commis¬ 
sion. 

Section 17. Conservation and Preservation of Land, Public 
Parks and Park Facilities and Oyster Cultivation and Maricultural 
Activities. Bond Proceeds and Investment Income in the amount of 
seven million dollars ($7,000,000) are hereby appropriated and allo¬ 
cated for the payment of costs of (i) the acquisition of land for conser¬ 
vation and preservation by the Alabama Department of Conservation 
and Natural Resources, (ii) Capital Improvements and related Capital 
Equipment with respect to public parks and park facilities to be 
operated by the Alabama Department of Conservation and Natural 
Resources, and (iii) the planting of shells to be used as culch for the 
improvement of oyster cultivation and other maricultural activities 
in Alabama coastal waters, bays and sounds, and the moneys so 
appropriated and allocated shall be disbursed from time to time for 
such purposes on order of the Governor, with the advice and consulta¬ 
tion of the Alabama Department of Conservation and Natural Re¬ 
sources. 

Section 18. Alabama Educational Television Commis¬ 
sion. Bond Proceeds and Investment Income in the amount of five 
hundred thousand dollars ($500,000) are hereby appropriated and 
allocated for the payment of the costs of equipment (which need not 
be Capital Equipment within the meaning of this Act) for the Ala¬ 
bama Educational Television Commission, and the moneys so appro¬ 
priated and allocated shall be disbursed from time to time for such 
purpose on order of the Governor, with the advice and consultation 
of the Alabama Educational Television Commission. 

Section 19. Details of Construction. Each building con¬ 
structed, expanded, renovated, altered or otherwise improved wholly 
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or in part with any portion of the Bond Proceeds and Investment 
Income shall be constructed or improved pursuant to plans and speci¬ 
fications approved by the Technical Staff of the Building Commission, 
or any agency that may be designated by the Legislature as its succes¬ 
sor. The costs of architectural and supervisory services, from whatever 
source provided, shall be deemed to constitute a capital cost or outlay 
for which Bond Proceeds and Investment Income are authorized to 
be expended by the provisions of this Act. 

Section 20. Refunding Bonds. Pursuant to the provisions of 
the Bond Amendment and this Act, the Bond Commission may, at 
any time and from time to time, issue Refunding Bonds of the State 
for the purpose of refunding any or all of the Bonds then outstanding 
(including any Refunding Bonds that may have been previously 
issued), whether such refunding shall occur before, at or after the 
maturity of the Bonds to be refunded. In the discretion of the Bond 
Commission, Refunding Bonds may be issued in exchange for out¬ 
standing Bonds or they may be sold and the proceeds thereof applied 
to the purchase, redemption or payment of outstanding Bonds. Re¬ 
funding Bonds to be issued in exchange for outstanding Bonds shall 
not be issued in a principal amount greater than the principal amount 
of the Bonds to be refunded. Refunding Bonds to be sold may be issued 
in such principal amount as shall be determined by the Bond 
Commission, provided that such Refunding Bonds shall not be sold 
and issued in an aggregate principal amount exceeding the sum of 

(i) the outstanding principal amount of the Bonds to be refunded, 

(ii) the interest accrued or to accrue on the Bonds to be refunded 
until the respective maturities thereof, or if the Bonds to be refunded 
are to be called for redemption (either on the earliest date on which 
under their terms they may be redeemed or some later date or dates), 
the interest accrued or to accrue thereon until the date or dates on 
which they are to be called for redemption, (iii) the amount of any 
redemption premium required, by the terms of the Bonds, to be paid 
as a condition to their redemption prior to their respective maturities, 
and (iv) the amount of any expenses (actual or estimated) of such 
refunding, including, the expenses of selling and issuing the Refunding 
Bonds (including any discount reflected in the purchase price thereof 
paid to the State), fees and disbursements of attorneys, accountants, 
financial advisors and other consultants, fees and disbursements of 
trustees and escrow agents, printing costs and other customary bond 
issuance expenses. No Refunding Bonds shall mature later than 
twenty-five (25) years after their date. 

Pending the application of the proceeds of Refunding Bonds 
issued in accordance with this section, such proceeds, together with 
investment income therefrom, and moneys in any sinking fund for 
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the Bonds to be refunded, together with investment income therefrom, 
may be held by the State Treasurer, in trust, or may be deposited 
by the State Treasurer, in trust, on such terms as the State Treasurer 
shall approve, with one or more trustees or escrow agents, which 
trustees or escrow agents shall be trust companies or national or state 
banks having powers of a trust company within or without the State, 
for investment in direct general obligations of, or obligations the pay¬ 
ment of the principal of and interest on which are unconditionally 
and irrevocably guaranteed by, the United States of America. The 
proceeds of Refunding Bonds, together with the investment income 
therefrom, and moneys in any sinking fund for the Bonds to be re¬ 
funded, together with investment income therefrom, shall be available 
for the payment of all or any part of the principal, interest and re¬ 
demption premium, if any, of the Bonds to be refunded and of the 
Refunding Bonds, or any of them, as the Bond Commission in its 
discretion shall prescribe. 

Proceeds of Refunding Bonds shall be so invested and applied 
as to assure that the principal, interest and redemption premium, if 
any, on the Bonds to be refunded shall be paid in full on their respec¬ 
tive maturity, interest or redemption payment dates. The State Trea¬ 
surer may contract with respect to the safekeeping and application 
of proceeds derived from the sale and issuance of Refunding Bonds 
and other funds included therewith and the income therefrom, in¬ 
cluding the right to appoint a trustee which may be any trust com¬ 
pany or national or state bank having powers of a trust company 
within or without the State. As provided in the Bond Amendment, 
Refunding Bonds issued pursuant to the provisions of this Act shall 
be general obligations of the State, and the full faith and credit of 
the State are hereby irrevocably pledged for the prompt and faithful 
payment of the principal of all Refunding Bonds and the interest and 
redemption premium (if any) thereon. Except as herein expressly 
provided otherwise, all provisions of this Act regarding the terms and 
conditions of the Bonds, the sale, issuance and execution thereof and 
the security therefor shall apply to all Refunding Bonds issued 
hereunder. 

Section 21. 1 ax Exemption. All Bonds and Refunding Bonds 

issued pursuant to the provisions of this Act, and the income there¬ 
from (including the interest income thereon) shall at all times be free 
from taxation by the State or any county, municipality or other polit¬ 
ical subdivision or instrumentality of the State, excepting inheritance, 
estate and gift taxes. 

Section 22. Severability. If any provision of this Act shall be 
held to be invalid by a court of competent jurisdiction, such invalidity 
shall not affect any other provision hereof. 
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Section 23. Effective Date. This Act shall become effective 
upon the adoption of the Bond Amendment as a part of the Consti¬ 
tution of Alabama of 1901.

AN ACT 

To appropriate six million five hundred thousand dollars ($6,500,000) fiom the 
general fund of the State, for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1982, for the purpose 
of paying costs incurred by the State in providing services to the Alabama Housing 
Finance Authority in connection with the issuance of bonds by said authority prior 
to September 30, 1982, and to provide that the moneys so appropriated shall be income 
from the investment of certain advance rentals derived by the State from the leasing 
of rights to explore and drill for or to produce oil, gas and other hydrocarbon minerals 
in any area on the water side of the high water mark of Mobile Bay or in any other 
offshore area. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Legislative Findings and Declarations. The Legis¬ 
lature hereby finds and declares: 

(a) that there is a critical shortage of funds available for the 
financing of mortgage loans secured by single and multi-family resi¬ 
dential property located in the State; 

(b) that the Legislature in Act No. 80-585 enacted at the 1980 
Regular Session of the Legislature authorized the creation of the 
Alabama Housing Finance Authority and empowered said authority 
to issue its bonds for the purpose of making funds available in the 
State for mortgage loans secured by mortgages on single and multi- 
family residential property at interest rates sufficiently low to facili¬ 
tate the financing of safe and sanitary housing units for citizens of 
this State with low or moderate incomes; 

(c) that, under present federal law, the interest income on bonds 
issued by the Alabama Housing Finance Authority prior to September 
30, 1982, in a principal amount not exceeding $200,000,000 in the 
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calendar year 1981 and $200,000,000 in the calendar year 1982 shall 
be exempt from federal income taxation; 

(d) that, because of changes in federal law enacted since the 
creation of the Alabama Housing Finance Authority, it will be neces¬ 
sary for the State to make available to said authority professional 
and other services and bond insurance in order to enable said author¬ 
ity to issue and sell its bonds; 

(e) that the State received certain advance rentals after January 
1, 1981, and before May 21, 1981, from the leasing of rights to explore 
and drill for or to produce oil, gas and other hydrocarbon minerals 
in certain areas of Mobile Bay and other offshore areas and that the 
moneys so received are presently held in the general fund of the State; 
and 


(f) that a portion of the income from the investment of the said 
advance rentals should be expended by the State to enable the Ala¬ 
bama Housing Finance Authority to issue its bonds in a principal 
amount not exceeding $200,000,000 in the calendar year 1981 and 
$200,000,000 in the calendar year 1982, and to otherwise perform the 
functions for which it was organized. 

Section 2. Appropriation. The sum of six million five hundred 
thousand dollars ($6,500,000), or so much thereof as may become 
available for the purposes described herein, is hereby appropriated 
from the general fund of the State (the moneys subject to such appro¬ 
priation to be determined in accordance with the provisions of Section 
3 of this Act) for the fiscal year of the State ending September 30, 
1982, for the purpose of paying costs incurred by the State in providing 
services to the Alabama Housing Finance Authority to enable said 
authority to issue its bonds subsequent to the effective date of this 
Act and prior to September 30, 1982. The fees, expenses and other 
costs which may be paid with the moneys so appropriated shall in¬ 
clude, but shall not be limited to, (i) fees charged by lending institu¬ 
tions and other financial institutions for services provided in connec¬

bon minerals in any area on the water side of the high water mark 
of Mobile Bay or in any other offshore area (including income from 
investment and reinvestment of previously derived income) shall be 
considered as a separate fund within the general fund of the State. 
The moneys appropriated herein shall consist of moneys in the said 
separate fund, to the extent that such moneys are available for such 
appropriation. Subject to the provisions of Section 5 hereof, the 
moneys in the said separate fund which are herein appropriated shall 
be held apart from any permanent trust fund created by any consti¬ 
tutional amendment proposed at the session of the Legislature at 
which this Act is adopted and shall not be included with the moneys 
transferred into such permanent trust fund.

Section 5. Termination of Appropriation. If no bonds are 
issued by the Alabama Housing Finance Authority prior to September

required to enable said authority to issue such bonds, then, in either 
of such events, the appropriation made herein of moneys not needed 
for the issuance of such bonds shall terminate and such moneys shall 
remain in the general fund of the State; provided, however, that if 
any constitutional amendment proposed at the session of the Legisla¬ 
ture at which this act is adopted provides for the creation of a perma¬ 
nent trust fund, and if such constitutional amendment provides for

AN ACT 


To appropriate ten million dollars ($10,000,000) from income from the investment 
of certain moneys derived by the State from the leasing of rights in offshore oil, gas 
and other hydrocarbon minerals for the support and encouragement of educational, 
agricultural, maricultural and industrial activities involving basic and applied scientific 
research and development. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Appropriation. In addition to all other appro¬ 
priations heretofore or hereafter made, there is hereby appropriated 
from the general fund of the State the sum of ten million dollars 
($10,000,000) for the support and encouragement of educational, agri¬ 
cultural, maricultural and industrial activities involving basic and 
applied scientific research and development. The appropriation made 
by this Act shall be made from the income or profit derived from the 
investment and reinvestment of the advance rentals received by the 
State at any time after January 1,1981, and before May 21,1981, from 
the leasing of rights to explore and drill for or to produce oil, gas or 
other hydrocarbon minerals in any area on the water side of the high 
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water mark of Mobile Bay or in any other offshore area (including 
income or profit derived from the investment and reinvestment of 
previously derived income or profit). 

Section 2. Investment of Appropriated Moneys and 
Disbursement Thereof. Pending the disbursement of the moneys 
appropriated by this Act for the purposes herein authorized, said 
moneys shall be kept continually invested in the manner provided 
by the general laws of the State for the investment of the moneys 
on deposit in the general fund of the State, and said moneys and the 
income derived from the investment and reinvestment thereof (in¬ 
cluding income derived from the investment and reinvestment of pre¬ 
viously derived income) shall be retained in one or more separate 
accounts of the general fund of the State.

AN ACT 

To appropriate six million dollars ($6,000,000) from income from the investment 
of certain moneys derived by the State from the leasing of rights in offshore oil, gas 
and other hydrocarbon minerals for the reimbursement of the counties of the State 
for expenses incurred by such counties in the incarceration or confinement of convicts 
or other prisoners who are the responsibility of the State. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Appropriation. In addition to all other appro¬ 
priations heretofore or hereafter made (including, without limitation, 
the appropriations heretofore made in Act No. 81-859 enacted at the 
1981 Regular Session of the Legislature), there is hereby appropriated 
from the general fund of the State, the sum of six million dollars 
($6,000,000) for the reimbursement of the counties of the State for 
expenses incurred by such counties in the incarceration or confine¬ 
ment of convicts or other prisoners who are the responsibility of the 
State (herein called “State Prisoners”). The appropriation made in 
this Act shall be made from the income or profit derived from the 
investment and reinvestment of the advance rentals received by the 
State at any time after January 1, 1981, and before May 21, 1981, 
for the leasing of rights to explore and drill for or to produce oil, gas 
or other hydrocarbon minerals in any area on the water side of the 
high water mark of Mobile Bay or in any other offshore area (including 
income or profit derived from the investment and reinvestment of 
previously derived income or profit). Said $6,000,000 shall be placed 
in a separate account of the general fund of the State and shall be 
disbursed therefrom upon order of the Governor. Said $6,000,000 shall 
be disbursed to the general fund of the several counties by the state 
comptroller upon vouchers certified by the Commissioner of the State 
Department of Corrections upon approval of the Governor. The 
amounts disbursed to the several counties shall be on the basis of two 
dollars and twenty-five cents ($2.25) per day for each state prisoner 
housed in the county jails from the period beginning March 1, 1977 
through February 28,1981.

AN ACT 

To make legislative findings respecting the need to make alternative appropriations 
to the previous appropriation made in Act No. 81-764 enacted at the 1981 Regular 
Session of the Legislature to the use of the Board of Corrections for capital expenditures 
and the previous appropriation made in Act No. 81-770 enacted at the 1981 Regular 
Session of the Legislature to the use of the Department of Mental Health for capital 
expenditures in the event that the moneys from which such appropriations were made 
are subsequently transferred into The Alabama Heritage Trust Fund as a result of 
the adoption of a proposed amendment to the Constitution of Alabama of 1901 creating 
said Trust Fund; to appropriate moneys from said Trust Fund in order to provide an 
alternative source of moneys for the appropriation made in said Act No. 81-764 and 
to terminate such appropriation from said Trust Fund under certain circumstances; 
to appropriate moneys from said Trust Fund in order to provide an alternative source 
of moneys for the appropriation made in said Act No. 81-770 and to terminate such 
appropriation from said Trust Fund under certain circumstances; to provide that such 
appropriations from said Trust Fund shall not be subject to proration; and to provide 
that the provisions of this Act shall be severable. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Definitions. As used in this Act, the following 
words and phrases shall have the following respective meanings: 

“Act No. 81-764” means Act No. 81-764 enacted at the 1981 
Regular Session of the Legislature. 
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“Act No. 81-770” means Act No. 81-770 enacted at the 1981 
Regular Session of the Legislature. 

“Bond Amendment” means that certain amendment to the 
Constitution of Alabama of 1901 authorizing the issuance by the State 
of $520,000,000 principal amount of its general obligation bonds which 
was proposed by an act adopted at the session of the Legislature at 
which this Act was adopted.

“Oil and Gas Rentals” means the advance rentals received by the 
State at any time after January 1, 1981, and before May 21, 1981, 
from the leasing of rights to explore and drill for or to produce 
oil, gas or other hydrocarbon minerals in any area on the water side 
of the high water mark of Mobile Bay or in any other offshore area. 

“State” means the State of Alabama. 

“Trust Capital” means “Trust Capital” as defined and used in 
the Trust Fund Amendment. 

“Trust Fund” means “The Alabama Heritage Trust Fund” 
created by the Trust Fund Amendment. 

“Trust Fund Amendment” means the amendment to the Consti¬ 
tution of Alabama of 1901 providing for the creation of the Trust Fund 
which was proposed by an act adopted at the session of the Legislature 
at which this Act was adopted. 

“Trust Income” means “Trust Income” as defined and used in 
the Trust Fund Amendment. 

Section 2. Legislative Findings and Declarations. It is hereby 
found and declared as follows: 

(a) In Act No. 81-764 forty-five million dollars ($45,000,000) was 
appropriated to the use of the Board of Corrections for capital outlays 
and capital improvements, it being the intention of the Legislature 
that such appropriation from the general fund of the State should 
come specifically from income or profit derived from the investment 
and reinvestment of certain moneys received by the State since Jan- 
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uary 1, 1981, as advance rentals for the leasing of exploration and 
production rights with respect to oil, gas or other hydrocarbon miner¬ 
als in certain areas of Mobile Bay or in other offshore areas. 

(b) In Act No. 81-770 sixty-five million dollars ($65,000,000) was 
appropriated to the use of the Department of Mental Health for capi¬ 
tal outlays and capital improvements, it being the intention of the 
Legislature that such appropriation likewise should come specifically 
from income or profit derived from the investment and reinvestment 
of the moneys referred to in paragraph (a) of this section. 

(c) The Trust Fund Amendment will provide for the creation 
and management of the Trust Fund and the transfer from the general 
fund of the State into the Trust Fund, as the initial Trust Capital, 
of certain moneys derived from the sale, lease or other disposition of 
certain exploration and production rights with respect to oil, gas and 
other hydrocarbon minerals and from the investment and reinvest¬ 
ment of such revenues, including, but without limitation thereto, 
moneys heretofore appropriated under Act No. 81-764 and Act No. 
81-770. 

(d) In order to provide for the timely payment of contractual 
obligations entered into by the State or any agency or instrumentality 
thereof in reliance upon the appropriations made in Act No. 81-764 
and Act No. 81-770, the Trust Fund Amendment will provide that 
the Legislature may appropriate moneys constituting Trust Capital 
or Trust Income, or a combination of both, to the use of the Board 
of Corrections for making capital expenditures and to the use of the 
Department of Mental Health for making capital expenditures, sub¬ 
ject in both cases to a limitation as to the amount which may be so 
appropriated. 

(e) The Bond Amendment will permit the State to become in¬ 
debted and to issue and sell the Bonds in an aggregate principal 
amount not exceeding $520,000,000 for the purpose of providing 
moneys for various needed capital expenditures in the State, including 
(but without limitation thereto) moneys for capital expenditures with 
respect to prisons and other penal and correctional institutions and 
moneys for capital expenditures with respect to mental health facili¬ 
ties. 

(f) The Bond Implementing Act provides for the issuance and 
sale of the Bonds and the application of the Bond Proceeds and In¬ 
vestment Income for the purposes authorized in the Bond Amend¬ 
ment, including (but without limitation thereto) the application of 
Bond Proceeds and Investment Income in the amount of sixty-five 
million dollars ($65,000,000) for capital expenditures with respect to 
prisons and other penal and correctional institutions and the applica- 
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tion of Bond Proceeds and Investment Income in the amount of 
sixty-five million dollars ($65,000,000) for capital expenditures with 
respect to mental health facilities. 

(g) Since it is in the best interests of the State and its citizens 
that the amount of the Trust Capital be maintained at the maximum 
possible levels in order to provide for the maximum amount of Trust 
Income, in the event that any Bond Proceeds and Investment Income 
or other moneys shall become available for use of the Board of Correc¬ 
tions or the Department of Mental Health or both, so much of the 
Bond Proceeds and Investment Income or other moneys or both as 
shall be available for each such purpose should be applied to such 
purpose in lieu of the appropriations from the Trust Fund made in 
this Act. 

(h) Therefore, in order to provide for the appropriations from 
the Trust Fund under the circumstances hereinabove described and 
in order to maintain maximum possible levels of Trust Capital, it is 
necessary and desirable that this Act be enacted. 

Section 3. Effect of Trust Fund Amendment Upon Act No. 
81-764 and Act No. 81-770. Anything contained in this Act or in the 
Trust Fund Amendment to the contrary notwithstanding, unless and 
until the Trust Fund Amendment shall become effective, the appro¬ 
priations of income derived from the investment of Oil and Gas 
Rentals that were made for the use of the Board of Corrections and 
the Department of Mental Health in Act No. 81-764 and Act No. 
81-770, respectively, shall continue in full force and effect, but nothing 
contained in this Act or in Act No. 81-764 or Act No. 81-770 shall

appropriations shall be of no further force and effect; provided, 
however, that any disbursements made pursuant to such appro¬ 
priations prior to such effective date shall not be subject to challenge 
on the basis of any of the provisions of this Act. Anything contained 
herein to the contrary notwithstanding, the Board of Corrections 
Capital Outlay Oversight Commission created in Act No. 81-764 and 
the Mental Health Capital Outlay Oversight Commission created in 
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Act No. 81-770 shall continue in existence in accordance with the 
provisions of said Acts. 

Section 4. Appropriation for Board of Corrections, (a) In the 
event that the Trust Fund Amendment shall become effective, then, 
upon the effective date thereof, there shall be appropriated from the 
Trust Fund, for the use of the Board of Corrections, an amount equal 
to the difference between $45,000,000 and the sum of (i) the aggregate 
amount of income from the investment of Oil and Gas Rentals which 
shall have been disbursed by the State prior to the effective date of 
the Trust Fund Amendment for the use of the Board of Corrections 
pursuant to the provisions of Act No. 81-764 and (ii) all other amounts 
at any time appropriated by the Legislature from other sources for 
the use of the Board of Corrections in substitution for or replacement 
of all or any part of the moneys appropriated pursuant to Act No. 
81-764. The moneys herein appropriated shall be subject to with¬ 
drawal from time to time from the Trust Fund, but only upon receipt 
by the Board of Trustees of the Trust Fund of one or more resolutions 
ordering such withdrawal duly adopted by the Board of Corrections 
Capital Outlay Oversight Commission created by Act No. 81-764 and 
signed by its chairman or vice chairman. The appropriation hereby

Amendment for the use of the Department of Mental Health pursu- 
ant to the provisions of Act No. 81-770 and (ii) all other amounts at 
any time appropriated by the Legislature from other sources for the 
use of the Department of Mental Health in substitution for or 
replacement of all or any part of the moneys appropriated pursuant 
to Act No. 81-770. The moneys herein appropriated shall be subject

AN ACT 

To amend Section 12-17-61, Code of Alabama 1975, relating to the number of district 
court judges in the State of Alabama so as to provide two district court judges for 
Lee County and to provide for the time of establishment of such judgeship No. 2 and 
for the appointment of and election of such additional district judge. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Section 12-17-61, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

Section 12-17-61. Each county shall constitute a district and 
shall have one resident district judge, except that: 

“(1) Baldwin, Lee, Madison, Etowah, Morgan, Talladega, Tus¬ 
caloosa and Walker Counties shall each have two resident district 
judges. 
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“(2) Montgomery County shall have three resident district 
judges. 

“(3) Mobile County shall have four resident district judges. 

(4) Jefferson County shall have 12 resident district judges, who 
shall be nominated and elected in the manner provided by law for 
the nomination and election of circuit judges in the county. Three 
of such district judges shall serve in the Bessemer division and nine 
shall serve in the Birmingham division. 

“(5) Calhoun and Cleburne Counties shall constitute a district 
and shall have three resident district judges who shall be elected and 
run at large from both counties. 

(6) Coosa and Clay Counties shall constitute a district and 
shall have one resident district judge who shall be elected and run 
at large from both counties.” 

Section 2. There is hereby created and shall be established 
effective on January 1, 1982, the office of District Judgeship No. 2 
of Lee County, which shall be in addition to the one judgeship now 
existing. The existing judgeship shall be designated District Judgeship 
No. 1. The first judge of said additional District Judgeship No. 2 of 
Lee County shall be appointed by the Governor in the manner pro¬ 
vided in Section 6.14 of Amendment 328 to the 1901 Constitution of 
Alabama on or before December 31, 1981, for an 4 initial term lasting 
until the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January following 
the next general election held after he has completed one year in 
office. Thereafter, successors shall be elected as provided by law for 
a full term of office beginning at the end of the appointed term. 

Section 3. The judge of said District Judgeship No. 2 shall have 
and exercise all of the jurisdiction, powers, rights and authority and 
possess all the qualifications, perform all the duties, and be subject 
to the pains, obligation and penalties that other district judges may 
be subject to exercise and perform. The additional district judge pro¬ 
vided for in this Act shall receive the same salary and supplements 
payable in the same manner as the existing district judge of Lee 
County. 

Section 4. There is hereby appropriated the sum of $57,400.00 
for the remainder of the fiscal year 1982 from the general fund of 
Alabama for the salary, support and maintenance of the office of 
District Judgeship No. 2 of Lee County. 

Section 5. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains.

AN ACT 

To authorize the Tallapoosa County Commission to provide protection against 
forest fires within the county and to assess the whole or a part of the cost thereof, 
within a prescribed limit, against forest lands in the county; and to prescribe the 
procedure for levying and collecting such assessments. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . The County Commission of Tallapoosa County is 
authorized, when the need exists, to provide protection against forest 
fires in Tallapoosa County by participating in the Alabama Forestry 
Commission’s fire protection program in the manner hereinafter spe¬ 
cified. 

Section 2. (a) After the Tallapoosa County Commission has 

determined that such a need does exist in Tallapoosa County, the 
County Commission may, in the manner hereinafter specified, provide 
for a financial charge or tax to be paid by the owners of forest lands 
located in Tallapoosa County for the use of the land for timber grow¬ 
ing purposes amounting to the whole or any part of the cost of such 
fire protection program, but not in excess of ten cents per acre, pro¬ 
vided such financial charge or tax is not greater than the benefit 
accruing to such forest lands due to availability of such fire protection. 

(b) “Forest lands” as used in this Act, shall mean any land 
which supports a forest growth, or which under prevailing natural and 
economic conditions may be expected to support such a growth in 
the future, or which is being used or reserved for any purpose. “Forest 
lands” as used in this Act, shall not include any lands primarily used 
for residential purposes nor shall it include any publicly owned lands. 

(c) The finance charge or tax fixed as provided in the above 
section shall be payable at the same time and in the same manner 
as county taxes, and the owners of the “Forest lands,” as herein de¬ 
fined, shall make report of the same to the Tax Assessor of Tallapoosa 
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County, Alabama, at the time fixed by law for making return of the 
property of such property owned. Financial charges or taxes levied 
shall constitute a lien on the property against which they are charged 
or taxed in case of default in the payment of such financial charge 
or tax. 

Section 3. The County governing body of Tallapoosa County 
is authorized to appoint agents and delegate authority to individuals 
to search out forest lands in Tallapoosa County, to determine the area 
and owners thereof, and report the same to the Tax Assessor of Talla¬ 
poosa County who shall be authorized, after notice by certified mail 
to such owners, and a hearing is requested by such owners before the 
county governing body, to place said financial charge or tax against 
the said forest land as may be determined by the report of such agents 
or the determination of said County governing body. It shall be the 
responsibility of the Tax Assessor of Tallapoosa County to establish 
such rules and regulations as are necessary to administer the provi¬ 
sions of this Act. 

Section 4. The tax herein imposed shall be due and payable 
to the Tax Collector of Tallapoosa County, and shall, when collected, 
be paid to the Treasurer of Tallapoosa County. All monies collected 
in accordance with this Act shall be spent in participating in the 
Alabama Forestry Commission’s forest fire protection program in 
Tallapoosa County. 

Section 5. The County Commission of Tallapoosa County is 
authorized to remove such financial charge or tax after said County 
Commission has determined that the financial charge or tax is no 
longer needed. The County Commission shall hold public hearings to 
determine whether or not the financial charge or tax is still needed. 
Procedures for such public hearings shall be the same as those in 
Section 3 of this Act. 

Section 6. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 7. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 8 . This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise be¬ 
coming a law.

AN ACT 

Relating to Coffee County; providing for a referendum election or elections to 
submit to the qualified electors of Coffee County the question whether the Coffee 
County Commission shall be authorized to levy and impose a county sales tax and a 
county use tax; providing for the authority of the Coffee County Commission to levy 
such taxes generally paralleling the state sales taxes provided for in Division 1 o 
Article 1 of Chapter 23 of Title 40 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, and the 
state use taxes provided for in Article 2 of Chapter 23 of Title 40 of the Code of 
Alabama 1975, as amended, respectively; providing certain additional exemptions from 
such taxes; specifying the rates at which those taxes may be levied; providing for the 
ascertainment, collection, payment, distribution and use of the proceeds of those taxes 
if levied by the Coffee County Commission, and for the enforcement of this Act by 
the State Department of Revenue; providing for the termination of the taxes authorized 
to be levied hereunder; and prescribing penalties and fixing punishment for violations 
of this Act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Definitions. All words, terms, and phrases as de¬ 
fined in the State Sales Tax Statutes and the State Use Tax Statutes 
shall, wherever used in this Act, have the same meanings respectively 
ascribed to them in those statutes, except where the context herein 
clearly indicates a different meaning. In addition, the following words, 
terms, and phrases where used in this Act shall have the following 
respective meanings except where the context clearly indicates a dif¬ 
ferent meaning. 

“Commission” means the Coffee County Commission or other 
governing body of the County, and any successor thereto. 

“Commissioner” means the Commissioner of Revenue of the 
State. 

“Construction” means (a) the complete exterior and interior 
building of a courthouse in the City of Enterprise, including but not 
limited to, the grounds, plumbing, wiring, foundation, roof, air condi¬ 
tioning and heating, proper insulation, elevators, accomodations for 
handicapped persons, office furniture, fixtures and equipment, vaults 
and equipment necessary for the preservation of records, including 
microfilm and microfilm equipment, and (b) such construction and 
equipment of a new county jail in the City of Enterprise as the 
Commission may determine to be advisable and necessary, or, in the 
event a constitutional amendment is adopted providing for a single 
county seat or a centrally-located judicial facility (including a jail) 
or jail to serve the Elba and Enterprise judicial districts in the County 
or an election is held in which a majority of all the votes cast therein 
favor removal of the county seat to a single location, such construc¬ 
tion and equipment of a new courthouse and jail in the location in 
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the County provided for by law. 

“County” means Coffee County, Alabama. 

“Month” means the calendar month. 

Quarterly Period” means the period of three Months ending on 
the last day of each March, June, September and December. 

Registered Seller means the person registered with the State 
Department of Revenue pursuant to the State Use Tax Statutes or 
licensed under the State Sales Tax Statutes. 

Renovation means (a) complete exterior and interior restora- 
tion of the existing courthouse in the City of Elba, including, but not 
limited to, the grounds, plumbing, wiring, foundation, roof, air condi¬ 
tioning and heating, proper insulation, elevators, accomodations for 
handicapped persons, office furniture, fixtures and equipment, vaults 
and equipment necessary for the preservation of records, including 
microfilm and microfilm equipment, and (b) such improvements and 
equipment to the existing county jail in the City of Elba as the 
Commission may determine to be advisable and necessary. 

“State” means the State of Alabama. 

State Sales Tax” means the tax or taxes imposed by the State 
Sales Tax Statutes. 

State Sales Tax Statutes” means Division 1 of Article 1 of 
Chapter 23 of Title 40 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, 
including all other statutes of the State, as such statutes may be from 
time to time be amended, which expressly set forth any exemptions 
from the computation of the taxes levied in said Division 1 and all 
other statutes which expressly apply to, or purport to affect, the ad¬ 
ministration of said Division 1 and the incidence and collection of the 
taxes imposed therein. 

State Use Tax” means the tax or taxes imposed by the State 
Use Tax Statutes. 

State Use Tax Statutes” means Article 2 of the Chapter 23 of 
Title 40 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, including all other 
statutes of the State, as such statutes may from time to time be 
amended, which expressly set forth any exemptions from the compu¬ 
tation of the tax levied in said Article 2 and all other statutes of the 
State which expressly apply to, or purport to affect, the administra¬ 
tion of said Article 2 and the incidence and collection of the taxes 
imposed therein. 

Section 2. Referendum Election Required. The Commission 
shall call a referendum election at which there shall be submitted 
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to the qualified electors of the County the question whether the 
Commission shall be authorized to levy and impose, subject to the 
provisions of this Act, a county sales tax and a county use tax. The 
referendum election shall be held, not later than the general election 
to be held in November, 1982, on such date as the Commission shall 
determine; provided, however, that the referendum election shall not 
be held at any primary or runoff election. Notice of the referendum 
election shall be given by the Commission by publication in a newspa¬ 
per published in the County once a week for three consecutive weeks, 
the first publication to be made at least 30 days before the election, 
which notice shall state the purpose for which the election is to be 
held and the time and place for holding the same. 

The ballot used at the referendum election shall be prepared by 
the Commission and shall read substantially as follows: 

“Shall the Coffee County Commission be authorized to levy and 
impose a sales tax and a use tax in Coffee County at a rate or rates 
not exceeding one percent (1%) of gross sales, gross receipts, or sales 
price, as the case may be, a percentage of the proceeds of which (after 
deducting costs of collection) may be used for capital outlay purposes 
in the public schools of Coffee County such percentage, if any, to be 
determined by resolution of the Coffee County Commission adopted 
at the time of the levying of said taxes and as may be changed by 
resolution from time to time thereafter, and the remainder of the 
proceeds of which (after deducting costs of collection) shall be used 
(1) to finance, through the pledge or use, directly or indirectly, of such 
proceeds for the payment of bonds, warrants or other securities issued 
by the County, or by any agency or instrumentality of the County 
(such as a county public building authority), the costs of, or (2) to 
pay the costs of, all (but not less than all) of the following: (a) con¬ 
structing and equipping a new courthouse in Enterprise, (b) con¬ 
structing and equipping a new county jail in Enterprise, (c) renovating 
and equipping the existing courthouse in Elba, and (d) renovating and 
equipping the existing county jail in Elba, or, in the event a consti¬ 
tutional amendment is adopted providing for a single county seat or 
a centrally-located judicial facility (including a jail) or jail to serve 
the Elba and Enterprise judicial districts in the County or an election 
is held in which a majority of all the votes cast therein favor removal 
of the county seat to a single location, constructing and equipping 
a new courthouse and jail in the location in the County provided for 
by law? Yes No/’ 

The referendum election shall be held and the officers appointed 
to hold the same shall be appointed in the manner provided by law 
for holding other county elections, and the returns thereof shall be 
tabulated and the results certified as provided by law. The costs of 
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the election, including the cost of publishing notices thereof, shall be 
paid out of the general funds of the county. 

If a majority of the votes cast at the referendum election is nega¬ 
tive, the Commission may call a second referendum election to be held 
in the same manner and using the same ballot as the first, said second 
election to be held not later than one year from the date of the first 
referendum election. 

Section 3. Authority to Levy Sales and Use Taxes. If a 
majority of the votes cast at the second referendum election is nega¬ 
tive, the provisions of this Act shall have no further force or effect. 

If a majority of the votes cast at the first or second referendum 
election is affirmative, the Commission shall have authority to levy 
and impose a county sales tax or taxes and a county use tax or taxes 
paralleling the State Sales Tax and the State Use Tax, respectively, 
the amount of any such tax to be determined by the application of 
rates against gross sales or gross receipts, or sales price, as the case 
may be, and within specified areas at a rate or rates not exceeding 
one percent (1%) of the gross proceeds of sales or receipts, or sales 
price, as the case may be. Such taxes, if levied, shall be in addition 
to and not in lieu of any sales or use tax now or hereafter in effect 
in Coffee County. 

There are exempted, however, from the provisions of this section 
and from the computation of the amount of the sales taxes authorized 
to be levied in this section, the gross receipts of any business and the 
gross proceeds of all sales which are presently exempted under the 
State Sales Tax Statutes from the computation of the amount of the 
State Sales Tax. There are specifically exempted from taxes author¬ 
ized to be levied in this Act all new and used motor vehicles and parts 
therefor, and all new and used farm equipment, implements and parts 
therefor, as well as gasoline, lubricating oil, seed, fertilizer, prescrip¬ 
tion drugs, pesticides for agricultural purposes, and insecticides. 

There are also exempted from the provisions of this section, and 
from the use taxes authorized to be imposed by this section, the 
storage, use or other consumption of property the storage, use or other 
consumption of which is presently exempted under the State Use Tax 
Statutes from the computation of the amount of the State Use Tax. 
Subject to those exemptions, every person storing or using or other¬ 
wise consuming in the County tangible personal property purchased 
at retail on or after the effective date of such taxes shall be liable 
for the taxes authorized to be imposed by this section, and the liability 
shall not be extinguished until the tax has been paid by such person; 
provided, however, that a receipt from the Registered Seller given 
pursuant to Section 6 of this Act to the purchaser of any property 
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to be used, stored or consumed in the County shall be sufficient to 
relieve the purchaser from further liability for a tax to which such 
receipt may refer. 

Section 4. Payment of Taxes Herein Levied; Reports by 
Taxpayer. The sales taxes authorized to be levied in Section 3 of 
this Act shall be due and payable in monthly installments on or before 
the twentieth day of the Month next succeeding the Month in which 
the tax accrues; and the use taxes authorized to be levied in Section 
3 hereof shall be due and payable quarterly on or before the twentieth 
day of the Month next succeeding each Quarterly Period during which 
the storage, use or other consumption of the tangible personal prop¬ 
erty became taxable hereunder, each such Quarterly Period to end 
on the last day of each of the Months of March, June, September 
and December. All sales taxes authorized to be levied herein shall be 
paid to and collected by the State Department of Revenue at the same 
time as and along with the collection of the State Sales Tax; and the 
use taxes authorized to be levied herein shall be paid to and collected 
by the State Department of Revenue at the same time as and along 
with the payment and collection of the State Use 1 ax. On or prior 
to the due dates of the taxes herein authorized to be levied, each 
person subject to such taxes shall file with the State Department of 
Revenue a report or return in such form as may be prescribed by the 
Department, setting forth, with respect to all sales and business 
transactions that are required to be used as a measure of the sales 
taxes herein authorized to be levied, a correct statement of the gross 
proceeds of all such sales and the gross receipts of all such business 
transactions, and setting forth, with respect to the use taxes author¬ 
ized to be levied herein, the total sales price of all property, the use, 
storage or other consumption of which became subject to the said 
taxes during the then preceding Quarterly Period. Such report shall 
also include such other items of information pertinent to the said 
taxes and the amount thereof as the State Department of Revenue 
may require. Any person subject to the sales taxes authorized to be 
levied herein may defer reporting credit sales until after their collec¬ 
tion, and in the event such person so defers reporting them, such 
person shall thereafter include in each monthly report all credit col¬ 
lections made during the Month preceding, and shall pay the taxes 
due thereon at the time of filing such report. All reports or returns 
filed with the State Department of Revenue under this section shall 
be available for inspection by the Commission, or its designated agent, 
at reasonable times during business hours. 

Section 5. Sales Tax to be Added to Sales Price or Admission 
Fee. Each person engaging or continuing within the County in a 
business subject to the sales taxes authorized to be levied in Section 
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3 hereof, shall add to the sales price or admission fee and collect from 
the purchaser or the person paying the admission fee the amount due 
by the taxpayer on account of said taxes. It shall be unlawful for any 
person subject to the sales taxes authorized to be levied herein to fail 
or refuse to add to the sales price or admission fee and to collect from 
the purchaser or the person paying the admission fee the amount 
herein required to be so added to the sale or admission price and 
collected from the purchaser, and it shall likewise be unlawful for any 
person subject to said taxes to refund or offer to refund all or any 
part of the amount so collected or to absorb or advertise directly or 
indirectly the absorption or refund of said taxes or any portion thereof. 

Section 6. Special Provisions Respecting Payment of Use Tax 
Receipts and Returns by Registered Sellers. Every Registered Seller 
making sales of tangible personal property for storage, use or other 
consumption in the County (which storage, use, or other consumption 
is not exempted from the use taxes herein authorized to be levied) 
shall at the time of making such sale, or if the storage, use or other 
consumption of such tangible personal property in the County is not 
then subject to the taxes herein authorized to be levied, at the time 
such storage, use or other consumption becomes subject to the taxes 
herein authorized to be levied, collect the tax from the purchaser, and 
shall give to the purchaser a receipt therefor in the manner and form 
prescribed by the State Department of Revenue. On the twentieth 
day of the Month next succeeding each Quarterly Period, each Regis¬ 
tered Seller shall file with the State Department of Revenue a return 
for the then preceding Quarterly Period in such form as may be 
prescribed by the State Department of Revenue showing the total 
sales price of the tangible personal property sold by such Registered 
Seller, the storage, use or other consumption of which became subject 
to the use taxes herein authorized to be imposed, during the then 
preceding Quarterly Period; and each return shall be accompanied 
by a remittance of the amount of the use taxes required to be collected 
by such Registered Seller during the period covered by the return 
provided that any Registered Seller may defer collecting the taxes 
with respect to credit sales until collection of the proceeds of such 
sales and may defer reporting credit sales until after their collection, 
but shall thereafter collect the said taxes along with collection of said 
credit sales, shall include in each quarterly report all credit collections 
made during the preceding Quarterly Period and shall remit the taxes 
with respect thereto at the time of filing such report or return. Any 
person who has paid to a Registered Seller the tax with respect to 
the use, storage or other consumption of tangible personal property 
in the County need not file a report or make any further payment 
of the said tax, but each person who purchases tangible personal 
property the storage, use or other consumption of which is subject 
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to the use taxes authorized to be imposed herein, and who has not 
paid the said use taxes due with respect thereto to a Registered Seller, 
shall report and pay said use taxes as required by Section 4 hereof. 
It shall be unlawful for any Registered Seller to fail or refuse to add 
to the sales price and to collect from the purchaser the amount of 
the use taxes authorized to be imposed herein or to refund or offer 
to refund or absorb, or to advertise directly or indirectly, the absorp¬ 
tion of said use taxes or any portion thereof. 

Section 7. Enforcement of This Act; Civil Suit; Taxes a 
Lien. The taxes authorized to be levied and imposed by this Act shall 
constitute a debt due the County and may be collected as provided 
by law. The said taxes, together with interest and penalties with respect 
thereto, shall constitute and be secured by a lien upon the property 
of any person from whom said taxes are due or who is required to 
collect said taxes. All the provisions of the revenue laws of the State 
which apply to the enforcement of liens for license taxes due the State 
shall apply fully to the collection of the taxes herein authorized to 
be levied and the State Department of Revenue, for the use and bene¬ 
fit of the County, shall collect such taxes and enforce this Act and 
shall have and exercise for such collection and enforcement all rights 
and remedies that the State or the State Department of Revenue has 
for collection of the State Sales Tax and the State Use Tax. The State 
Department of Revenue shall have full authority to employ such 
special counsel as it deems necessary from time to time to enforce 
collection of the taxes authorized to be levied by this Act, and other¬ 
wise to enforce the provisions of this Act, including the institution, 
prosecution and defense of any litigation involving this Act; and the 
Department shall pay such special counsel such fees as it deems 
necessary and proper from the proceeds of the taxes collected by it 
hereunder. 

Section 8. Applicability of State Sales and Use Tax Stat¬ 
utes. All provisions of the State Sales Tax Statutes with respect to 
payment, assessment, and collection of the State Sales Tax, making 
of monthly reports and keeping and preserving records with respect 
thereto, interest after the due date of said tax, penalties for failure 
to pay the said tax, make reports or otherwise comply with the State 
Sales Tax Statutes, the promulgation of rules and regulations with 
respect to the State Sales Tax, and the administration and enforce¬ 
ment of the State Sales Tax Statutes, which are not inconsistent with 
the provisions of this Act, when applied to the sales taxes authorized 
to be levied in Section 3 hereof, shall apply to the sales taxes author¬ 
ized to be levied under this Act; and all provisions of the State Use 
Tax Statutes with respect to payment, assessment and collection of 
the State Use Tax, making quarterly reports and keeping and preserv- 
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ing records with respect thereto, interest after the due date of the State 
Use Tax, penalties for failure to pay said tax, make reports or otherwise 
to comply with the State Use Tax Statutes, the promulgation of rules 
and regulations with respect to the State Use Tax and the adminis¬ 
tration and enforcement of the State Use Tax Statutes, which are 
not inconsistent with the provisions of this Act, when applied to the 
use taxes authorized to be levied in Section 3, hereof, shall apply to 
the use taxes authorized to be levied in the said Section 3. The 
Commissioner and the State Department of Revenue shall have and 
exercise the same powers, duties and obligations, with respect to the 
taxes herein authorized to be levied, that are imposed on the Commis¬ 
sioner and the Department, respectively, by the State Sales Tax Stat¬ 
utes and the State Use Tax Statutes. All provisions of the State Sales 
Tax Statutes and the State Use Tax Statutes that are made applica¬ 
ble by this Act to the taxes herein authorized to be levied and to the 
administration and enforcement of this Act are incorporated herein 
by reference and made a part hereof as if fully set forth herein. 

Section 9. Charge of State Department of Revenue; Its Dis¬ 
tribution of Tax Proceeds. The State Department of Revenue shall 
charge the county, for collecting the taxes authorized to be levied 
under this Act, such amount or percentage of total collections as may 
be agreed upon by the Commissioner and the Commission, but such 
charge shall not, in any event, exceed ten percent of the total amount 
of the taxes collected hereunder. Such charge for collecting the said 
taxes for the County may be deducted each Month from the tax 
proceeds collected before the amount of the said proceeds due the 
County for that month is certified as provided in this section. The 
Commissioner shall pay in the state treasury all taxes collected under 
this Act, as such taxes are received by the State Department of Reve¬ 
nue; and on or before the first day of each successive Month (com¬ 
mencing with the Month next succeeding the Month in which the 
said Department makes the first collection of any of the taxes author¬ 
ized to be levied hereunder) the Commissioner shall certify to the 
State Comptroller the amount of taxes collected under the provisions 
of this Act and paid by him into the state treasury for the benefit 
of the County during the Month immediately preceding the making 
of such certificate and; provided, however, that before certifying the 
amount of the taxes paid into the state treasury for the benefit of 
the County during each Month, the Commissioner may deduct from 
the taxes collected hereunder in said Month the charges due the said 
Department for the collection of the said taxes. It shall be the duty 
of the State Comptroller (i) to issue his warrant each Month payable 
to the County in an amount equal to the amount so certified by the 
Commissioner as having been collected for the use of the County, and 
(ii) to transmit to the County, along with the said warrant, a copy 
of the said certificate by the Commissioner. 
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Section 10. Use of Proceeds. The entire proceeds derived by 
the County from the taxes, authorized to be levied hereunder (includ¬ 
ing any income derived from the investment of such proceeds) shall, 
subject to the provisions of Section 11 of this Act to be applied and 
used as follows: 

(a) A percentage, such percentage, if any, to be determined by 
resolution of the Commission adopted at the time of the levying of 
the taxes authorized to be levied in Section 3 of this Act, and as may 
be changed by resolution from time to time thereafter of the said 
proceeds may be distributed by the Commission to the several boards 
of education in the County on a pro rata basis according to the average 
daily attendance at the schools operated by each such board of educa¬ 
tion, according to the records of the State Department of Education 
for the school year 1980-81, and used for capital outlay purposes for 
the said schools. 

(b) The remainder of said proceeds shall be applied and used 
as follows: 

(i) except as otherwise provided in subsection (ii) of this section, 
the entire proceeds shall be used for the purpose of paying costs of 
the Construction, the Renovation, or both, or accumulated for sub¬ 
sequent use therefor; or 

(ii) so much as may be necessary therefor out of such proceeds 
shall be used for payment of the principal of and the interest (and 
premium, if any) on any bonds, warrants or other securities issued 
by the County for one or more of the purposes described in the preced¬ 
ing subsection (i)(or, if such bonds, warrants or other securities were 
not issued by the County but rather by an agency or instrumentality 
of the County and are payable from revenues to be derived by such 
agency or instrumentality from the leasing to the County of the public 
building or buildings the costs of which are being financed in whole 
or in part by such bonds, warrants or other securities for payment 
of any rentals that may become due to such agency or instrumentality 
by the County). 

If at any time the County is required by the provisions of this 
Section 10 to use all or a specified portion of the proceeds from the 
taxes herein authorized to be levied for the payment of debt service 
on such bonds, warrants or other securities (including rentals related 
thereto) and if at such time the County has paid or made full provision 
for the payment of all debt service maturing during the then current 
fiscal year with respect to such bonds, warrants or other securities 
(including rentals related thereto), the County shall apply all or such 
specified portion of such tax proceeds received during the remainder 
of such fiscal year to prepayment of such bonds, warrants or other 
securities (including any rentals required therefor), it being the inten- 
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tion of this Act to provide for the retirement of such bonds, warrants 
or other securities as promptly as practicable. 

Section 11. Effective Date and Duration of Levy of Taxes. If 
the Commission elects to levy or impose any of the taxes herein 
authorized to be levied and imposed, it shall specify, as the effective 
date of such levy, the first day of any calendar month following such 
levy; provided that the Commission may not levy or impose any such 
taxes unless the effective date of such levy is at least thirty (30) calen¬ 
dar days after the date of such levy. The levy of the taxes herein 
authorized shall terminate as follows: 

(a) except as otherwise provided in subsection (b) of this section, 
if any bonds, warrants or other securities described in Section 10 
hereof are hereafter issued for the purpose of financing all or a portion 
of the costs of the Construction or the Renovation or any part of 
either thereof, none of such taxes may be levied after the expiration 
of the sixth calendar month next following the Month during which 
the last of such bonds, warrants or other securities are paid and re¬ 
tired; or 

(b) if (i) such bonds, warrants or other securities are hereafter 
issued for the purpose of financing all or a portion of the costs of only 
a part or parts of the Construction or the Renovation, or (ii) no such 
bonds, warrants or other Securities are hereafter issued, and the 
Commission instead elects to pay all the costs of the Construction 
and the Renovation (or such parts thereof as are not financed through 
issuance of bonds, warrants or other securities as aforesaid), by ac¬ 
cumulating monies therefor, none of such taxes may be levied after 
(1) the last day of the Month during which monies sufficient therefor 
have been accumulated, or (2) the last day of the Month during which 
the last of such costs are paid, whichever of the foregoing (1) or (2) 
occurs first. 

Any proceeds from the taxes herein authorized that are on hand 
at the time of the termination of the levy thereof (or that are thereaf¬ 
ter received) and that are not needed for payment of debt service on 
any such bonds, warrants or other securities, shall be deposited in 
the General Fund of the County and used for any purpose for which 
monies in said General Fund may be used. 

Nothing herein contained shall prohibit the Commission, subject 
to constitutional limitations on the impairment of contracts, from 
reducing, at any time after the levy of any of the taxes herein author¬ 
ized, the rate at which any of such taxes is levied or from ceasing 
to levy or impose any of such taxes upon payment in full of all the 
costs of the Construction and Renovation authorized by this Act or 
upon full retirement and payment of any bonds, warrants or other 
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securities issued for the purpose of financing the Construction, the 
Renovation, or any part of either thereof. 

Section 12. Legislative Intent. It is the intent of the Legisla¬ 
ture to provide the citizens of the County with a new courthouse and 
jail in Enterprise and with a renovated courthouse and jail in Elba, 
or, in the event a constitutional amendment is adopted designating 
a single county seat in the County or providing for a centrally-located 
judicial facility (including a jail) or jail to serve the Elba and En¬ 
terprise judicial districts or an election is held in which a majority 
of all the votes cast therein favor removal of the county seat to a 
single location, a new courthouse and jail in the location in the 
County provided for by law, and to finance all or part of the Con¬ 
struction and the Renovation by the levy of a county sales tax and 
county use tax if approved by a majority of the qualified electors of 
the County. 

Section 13. Severability Clause. The provisions of this Act 
are severable. If any part of this Act is held invalid or unenforceable 
by a court of competent jurisdiction, such holding shall not invalidate 
or render unenforceable the remaining parts hereof. 

Section 14. Laws in Conflict Repealed. All laws or parts of 
laws which conflict with this Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 15. Effective Date of Act. This Act shall become ef¬ 
fective immediately upon its passage and approval by the Governor, 
or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

Relating to the eradication of brucellosis in livestock: To make an appropriation 
to the Department of Agriculture and Industries for the fiscal year 1981-1982 from 
the general fund into the agricultural fund; to indemnify owners of livestock for the 
value of any livestock ordered condemned and destroyed for the prevention of brucellosis 
in livestock. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. For the fiscal year ending September 30,1982, there 
is hereby appropriated to the Department of Agriculture and Indus¬ 
tries out of any monies in the State Treasurer, not otherwise appro- 
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priated, to be paid into the agricultural fund the sum of One Hundred 
Thousand Dollars ($100,000.00), which shall be used and expended 
by said Department for the purpose of paying and indemnifying the 
owners of livestock for the value of any livestock ordered and directed 
to be condemned, destroyed or depopulated by the Commissioner of 
Agriculture and Industries for the purpose of arresting, eradicating 
and preventing the spread of brucellosis in livestock. The amount of 
any payments to owners of livestock shall be determined pursuant 
to the procedure and method set forth under Sections 2-15-160 
through 2-15-168 and 2-15-195, Code of Alabama 1975. 

If said appropriation is not expended by the Agriculture Depart¬ 
ment for the purposes provided by this act by the end of the 1981-82 
fiscal year, said money shall revert to the general fund. 

Section 2. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise be¬ 
coming a law.
